In the name of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, you are hereby 
required to notify and warn the inhabitants of the Town of Brookline 
qualified to vote in elections to meet at the polling places desginated for 
the several precincts in the said town on 


TUESDAY, THE NINTH DAY OF MARCH, 1948 
at seven o’clock in the forenoon for the following purposes, to wit: 


To choose by ballot the following town officers: Two Selectmen for three 
years; Treasurer for three years; three members of the School Committee for 
three years; two Trustees of the Walnut Hills Cemetery for three years; one 
Assessor for three years; four Trustees of the Public Library for three years; 
one Trustee of the Public Library for one year to filla vacancy; one member 
of the Water Board for three years, one Park Commissioner for three years; 
three members of the Committee on Planting Trees for one year; one mem- 
ber of the Planning Board for five years; five Constables for one year; also 
seven Town Meeting Members in precincts 1, 3, 6, 7, 8, 9, 10 and 11 for 
three years; six Town Meeting Members in precincts 2, 4, 5 and 12 for three 
years; one Town Meeting Member to fill a vacancy in precincts 1 and 2 for 
two years; one Town Meeting Member to fill a vacancy in precincts 3, 4, 6 
and 7 for one year; two Town Meeting Members to fill vacancies in precinct 
4 for one year. 


Also for the purpose of giving their ‘‘yes’”’ or ‘‘no”’ on the following 
question: 


Shall section fifty-eight B of chapter forty-eight of YES 
the General Laws, providing for a forty-eight hour 
week for permanent employees of Fire Departments, NO 
be accepted? 


For these purposes the polls will be open at seven o’clock in the forenoon 
and shall be closed at eight o’clock in the afternoon. 


And in the name of the said Commonwealth you are further required to 
notify and warn the said inhabitants to meet at the High School Auditorium 
in the said town on 


TUESDAY, THE TWENTY-THIRD DAY OF MARCH, 1948 


at seven-thirty in the evening for the following purposes, to wit:— 


First Article, To see if the town will vote that the number of Mea 
of Wood and Bark be two, to be appointed by the Selectmen.

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Second Article, To, sée if the fown wili vote to ‘authorize the Town 
Treasurer, with the approval of. the Selectnien, to borrow money from time 
to time in anticipation of the revenue of the financial year beginning 
January 1, 1948, and to issue a note or notes therefor, payable within one 
year, and to renew any notes that may be given for a period of less than one 
year, in accordance with section 17 of Chapter 44 of the General Laws, as 
amended. 


Third Article, Tosee if the town will amend Article IB of the By-laws of 
the town by adding, deleting or substituting positions or classes in the 
Classification Plan or will otherwise amend said Article. 


Fourth Article, To see if the town, pursuant to the authority contained 
in section 108A of Chapter 41 of the General Laws, will vote to establish 
minimum and maximum salaries to be paid to employees in any position or 
group of positions classified under the official classification plan of the town. 


Fifth Article, To see if the town will raise and appropriate the sum of 
one hundred forty-one thousand three hundred fifty dollars ($141,350) to 
allow for an increase in the base pay of the Brookline firemen and policemen. 


Sixth Article, To act upon the appropriations asked for or proposed in 
the annual reports by the Selectmen or by any town officer, board or com- 
mittee, and to fix the salary and compensation of all elected officers of the 
town as provided in section 108 of Chapter 41 of the General Laws as 
amended. 


. Seventh Article, To see if the town will raise and appropriate a sum of 
money tobe expended with the approval of the Selectmen and of the various 
boards and officers concerned for the payment of additional compensation 
or extra emergency compensation to any or all officers and employees of the 
town on account of the increased cost of living, or will take any other action 
with respect thereto. ‘ 


‘ Eighth Article, To see if the town will vote to amend its vote of October 
fourteenth, nineteen hundred and forty-seven, under Article 4, authorizing 
the Treasurer to borrow a sum of money for the construction of a north 
wing of the High School by striking out, in the third sentence, the words: 
“ten (10) years,’ and inserting in their place the words: “twenty (20) 
years,’’ so that said sentence as amended shall read: ‘‘Such bonds or notes 
shall bear interest payable semi-annually at a rate not exceeding two per 
cent per annum and shall be made payable in such annual payment begin- 
ning not later than.one year after the date thereof as will extinguish the 
same within twenty (20) years from their date.”’ 


Ninth Article, To see if the town will vote to amend its vote of October 
fourteenth, nineteen hundred and forty-seven, under Article 16, authorizing 
the Treasurer to borrow a sum of money for the constructing and laying of 
water mains and appurtenances preparatory to the taking of the entire 
water supply for the town from the Metropolitan District Commission 
water supply, by striking out, in the third sentence, the words: ‘‘ten years,”’ 
and inserting in their place the words: “‘fifteen years,”’ so that said sentence, 
as amended, shall read: ‘Such bonds or notes shall bear interest payable 
semi-annually at a rate not exceeding two per cent per annum and shall be 
made payable in sucn annual payments beginning not later than one year 
after the date thereof as will extinguish the same within fifteen years from 
their date; the balance of the amount appropriated by the preceding vote, 
2. é., six thousand dollars ($6,000), shall be taken from any money in the 
treasury not otherwise appropriated and available for the purpose.”’ 
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Tenth Article, ‘Yo see if the town will vote to amend its vote of October 
fourteenth, nineteen hundred and forty-seven, under Article 17, authorizing 
the Treasurer to borrow a sum of money for constructing and laying water 
mains connecting with the Metropolitan District Commission water mains 
at Fisher Avenue and at such other locations as said Board may deem neces- 
sary by striking out, in the third sentence, the words: ‘‘ten years”’ and in- 
serting in their place the words: ‘fourteen years,’’ so that said sentence as 
amended shall read: ‘‘Such bonds or notes shall bear interest payable semi- 
annually at a rate not exceeding two per cent per annum and shall be made 
payable in such annual payments beginning not later than one year after 
ce date thereof as will extinguish the same within fourteen years from their 

ate. 


Eleventh Article, To see if the town will raise and appropriate the sum 
of sixty-three thousand dollars ($63,000) to be expended by the School 
Committee for original furniture, furnishings, and equipment for the North 
Wing of the High School, and will authorize the Treasurer to borrow the 
whole or any part of the same. 


Twelfth Article, To see if the town will raise and appropriate the sum of 
thirty-five thousand five hundred dollars ($35,500) to be expended by the 
School Committee for automatic sprinklers and connections to the town 
fire alarm system at the Baldwin and Lawrence Schools. 


Thirteenth Article, To see if the town will raise and appropriate the sum 
of seven hundred and fifty dollars ($750) to be expended with the approval 
of the Selectmen for the maintenance of the honor roll panels and fence 
protecting the same. 


Fourteenth Article, Yo see if the town will raise and appropriate the sum 
of thirteen thousand two hundred dollars ($13,200) for the purchase of town 
voting machines, approved as required by law, for use at polling places in 
such precincts of the town as the Selectmen may determine, at primaries 
and elections of State or Town officers, as authorized by Section 34 of 
Chapter 54 of the General Laws, as amended. 


Fifteenth Article, To see if the town will raise and appropriate the sum 
of forty-two thousand dollars ($42,000) to be expended with the approval of 
the Selectmen for the purchase of new and improved motor equipment for 
the Highway Department. 


Sixteenth Article, Tosee if the town will raise and appropriate the sum of 
thirty-five thousand dollars ($35,000) to be expended by the Trustees of 
Walnut Hills Cemetery toward the cost of grading the land in Walnut Hills 
Cemetery acquired by the town in 1926. 


Seventeenth Article, To see if the town will raise and appropriate the 
additional sum of forty-five hundred dollars ($4,500) to be expended with 
the approval of the Selectmen for the construction of a shelter or waiting 
station upon the loading platform of the Metropolitan Transit Authority, 
on the southerly side of the street car reservation on Beacon Street near the 
subway entrance at St. Mary’s Street, the previous special appropriations 
for this purpose having been found to be inadequate. 


Eighteenth Article, To see if the town will raise and appropriate the sum 
of fifty thousand dollars ($50,000) to be expended by the Selectmen for the 
acquisition, installation, maintenance and operation of parking meters, or 
will authorize a board or officer of the town to enter into agreement for such 
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acquisition, installation or maintenance of parking meters, or will take any 
other action with respect thereto. 


Nineteenth Article, Tosee if the town will raise and appropriate the sum 
of twelve thousand nine hundred seventy-seven dollars ($12,977) to be 
expended by the Trustees of the Public Library for extensions, replace- 
ments and improvements in the Main Library and for fixtures and equip- 
ment for a proposed branch library in the southern part of the town. 


Twentieth Article, To see if the town will vote to find that there is a 
shortage of safe and sanitary housing accommodations available to families 
of low income and particularly to families of veterans of low income, at 
rentals such families can afford, and will vote to determine that a housing 
authority is needed in the town and will vote to provide for the organization 
of the Brookline Housing Authority and to authorize the Brookline Housing 
Authority to transact business and to exercise its powers. 


Twenty-first Article, To see if the town will vote to amend Section 1 of 
Article XV-A of the town By-laws, entitled, ‘‘Building Commission,’’ by 
adding at the end of the first sentence the words “except school buildings”’ 
so that said first sentence shall read: 


“Section 1. The Selectmen shall in April of each year appoint five 
citizens to serve as a Building Commission which shall have charge and 
direction of the construction and alteration of all town buildings except 
school buildings.”’ 


Twenty-Second Article, To see if the town will amend the By-laws of the 
town by adding thereto a new Article regulating the disposal, by town 
boards, officers or departments, of personal property belonging to the town, 
as authorized by General Laws, Chapter 40, section 21, sub-section 11. 


Twenty-Third Article, To see if the town will amend the Zoning By-law 
of the town by including within the 2C District part of Lot 11, in Block 
432, now in a 3D District, bounded and described as follows: 

Northwesterly by lands now or late of James J. and William F. McGuire, 

John J. and Anna L. Lane, and William F. and Minerva M. McGuire; 

Easterly by land of the Town of Brookline; 

Southerly by lands now or late of Rivers School and Thomas J. and Alice 

Hunter; 

Westerly by a line 100 feet easterly from and parallel with the easterly 

side of Hammond Street. ; 

As shown on Zoning Map No. 6AA, as prepared by Walter A. Devine, 

Town Engineer, dated December 9, 1947, amending Zoning Map 
No. 6, prepared by Henry A. Varney, Town Engineer, and verified by 
the signatures of the Planning Board, 


or will amend and adopt said proposed amendment. 


Twenty-Fourth Article, To see if the town will amend the Zoning By-law 
of the town by including within the 2C District lots 5-6 and 9-10 in Block 
428, now in a C3 District bounded and described as follows: 

Southeasterly by the northwesterly side of Heath Street; 


Northeasterly by lands now or late of Clauson’s Garage Co. and Margaret 
A. Batchelder, et al.; 


Northwesterly by the southeasterly side of Sheafe Street; 
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Southwesterly by lands now or late of Annie M. Slattery and Mary K. 
Halligan; 

As shown on Zoning Map No. 6-W, as prepared by Walter A. Devine, 
Town Engineer, dated December 3, 1947, amending Zoning Map No. 6, 
prepared by Henry A. Varney, Town Engineer, and verified by the 
signatures of the Planning Board. 


or will amend and adopt said proposed amendment. 


Twenty-Fifth Article, To see if the town will authorize the Recreation 
Commission to purchase or take by eminent domain under Chapter 79 of 
the General Laws, for playground purposes, certain land in the rear of 82, 
86, 90 and 94 Babcock Street, bounded and described as follows:— 


Beginning at a point on the Northwesterly side of Babcock Street, said 
point being 335.0 feet northeasterly from the intersection of the north- 
easterly side of Devotion Street with the northwesterly side of Babcock 
Street; 


Thence running northwesterly by land now or late of Nellie H. B. Lindsay 
for a distance of 100.00 feet; 


Thence running southwesterly by lands now or late of Nellie H. B. Lind- 
say; Frank A. and Henry C. Nutt; Alice B. Merrill; and other land of 
the Boston-Bouve School of Physical Education for a distance of 
265.00 feet; 


Thence running northwesterly by lands now or late of Ziman Realty 
Company and Paul J. Jakmauh for a distance of 96.90 feet; 


Thence running northeasterly by lands now or late of Town of Brookline, 
Lazarus H. and Carney Goldberg, Marion E. Lipsky and Samuel A. 
and Ruth A. Fleischer for a distance of 277.01 feet;

larpemenh of the existing play area abutting on Stedman and Devotion 

treets. 


Twenty-Seventh Article, To see if the town will raise and appropriate the 
sum of ten thousand dollars ($10,000) to be expended by the Park Commis- 
sioners with the approval of the Recreation Commission for the grading and 
surfacing of the southeasterly portion of the Driscoll School Playground. 


Twenty-Eighth Article, To see if the town will raise and appropriate the 
sum of thirty-three thousand dollars ($33,000) to be expended by the Build- 
ing Commissioner with the approval of the Selectmen for the repair, altera- 
tion and improvement of the Winthrop Recreation Center. 
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Twenty- Ninth Article, To see if the town will authorize the Selectmen 
to purchase or take by eminent domain under Chapter 79 of the General 
Laws for use for public parking, one lot of land situated on the south- 
easterly side of Babcock Street and three lots of land situated on the north- 
easterly side of Green Street, designated on the 1947 Assessors’ Plan as 
lots 11, 27, 27A and 28 in Block 47, and bounded and described substantially 
as follows:— 


Northwesterly and westerly by the southeasterly side line of Babcock 
Street and land now or late of Marjorie M. Bruce; 

Northeasterly by land now or late of Marjorie M. Bruce and Fanny M. 
Burkhardt; 

Southeasterly by the northwesterly side line of Green Street and land 
now or late of Bouve-Boston School of Physical Education; 


Southwesterly by lands now or late of Bouve-Boston School of Physical 
Education and J. Douglas Whigham, containing about 54,871 square 
feet. 


and will raise and appropriate the sum of fifty thousand dollars ($50,000) to 
pay for the same or to be used for the payment of land damages or other 
costs and expenses incidental to such purchase or taking, or will take any 
other action with respect thereto. 


Thirtieth Article, Tosee if the town will raise and appropriate the sum of 
fourteen thousand five hundred dollars ($14,500) to be expended with the 
approval of the Selectmen for grading, surfacing and fencing part of the 
lots proposed under the preceding article to be purchased or taken by 
eminent domain for public parking. 


_ Thirty-First Article, To see if the town will vote to recommend to the 
Selectmen that they from time to time establish just and equitable annual 
charges for the use of common sewers, which shall be paid by every person 
who enters his particular sewer therein. 


Thirty-Second Article, To see if the town will raise and appropriate the 
sum of eleven thousand five hundred dollars ($11,500) for the construction 
of a surface water drain across Beacon Street near Kilsyth Road, and in a 
right of way of the town, to Village Brook, and will authorize the Treasurer 
to borrow the whole or any part of the same. 


Thirty-Third Article, To see if the town will raise and appropriate the 
sum of seven thousand dollars ($7,000) for the construction of a common 
sewer in Newton Street from Clyde Street easterly for a distance of about 
four hundred (400) feet, and will authorize the Treasurer to borrow the 
whole or any part of the same.

Pursuant of the Warrant of the Selectmen served according 
to law upon the inhabitants of the Town of Brookline by a 
constable of said town and written notices sent by mail by 
the Town Clerk at least seven days before the day of meeting 
to the town-meeting members elected and qualified to act in 
town meetings in Brookline under the provisions of Chapter

RULES AND REGULATIONS 
VACATION LEAVE 


Department Heads shall grant to all permanent employees 
of the Town vacation with pay in accordance with the follow- 
ing schedule: 


For less than nine months’ service, one day for each 
month employed. 


For nine months’ service but less than five years’ ser- 
vice, two calendar weeks. 


For five years’ service but less than ten years’ ser- 
vice, three calendar weeks. 


For ten years’ service or more, four calendar weeks. 


When Taken — The vacation year shall begin July 1. The 
assignment of vacation leave shall be arranged by the De- 
-artment Head for such time or times as best serve the public 
interest. 


Postponed — Any vacation that has been postponed at the 
request of the Department Head due to emergency or other 
unforeseen circumstances shall be made up to the employee 
at such time as, in the opinion of the Department Head, the 
services of the individual can be spared. 


Resigned, Discharged or Suspended — Employees who 
resign in good standing shall receive compensation equivalent 
to earned vacation allowance. Earned vacation leave with 
pay shall not be granted any employee who is discharged or 
suspended for cause. 


SICK LEAVE 


All permanent employees of the Town shall be entitled to. 
sick leave, with the exceptions noted below, at the rate of 
fifteen working days per year, cumulative to ninety working 
days. Any additional sick leave requested by the employee 
shall be referred by the Department Head to the Board, Com- 
mission or Committee, if any, having jurisdiction over the 
department and such Board, Commission or Committee shall 
have the power to extend the time. 

‘Employees appointed prior to the effective date of these 
rules shall be given full credit for any sick leave earned under 
the provisions of the previous salary and classification plan 
adujsted in 1942. 
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Death or Serious Illness in the Immediate Family. 
Seven days off duty may be charged against sick leave or cum- 
ulative sick leave with full pay at the discretion of the De- 
partment Head. 


Certificates. For the protection of the town, the Depart- 
ment Head may require the presentation of a doctor’s certi- 
ficate in connection with a claim for sick leave, and may, if 
it is deemed advisable, send a doctor to investigate any ab- 
sence alleged to be caused by illness. An employee who re- 
fuses to submit to a doctor’s examination shall not be entitled 
to sick leave. 


Notification. When an employee finds it necessary to be 
absent because of accident or illness, he shall report the fact 
to his immediate superior as soon as possible either in person 
or by agent. Sick leave will not be granted unless such a 
report is made. 


Records. No allowance for sick leave may be granted unless 
an adequate register showing records of sick leave both accrued 
and granted in such form as may be approved by the Person- 
nel Board is maintained in each office, which records shall be 
available to the Board of Selectmen and the Personnel Board 
upon request. 


Review. The decision of the Head of the Department with 
respect to sick leave shall be subject to review by the Board, 
Commission, or Committee, if any, having jurisdiction of the 
Department, and the Personnel Board, provided the employee 
files a claim for review with said body within thirty days after 
notice to him by the Department Head of his ruling with 
respect to the employee’s request for sick leave. 


Injuries. Regulations regarding sick leave do not apply 
in cases where injuries are sustained in the line of duty. 


UNIFORM ALLOWANCES 


An allowance for uniforms shall be extended to the members 
of the Police Force at the rate of seventy-five dollars ($75.00) 
per annum and to the members of the Fire Force at the rate 
of fifty dollars ($50.00) per annum. Appropriations for uni- 
forms shall be under the control of the Chief of Police with 
respect to members of the Police Force, and to the Fire Chief, 
subject to the approval of the Commissioner, with respect 
to members of the Fire Force. All expenditures shall be made 
by these respective officers in connection with which appro- 
priate records are to be kept.

REPORT 


The Selectmen submit the following report for the year 
ending December 31, 1948. 


At the first meeting held following the town election Reuben 
L. Lurie was chosen Chairman of the Board. By virtue of 
his office as Chairman of the Board of Selectmen he also be- 
came Chairman of the Board of Public Welfare and the 
Personnel Board. 


The Town Meeting having voted to establish a Housing 
Authority under the provisions of a special act of the legisla- 
ture, the Board appointed Benjamin A. Trustman, George F. 
Glacy, Francis D. Harrington and Grafton Fay to serve with 
Theresa J. Morse, the appointee of the State Housing Director. 
This committee set about on a diligent program to provide 
low cost housing for Brookline veterans and has acted with 
all despatch consistent with the many legal steps required to 
conform to the statute in the preparation of plans and the 
acquisition of land by eminent domain. The Selectmen be- 
lieving that it would be unwise to entrust such a specialized 
program to inexperienced hands sponsored legislation which 
would permit the Board to appoint the four members of the 
Housing Authority rather than to risk any slowing down of 
the program due to unqualified persons whe might be elected 
and the possible loss of some of the present hembers who have 
so admirably fulfilled their duties up to the present time. 


Responding to a definite trend in many communities the 
Selectmen during the later part of the year contracted for the 
installation of 560 parking meters in the business areas of the 
town. It is hoped that these. machines will not only provide 
substantial revenue for the town but will improve parking 
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conditions to the end that the maximum number of shoppers 
may patronize our local merchants. After some experience 
has been gained it is quite possible that some change may 
have to be made not only in the extension of the meters but 
in the length of the parking periods now permitted in the 
different zones. 


The new Salary and Classification plan adopted by the 
Town Meeting in November, 1947, and the Pay Plan estab- 
lished at the Annual Meeting in March, 1948, was put into 
operation on April 1, 1948. The final approval of the Divi- 
sion of Civil Service has not yet been received but it is ex- 
pected that very few changes in nomenclature will be recom- 
mended. While it is somewhat early to gauge the effect of 
this plan it is apparent it has been widely approved by the 
employees of the town and has done much to increase morale. 


The Board has been keenly concerned in the substantial 
operating deficit of the Metropolitan Transit Authority which 
expense is naturally reflected in the tax structure of each 
community in the Metropolitan Transit District. However, 
every precaution is being taken to protect the interest of the 
citizens of the town. 


Due to special legislation a new formula has been devised 
for the distribution of the income tax revenue of the State 
which will result in the loss of approximately $233,000 to the 
town or roughly $1.60 on the 1949 tax rate. Even the sponsors 
of this bill whose purpose was to assist the smaller communi- 
ties with their school appropriations had not the slightest 
knowledge of the financial impact it would have upon many 
cities and towns. It is expected that corrective measures will 
be taken in the 1949 session of the legislature. 


Although the town had made formal application for entry 
into the Metropolitan Water District as a total user, notice 
was received from the Metropolitan District Commission 
that the requirements of the town could not be adequately met 
until the completion of the new viaduct approximately two 
years hence. 


The Board was concerned during the year by the announce- 
ment by the State Department of Public Works of the pos- 
sible construction of a so-called belt line through the Cottage 
Farm area of the town. Hearings were held to the end that 
all residents of the district were apprised of this intention. 
Formal protests were accordingly lodged with the State De- 
partment of Public Works, whereupon the town officials were 
advised that the plans of this arterial highway were but in 
the preliminary design stage and that it was expected even- 
tually it would be constructed outside the limits of the town.

The amount recommended for general expenses and the 
amounts proposed for new special appropriations are shown 
in the following tables. The amounts asked for general ex- 
penses of the public schools, public library, water supply, 
public parks and grounds, comprising headings F. G. J., and 
the first item of H. in Table II following, have been recom- 
mended by the different boards having those matters in charge 
and have not received the independent judgment of the Select- 
men. Reference is made to the reports of those boards for 
information as to these appropriations. All other amounts 
included in the table of regular appropriations are recom- 
mended by the Selectmen. The total amount proposed for 
general expenses, omitting the amounts for state, county and 
metropolitan taxes, but including payments of funded debt 
and interest is $6,812,918.50.

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REPORT OF HEALTH AND SAFETY COMMITTEE 


January 10, 1949. 
Board of Selectmen, 
55 Prospect Street, 
Brookline, Massachusetts. 


Gentlemen: — This Committee respectfully submits to your 
Board its fifth annual report, covering its activities during the 
year 1948. Twenty-three meetings were held. 


By vote of the Board of Selectmen February 9, 1949 the 
official name of the Committee was changed from ‘‘Committee 
to Investigate Health and Safety In and About Buildings” to 
“Health and Safety Committee.’”’ The membership of the 
Committee has remained unchanged and consists of the Fire 
Chief, Chief of Police, Building Commissioner, Town Engi- 
neer, Town Counsel and Director of Public Health. Mr. 
Walter A. Devine was chairman and Dr. Alfred L. Frechette, 
secretary. 

During most of the year the Committee has had an inspec- 
tion force of five inspectors. Thomas F. Roche, assigned from 
the Fire Department, has been the chief inspector. The other 
inspectors have been George F. Carlisle and William King, who 
were employees of the Committee, and John E. Connolly and 
James F. Finneran, assigned from the Health Department. 
Mr. King resigned in December 1948. The Committee and its 
‘inspectors are appointed by the Board of Selectmen with full 
power to act on behalf of the Board in making such investiga- 

tions of lodging houses, tenement houses, hotels and other 
buildings as may be necessary in the interests of health and 
safety. 

The Committee has considered and made recommendations 
to the Board of Selectmen on all matters referred to it by the 
Board. It has inspected and made recommendations relative 
to lodging houses, convalescent homes, common victuallers, 
clubs, fraternities, open air parking spaces and other premises 
requiring licenses or rulings from the Board. It has conducted 
annual inspections of public buildings, places of public as- 
sembly, fraternity houses and dormitories. It has investigated 
citizen complaints and reports of inspectors of the town de- 
partments represented on the Committee and when the condi- 
tions causing the complaints have affected more than one de- 
partment the Committee had determined the corrective action 
necessary and has initiated and followed through such action. 

Where necessary the Committee has made recommendations 
to the Board of Selectmen relative to the repair or demolishing 
of dilapidated buildings, and to violations of conditions of 
licenses granted by the Board. 
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During the year the Committee completed its housing study, 
by the Housing Appraisal Method of the American Public 
Health Association, of the second of two districts laid out for 
study by the Committee. This information relative to general 
housing conditions has been very useful to the Committee and 
certain of the information was of considerable value to the 
Committee appointed by the Town Meeting to investigate the 
need of a housing agency in Brookline. 


A total of approximately 5,000 inspections were made during 
1948 of which about half were of dwelling units, the remainder 
including inspections of lodging houses, parking lots, places of 
public assembly, public buildings, yards and cellars, and in- 
vestigations as the result of citizen complaints.

The department collections total $14,835.37. Of this 
amount $3,108.25 was received from the sale of conservation 
licenses and $4,874.00 was received from the issuance of dog 
licenses. 


The number of births reached an all time high for the year. 
The records at the time of the writing of this report are not 
complete as far as the births from out of town are concerned. 
The total is 2,201 as compared to 1,583 in the preceding year. 


The number of Board of Appeal cases reached a total of 
sixty-seven for the year or twenty-two per cent of the total 
number of cases that have been heard in the twenty-six years 
of the existence of the board. The Town Clerk acts as clerk of 
the board and this has increased the clerical services to a large 
extent.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE BROOKLINE PLANNING 
BOARD - 


For the Year Ending December 31, 1948 


flearings 

The Planning Board held two public hearings during the 

year. 
The first was on a petition to change the 4D (Single Family) 
zone, between Essex and Carlton, Lenox and Mountfort 
Streets, toa 3C, (General Residence) zone. This was a matter 
that had come up several times in the past and had never been 
approved. About 40 persons were present and much opposition 
was recorded. It was favored only by the petitioner. The 
Board, therefore, voted not to approve the change. 

On May 12 large hearing was held in the Assembly Hall of 
the Pierce School to discuss the Master Highway Plan of the 
Boston Metropolitan Area, recently submitted to the Governor 
by the Charles A. Maguire & Associates, and others. This 
plan showed the proposed belt line around Boston, running 
through the Longwood Section of Brookline, from Common- 
wealth Avenue between Essex and Amory Streets, across 
Amory Playground and over Beacon Street at Hawes Street, 
hence to a point near the Longwood Railroad Station. This 
would mean the destruction of many fine homes and estates. 
We invited the engineers from the State Planning Board and 
the Mass. Dept. of Public Works to describe the plan in detail. 
The audience of some 250 people asked many questions and an 
informal vete showed that practically every one present op- 
posed the plan. The State authorities agreed to give the 
matter further study. We urged them to change the location 
of the road to a point further east, and suggested that it be 
narrowed from 6 lanes to 4 lanes, and run through Park Drive 
which, for the greater part, is about 100 feet wide. No definite 
decision has yet been made by the State authorities, and the 
work will probably not be started for several years. 


Zoning By-law 

At a meeting in January it was decided to have a study 
made of the Zoning By-law, with the idea of improving the 
wording, introducing new zones for 30,000 square feet lots and 
a requirment for parking space for all new mercantile buildings 
of over a certain size. The Selectmen approved the idea and 
authorized the employment of Mr. Philip Nichols for the work. 
Mr. Nichols presented several rewritings and these were 
studied by the Board members, the Committee to Revise the 
Building Law and the Selectmen. As the work progressed it 
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was decided to add a new zone for Garden Apartments and a 
new Business Zone in which off-street parking lots could be 
established. Many other minor changes have been made and 
the whole law coordinated with the proposed Building Code. 
A public hearing will be held in January and the new law sub- 
mitted to the Annual Town Meeting for approval. 


Zoning Map 

At a meeting in May a new zoning map was approved which 
included the previous map dated 1940, and all amendments 
adopted since that date. 


Board of Survey Rules and Regulations 


The rules adopted by the previous board in 1937 were 
adopted by the Planning Board when the Town accepted the 
new State Enabling Act in 1939. It was felt that these should 
be revised and modernized, and Mr. Nichols was asked to 
undertake this work, which is now about complete. 


Cypress Street Widening 


The widening of Cypress Street, from Washington St. to 
Tappan St., has been advocated for several years and has been 
listed as urgent in the Long Range Report. This year a section 
of the road along the frontage of the new First National Stores, 
corner of Washington St., was widened by a strip 10 to 20 feet 
wide, which the owners had generously donated to the Town. 
This greatly improves the conditions at this busy corner and it 
is hoped that the remainder of the widening can be done at the 
earliest opportunity. 


Lee Street Widening 


The widening of Lee Street, from Dudley Way to Boylston 
Street, is scheduled for next year, as reported in the Long 
Range Planning Report. 


Parking Problem 


The parking problem is still acute but the Town has voted to 
install parking meters on parts of Beacon Street, at St. Mary’s 
Street, and Washington Square, and Brookline Village. This 
work is being started and will result in some improvement in 
the situation. We believe, however, that it will not be a com- 
plete cure as it will not produce any additional parking space; 
in fact, it will decrease it a little because angle parking along 
the curbs at these locations will be eliminated under the Mass. 
Dept. of Public Works regulations, and parallel parking takes 
almost double the curb space. 

We still believe off-street municipal parking lots are needed 
near Coolidge Corner and other congested locations. 
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Double parking is frequently seen for short periods in Brook- 
line as in other places. This greatly interferes with through 
traffic and is illegal. We believe it can be largely eliminated by 
a carefully planned campaign of education, followed by a week 
or more of warnings and later by stringent enforcement by the 
complete police force, in which all the officers on duty make a 
special effort to tag all cars so parked. 


Boylston Street 

There has been no action by the State to improve conditions 
on this State highway, as suggested by the Town three years 
ago, and the congestion is growing worse constantly. All our 
efforts to have this work started by the State have been with- 
out result. 


Store Survey 

The Engineering Department made the annual store survey 
in November, which showed an increase of 13 stores, from 780 
to 793 in the number of storesin Town. The number of vacant 
stores was 14 as against 8 last year. 


Anderson Estate 

Mrs. Lars Anderson has left to the Town of Brookline in her 
will, which was filed this fall, her estate on Newton Street, 
comprising about 63 acres and assessed for nearly half a million 
dollars. If the gift is accepted and if the Town must hold the 
entire property, it would give to the Town a large area, part of 
which might be used for the playground and school site which 
is being planned in the Long Range schedule for this part of 
Town. It would at the same time take 63 more acres out of 
taxation, bringing the total area of the Town including streets 
and town land which is tax exempt up to 2,007 acres or 46% of 
the area of the Town. This would mean that 390 acres would 
be devoted to parks and playgrounds, or about 9% of the area 
of the Town. This, and the annual cost of maintenance, would 
constitute a permanent drain on the Town finances. It would 
also give to the Town a larger area of parks and playgrounds 
that might be thought to be necessary for a town of this size. 


Budget 

The total budget is much larger than last year, due primarily 
to the revision of the Zoning By-law and the rewriting of the. 
Rules and Regulations by experts. This was a very necessary 
job but one that it will not be necessary to repeat for many 
years. The principal increases are as follows: 


Professtonal Service 


Increased from $400 to $1,000, because, after the required 
public hearing and action by the Town Meeting, amendments 
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are likely to be made that will require considerable rewriting 
by our Consultant, Mr. Nichols. 


Printing Maps 

Increased from $200 to $250 as a new set of plans must be 
made to follow the new Zoning By-law, and in a larger amount 
than formerly. 


Printing, All Other 

Increased from $10 to $400, to cover the publication of two 
pamphlets, one for the new Zoning By-law and one for the new 
Rules and Regulations.

REPORT OF THE RECREATION COMMISSION 


December 29, 1948. 
To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


Gentlemen: — The Recreation Commission presents its 
seventh annual report for the year ending December 31, 1948. 


This year we have finished the work at Eliot Playfield and it 
is fully equipped except for a field house to accommodate sixty 
boys and forty girls as well as visiting teams, which we hope to 
erect as an addition to the Eliot Recreation Center with no 
further appropriation from the town by using the $25,000 set 
aside several years ago for a field house at Lowell Playground. 


The Bouvé lot, adjacent to the Devotion School Playground, 
has been purchased and the development of that area of 
27,700 square feet can now proceed. 


The laundry in the basement of the Bathhouse has been 
completely equipped with new machinery and we are now 
laundering bath towels for all departments of the town. 


After careful consideration, we have filed new schedules of 
salaries and classifications with the State Civil Service Com- 
mission and with the Town Salary and Classification Com- 
mittee. Working hours have been increased to thirty-three a 
week, which permits additional afternoon and evening hours, 
and the opening of all Recreation Centers on Saturday morn- 
ings. 

The employees at all Centers have been given permanent 
appointments and playground supervisors have been put on a 
permanent recurrent basis. 


The Commission feels that Mr. Lynch, in his first year as 
Director, has made a notable success.

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REPORT OF THE DIRECTOR OF THE 
RECREATION COMMISSION 


December 31, 1948. 
To the Recreation Commission: 


Gentlemen: — I herewith submit the report of the Recreation 
Department for the year ending December 31, 1948. 

Due to the splendid co-operation of the many agencies con- 
cerned with recreation in Brookline and the increasing interest 
shown by its citizens, the program is constantly improving. 

Many innovations have taken place in the program to sup- 
plement features already scheduled. Special emphasis has been 
placed on social recreation and to meet this particular need 
Square dancing, splash parties, teen club dances and Mother’s 
club activities have been organized and encouraged. With a 
view toward educating the Towns-people to the many recrea- 
tional features offered to them, a monthly Bulletin has been 
introduced and is sent to churches, schools, clubs and to all 
places where bulletin boards are located. The two local news- 
papers as well as the local radio station have been most co- 
operative in a campaign designed to familiarize the public with 
the Recreational Program. Of special note is a sports quiz 
conducted weekly by the Radio Station and sponsored by the 
Recreation Commission. 

The addition of two more play groups for pre-school children, 
one at the Eliot and the other at the Chestnut Hill Recreation 
Centers, makes a total of three including that already estab- 
lished at the Brookline Avenue Centre. Other new features 
are the addition of a girls’ basketball league, a school for play- 
ground workers, the golf driving room, indoor and outdoor 
boxing tournaments, outdoor basketball courts on our summer 
playgrounds, the circus at the Gymnasium and the establish- 
ment through the co-operation of Miss Butcher, Head Librar- 
ian, of story telling hours at the playgrounds and centres. 

Every effort is being made and will be made by the Recrea- 
tion staff with the co-operation of the citizens of Brookline to 
make the Recreation program in Brookline one of which we 
may all be proud.

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NINETY-SECOND ANNUAL REPORT 
OF THE TRUSTEES OF THE 
PUBLIC LIBRARY OF BROOKLINE 


The year 1948 has brought the Library nearer to normal 
operation of its various departments and branches. The many 
problems brought about by the war may not be entirely solved 
but at least the future looks more clear. 

In 1948 there were no changes in the Board of Trustees and 
all the vacancies on the staff were satisfactorily filled for the 
first time since before the war. 

During the year the book collection has been augmented by 
12,429 volumes while last year the increase, the largest in the . 
history of the Library up to that time, was 10,143. This brings 
the total collection up to 195,719 volumes. The circulation was 
315,798 or 5.26 volumes per capita. 

In last year’s report we stated that we anticipated establish- 
ing a branch library in the South part of the Town. The Town 
made the necessary appropriation for this venture in March 
and the Putterham Branch of the Library is now in operation. 
It was opened in December. We feel sure that this branch will 
fill a real need and with its shelving space for 10,000 volumes 
and daily communication with the Main Library and expert 
supervision, it should adequately serve this growing locality for 
some years to come. 

At its November meeting the Trustees voted to make an 
annual charge of $2.00 to the non-residents who are granted the 
use of the Library. 

A feature of the Library which met with unusual success 
during the summer and deserves commendation was the service 
rendered at the playgrounds. Ten of the eleven playgrounds 
were served regularly by the library staff with books and 
stories much to the delight of the younger children. 

The collection of victrola records started a year ago is now 
359. Since September these records have been in circulation as 
well as for use in the Library; 1,435 records have been circu- 
lated which shows a real interest and demand for their use. 
But one record was damaged. If any residents of the Town 
have any victrola records they no longer require, the Library 
would be very grateful for them. 


The physical property of the Library, thanks to the coopera- 
tion of the Building Department, is now in its best condition 
for many years and we believe that the cost of maintenance 
repairs and alterations will now be greatly reduced compared 
with the expense of the years since the war. During 1948 the 
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Chestnut Hill Branch was completely redecorated and the 
changes recommended in the staff quarters in the Main Li- 
brary were accomplished. 


The new Library building for Coolidge Corner which is 
generally conceded to be necessary is postponed by the Plan- 
ning Board from 1949 to 1950. The Trustees have plans ready 
to submit to the Town whenever the time for building is 
favorable. 


The Library is not immune from the current inflation, just to 
mention one item — the cost of books: according to the New 
York Times of January 3, 1949, the American Book Publishers 
Association reports that for books which they sold from $2.00- 
$3.00 only a year ago they are now obliged to charge from 
$3.00-$5.00. This is creating a serious problem in the expense 
of the Library and in addition will have a tendency to increase 
the demand for use of library books. 


The Trustees are duly grateful for the many gifts of books 
totaling 855 received during the year and we assure all resi- 
dents of the Town it is a habit we are glad to encourage. 


One loan, however, we must give special mention, that of a 
Baldwin grand piano from Mrs. Palmer Putnam for use in the 
Assembly Hall. Mrs. Putnam’s gift is very greatly appre- 
ciated.

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NINETY-SECOND ANNUAL REPORT 
OF THE 
PUBLIC LIBRARY OF BROOKLINE 


The achievements of the Public Library during the year 1948 
have been contingent upon the cooperation and enthusiasm of 
the Library Staff and the Board of Trustees. 

The detailed statistical table at the end of this report com- 
piled as requested by the American Library Association shows, 
as far as can be shown in such statistical form, what has been 
accomplished during the year. Some further comment upon 
these findings may serve to help the citizens of Brookline to a 
greater knowledge of their Public Library. 


Loan Services 


The report of the Head of the Loan Services to the Librarian 
aptly and briefly gives the picture of this phase of the Library’s 
activities. 

“It is always exciting to receive the record of books circu- 
lated from our branches and other agencies and to see what the 
trend in the use of our books has been during the past year. 
Though the past year has seemed very active, the actual count 
of books circulated, 315.798 is 767 below the figure for 1947, a 
small percentage of loss, however, considering that it is a figure 
arrived at after balancing reports of circulation throughout the 
entire library system.”’ 7 

There has been no distributing agency this year to counter- 
balance the Washington Square Branch now closed, which in 
1947 circulated 9,623 volumes. This figure, combined with 
losses from our Coolidge Corner Branch and from the library in 
the High School, gives a total loss of 25,980 volumes, but is 
offset by a large increase of 15,951 in books circulated through 
the elementary schools, a gain of 6,515 at the Main Library, 
and a gain of well over a thousand at our Chestnut Hill Branch, 
and another through the circulation of children’s books through 
summer playgrounds, bringing our net loss down to 767. The 
circulation of both adult and juvenile books contributed to this 
gain at the Main Library, and at the Chestnut Hill Branch, 
while both classes shared in the loss at Coolidge Corner Branch, 
the heavier loss being in juvenile books. This might well be 
attributed to the fact that many children living in that area 
now use our library in the Devotion School, from which a good 
record of circulation has been reported for the year. As in the 
past several years reading of a more serious nature still domi- 
nates the use of adult books where 51.4% of the books circu- 
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lated were non-fiction, much of this circulation coming from 
those classes of books most in demand by students, of which we 
serve a large number. 


The population of Brookline has increased this past year to 
an estimated 60,000, and it would be pleasing if it could be 
reported that our registration had increased in proportion; 
2,751 new borrowers, both children and adults, were registered 
in 1948, 879 of the applications coming from our Coolidge 
Corner Branch, 106 from the Chestnut Hill Branch, and the 
balance from the Main Library. The total number of regis- 
tered borrowers for the year is 14,085, a figure 608 below that 
of the previous year, this loss being largely in adult registra- 
tion. Taking this total of borrowers into consideration with 
the population of the Town, we are serving 23.5% of the popu- 
lation, and to each registered borrower we circulated an aver- 
age of over 22 books during the year. Many children, who 
regularly use the resources of the library through the collec- 
tions in elementary schools, are not registered as having a card 
from the library, and if they were, the above figure would be 
slightly modified. 


Pictures ‘and prints totaling 2,518 were circulated through 
the High School Library, and the Main Library. A figure new 
to the circulation department comes from the circulation of 
phonograph records from the Main Library where 1,435 discs 
have been circulated since the middle of September. 


While the statistical report of the Circulation Department 
has frequently been considered a yardstick for measuring the 
activity of the library, it is by no means a reliable measure. It 
cannot, through annual figures and percentages, show the 
many details of work within the department which have been 
necessary throughout the year to secure these figures. For 
every book circulated a certain amount of routine is involved; 
in many cases help of an advisory nature, the resources of our 
reserve system and of our branches has been required. The 
circulation desk is staffed during all hours when the library is 
open by one to three assistants, depending upon the require- 
ments of the time of day, to serve those wishing to return or 
draw out books. At the same time other routines equally im- 
portant to the work of the department are carried on behind 
the scenes. To secure the return of overdue material, so that it 
may be ready for other patrons; to select books to be sent to 
other agencies; and to take care of inter-library loan requests 
are all time consuming duties of the department. None of this 
work is ever dull or uninteresting when considered in the over- 
all picture of the service which the library hopes to give its 
patrons, that of getting the right book to the right person when 
he needs it. 
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Reference Services 


Two major projects have been completed by the Reference 
Department in the past year; (1) a manual for the Book Room 
which makes it possible to have a consistent policy in regard to 
procedures and will be of great help when changes of personnel 
occur; (2) the weeding of the book collection in the Book Room. 
Books which were out-of-date, worn out or of no historical 
value were withdrawn from the collection. A larger number of 
books which were still of some use but seldom called for were 
put in the stacks. This has increased efficiency by making it 
easier to keep the books in order. 


Book lists dealing with various subjects have been prepared 
and sent to members of groups interested in that particular 
subject. 


Members of the Reference Staff together with Mr. Charles 
D. Maginnis, Trustee, and the Librarian discussed books and 
services available to businessmen on a radio broadcast over 


Station WVOM. 


An Open House for three days was sponsored by the Refer- 
ence, Catalogue, and Art Departments. Twice a day tours 
explaining the use of the catalogue and reference’ tools were 
given. The visitors were accompanied through the Library so 
that they might see the work that goes on behind the scenes. A 
motion picture showing the many phases of work carried on in 
the Rochester Public Library created much interest. The 
public interest shown in this project was gratifying. 


Art and Music Depariment — ‘‘The major event of 1948 in 
this department was the opening of the phonograph record 
collection. This was done in September, although the catalog- 
ing of the records, the preparation of holders and carrying cases 
had been carefully planned some time ahead. A folder of rules 
and suggestions for handling the records, and a short descrip- 
tion of the type of music and the aims of the service were 
mimeographed for distribution. Because of the small size of 
the collection, no special publicity was given the opening, but 
soon borrowers were coming in.to take records home and the 
two record players in the library were being used regularly. 
The number of Brookline residents interested in music has been 
evidenced by the use which the collection has already had. In 
the three and one-half months of operation, home circulation 
of records has been 1,365 discs, and the machines in the library 
have been used for a total of 406 times. Several gifts of records 
have been received which have added to the stock, and it is 
hoped that monthly record purchases will become a regular 
part of the library’s practice. 

‘The picture collection as an adjunct to art study has con- 
tinued to be a useful part of the Art Department, especially the 
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excellent colored plates in portfolio form. A new demand has 
arisen this fall from the painting classes held in the Brookline 
Adult Education program, and the classes at the Jewish Rec- 
reation Center, for simple color plates to be copied or used as 
examples. Designs for handcraft and jewelry are also asked 
for constantly. Since the larger portion of the mounted pic- 
ture collection consists of black and white photographs of 
classical art, further revisions and additions are needed to make 
the collection useful to those new borrowers. The purchase of 
several groups of color prints suitable for framing has given 
impetus to the plan for the next service contemplated for 
Gardner Hall, the lending of good framed pictures for enjoy- 
ment in the home. A storage space on the main floor has been 
built this year to allow easier access to framed pictures and it is 
hoped that next year this project may be put into action. 


‘The exhibits and selected book displays this year, of which 
there were thirty-four, were designed to place special emphasis 
on the varied services which the library supplies in addition to 
books. Accent was placed on pamphlets, guides, listings, in- 
dexes and sources of knowledge which supplement the book 
collection and of which the general reader is not always 
aware.” 


Technical Services 


Order Department — ‘A total of 10,311 volumes was received 
and accepted for purchase in the year 1948, an increase of 
approximately 2,400 volumes over that of last year. No exact 
count was made of the number of books ordered, but in any one 
year, of course, many more volumes are ordered than are re- 
ceived and accepted. Similarly the number of books returned 
to dealers and publishers this year was about sixty per cent 
greater in 1948 than in 1947. A total of 242 books were re- 
turned either because they were imperfect copies or because the 
titles were not acceptable to the book selection committee. 
During 1948, those titles on missing lists for 1942-1946 were 
searched in publishers’ current lists and replaced whenever 
available. 


“Cataloging Department — Despite changes in personnel and 
assignments and the time devoted to training of new staff 
members, the statistical record of production in the Depart- 
ment of Technical Processes in the year 1948 is an entirely 
creditable one. It cannot be recommended too strongly that 
all statistics be examined with caution, and certainly only a 
fraction of the department’s work in any one year is reflected 
in the annual statistics. | 

“Statistical records were revised this year so that a minimum 
of time is given to the keeping of records while at the same time 
all records necessary for the library’s reports are in good order 
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and easily read and available for year-to-year or month-to- 
month comparison. | 

“Because certain statistics were eliminated and others con- 
solidated, the data for this year is not exactly comparable to 
similar records kept for last year. Totals, of course, are com- 
parable; the breakdown of categories is somewhat different. 
An examination of the record of volumes cataloged indicates a 
very sizable increase over the number cataloged last year for 
both the adult collection at the Main Library as well as every 
branch except High School. The latter, due to uncertainty 
through the summer months regarding the disposition of the 
collection, shows a decline in the number of volumes cataloged 
when compared with the same figure for last year. The general 
increase in 1948 reflects heavier purchases made during the 
year. The cataloging of arrears, principally government docu- 
ments, also in part accounts for the increase in the total 
volumes processed. 


‘Despite an impressive increase in the number of volumes 
added to the collection, the total adult collection at the end of 
the year was smaller by 2,397 volumes than that of last year. 
The explanation lies, of course, in the phenomenally large 
number of volumes withdrawn in the year 1948. r 


“Another project, while unrepresented in the statistical 
picture because it made no change in the distribution of the 
basic collection, consumed even more time than the with- 
drawal of approximately eighty-five hundred volumes. Thou- 
sands of volumes were transferred from the Book Room to the. 
stacks, an operation which necessitated changes in many more 
thousands of catalog records. 


‘Preparation Department — The Preparation Department 
in the year 1948 assumed the responsibility for punching and 
stamping all material with the required marks of ownership. 
Previously this process was done in the order department, but 
it is felt that all preparation of the book for the shelf should be 
done in the same department and as a part of a single process. 


“The collating of books was discontinued except for refer- 
ence books and valuable books, particularly art books. How- 
ever, when collating is required it is done in the Preparation 
Department and not, as previously, by any *member of the 
staff who had the time to give. 


‘In addition to the two processes mentioned above, the 
marking of several hundred phonograph records proved a time- 
consuming process not previously reckoned in the ‘year’s 
work’ of this Department. 


‘‘Despite changes in staff, the Department was fortunate in 
having skilled and efficient workers who made it possible, not 
only to assume the added responsibilities mentioned above, 
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but also to prepare a larger number of new books than last 
year and to bring all mending and sorting processes up-to-date 
for both the collection in the Main Library and in the branches. 


“The Department of Technical Services continues to build 
up a written record of decisions, policy-making and procedural, 
as a guide for the present and future personnel. The depart- 
ment manual has grown, if ever so slightly, by the addition of 
one very important chapter, that concerning the cataloging and 
classifying of the phonograph record collection. The Library’s 
classification scheme has been brought up-to-date and recopied 
with a few additional notes of explanation and guidance for the 
classifier. The new subject authority file for the Putterham 
branch will serve when completed, as an index to our classifica- 
tion scheme, the first the department has ever had. 


‘Although much remains to be done, it is hoped that this 
report will serve to remind us all that considerable progress 
along several lines has been made in the last twelve months. 
Indeed, the year 1948 is the kind of year about which it is a 
pleasure to write an annual report.”’ 


Children’s Services 


It is impossible in the space allotted to a published annual 
report to paint any adequate picture of the library services to 
the children of Brookline. 


We have now established the position of the Head of Chil- 
dren’s Services to provide greater cooperation within the de- 
partment as well as with the services offered through the 
schedule. That this was necessary is evidenced by the tre- 
mendous variety of activities in this department. 

Besides the routine circulation of books in’the Children’s 
rooms and the reference work accomplished, hundreds of chil- 
dren came to the weekly story hours in the Main Library and 
its branches during the year and the program introduced to 
boys and girls the finest folktales, legends, representative group 
of outstanding new books and records. In addition there were 
picture book hours for preschool children that had an average 
attendance of 33. Mothers are enthusiastic about this service 
because it helps prepare the children for the first days at school. 
Much time and energy went into exhibits appropriate for 
children and always very much appreciated by them. 

There were visits to schools by the Children’s staff and visits 
to the Library by school classes. There were visits to play- 
grounds and recreation centers and circulation of books on the 
playgrounds. There were talks in the schools where parents 
and teachers were given guidance for their children’s reading. 

The new Head of Children Services approaches the New 
Year with enthusiasm for the services that the Children’s 
Department can offer Brookline. 
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School Library Services 


The complete statistical report of School Services is pre- 
pared and submitted in June for the school year. There are, 
however, some interesting observations from the reports of the 
school librarians that should be noted in this annual report. 


High School Library — ‘‘The end of the school year 1947— 
1948 revealed an equal loss in books in the High School Li- 
brary as in the previous year. These losses (approximately 450) 
seem to follow a pattern. Books relating to class work disap- 
peared and books pertaining to sports, animals and other light 
fiction were also taken. This is a serious commentary on the 
attitudes of students towards public property. The answer can 
in part be found in the temper of the times which implies the 
philosophy of negativism towards duty and obligation. How- 
ever, neither partial nor complete knowledge of the reasons 
behind the loss of books will stop the loss. It is advantageous 
neither educationally nor economically to have books continue 
to disappear at this rate each year. But the solution outside of 
actual inspection of each student’s books has yet to be found.” 


In an effort to improve the situation some details in the 
operation of the High School Library have been changed ex- 
perimentally. It is regrettable that the net result is a loss in 
use of the Library as well as loss of books. 


Elementary School L’ brary Service — ‘‘One hundred thirty- 
two (132) classroom libraries have been sent to public and 
parochial schools in which there are no school libraries. At 
best, 9,873 carefully selected books are pathetically inade- 
quate. The total circulation of books through the three services 
of the Elementary School Library Department was 63,781. 


“Other services in the department have been manifold and 
worth while. Curriculum service, as it affects books and their 
use, is frequently sought. Sometimes it is for work with the 
families of the preschool child in preparing for ‘reading readi- 
ness,’ at other times it is for purchase of books for classrooms 
or special groups and classes. Often reading programs are 
planned for individual children in cooperation with teacher or 
parent. These cases are usually for remedial work, the child 
who can read above his class level, or for the boy or girl who 
hasn’t found reading fun because he found the wrong book at 
the wrong time, instead of the right book at the right time. 

“The Department is valiantly trying to carry on its service © 
to the Social Studies group. Mr. Kepner’s leadership was so 
outstanding that the department is striving to keep the stand- 
ard which he so easily set. By the spring of 1948, a revision 
was completed of the ‘History Reading List’ for Grades VII 
and VIII. The head of the department served as consultant to 
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the authors on the revision of bibliographies in the history text 
which is used in the schools. 


Elementary school lbrartes—'‘‘The Elementary School 
Library Services can report accomplishments and _ progress. 
One thousand eighty-three (1,083) classes were scheduled in the 
two elementary school Jibraries. The attendance before and 
after school was not recorded but it was large. The attend- 
ance during school hours was 34,991. This is an achievement of 
note when it is kept in mind that a library program is given 
each class; book talks, stories, presenting books for a unit of 
work, reference, training in the use of library tools all require 
extensive preparation. It also requires professional training of 
the highest order and ability of no mean quality. However 
gratifying the success of detail is, the fact that so many boys 
and girls are brought into contact with an experience which 
enriches their whole lives is proof enough of its value and plea 
enough for development of other school libraries.”’ 

The appended financial report also merits more than a hasty 
glance. While the total expenditure may seem sizable there are 
qualifying factors that should be weighed against the total. In 
Brookline the Public Library is truly a Town Library and a 
large expenditure included in the budget is for library service 
to Schools, a smaller amount for service to playgrounds, rec- 
reation centers, and other agencies. The Town is foresighted 
in this respect because it costs less to provide highly specialized 
service from a single administrative unit than it would be to 
give an equal amount of service under a number of separate 
units. When the Town expands, however, it is reflected in the 
Public Library Budget in more ways than the usual conception 
of Library Service would indicate. 

The natural growth of the Town has resulted in the estab- 
lishment of a new branch library and a new school library. The 
natural growth of the service has resulted in the need to create 
new staff positions. 

If the value of the dolJar was 100 cents in 1939 and 62% 
cents in November, 1948, as stated by the Mass. Dept. of 
Labor and Industries, the taxpayers of Brookline should feel 
proud of the achievement of the Library Trustees for both the 
growth of service and the economy of its administration. The 
Library’s total budget including capital expenditures in 1939 
was $71,744.78. In 1948 it was $141,798.00; however, in terms 
of the purchasing power of the dollar, it was only $97,207.00, 
which is an average yearly increase of $2,500.00. To have 
accomplished the services outlined in this report, economy of 
organization was a necessity:

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF PUBLIC WELFARE 


The Board of Public Welfare submits its annual report 
for the year 1948. By mandate of the State Department of 
Public Welfare, the budgets of welfare recipients, particularly 
in the Old Age Division, were increased substantially in Octo- 
ber resulting in an overdraft of approximately $40,000 in the 
appropriation. If the tendency towards a decrease in the 
cost of living, as indicated in the Index prepared by the State ~ 
Department of Industries and Labor, persists during the 
coming year, some savings should be reflected in the appro- 
priation for 1949, | 


Miss Kate Ellis who has served the Town so efficiently since 
June 15, 1931 was retired on July 1. Miss Ellis was originally 
appointed to the Board of Overseers of the Poor and assumed 
the duties of Welfare Agent on March 21, 1933. Her out- 
standing work as a Welfare Administrator was marked with 
a genuine feeling of human understanding and compassion 
and it is the sincere wish of the members of this Board that 
her retirement may provide many years of health and happi- 
ness. 


To fill the vacancy occasioned by the retirement of Miss 
Ellis, the Board was very fortunate in its procurement of the 
services of Clifford W. Cook, Welfare Agent of the Town of 
Arlington, who will assume his duties as head of the local de- 
partment on January 1, 1949. 


Attention is called to the accompanying report of the depart- 
ment in which the various activities are more fully explained.

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REPORT OF WELFARE AGENT 


January 12, 1949 
To the Board of Public Welfare: 


Gentlemen:—Submitted herewith is the annual report for the 
year ending December 31, 1948. 

There was an increase in expenditures Jn all divisions, and an 
overall increase in case load. The increase in expenditures was 
due to new legislation which provided for upward adjustments 
in the budget allowances of Old Age Assistance and Aid to 
Dependent Children recipients in accordance with such changes 
as occurred in the Cost of Living Index. While this increase 
was not compulsory under General Relief, it was recommended. 
Increased hospitalization costs have also been a factor. 

The entire case load increased from 991 to 999. The Ex- 
penditures for all divisions and the Infirmary increased from 
$560,938.26 to $654,305.36.

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REPORT OF THE FIRE DEPARTMENT 


January 15, 1949. 
To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


I submit herewith the annual report of the Fire Department 
for the year ended December 31, 1948. 


During the year there were 975 alarms, 123 Jess than in 1947, 
and 221 less than in 1946. Of the 975 alarms 273 were bell 
alarms and 702 were still alarms. There was one second alarm 
fire and three third alarm fires. Among the alarms answered 
79 were Boston alarms and 3 were Newton alarms. The De- 
partment responded to 499 emergency calls in no way related 
to the extinguishment of fires. This is 124 less emergency calls 
than there were in 1947. 


The striking drop in number of alarms may well be attri- 
buted, in part at least, to increased care and attention to fire 
prevention work. 


Once again our fire loss was extremely low, relatively speak- 
ing. It was only $56,019.50. Fire losses are measured prim- 
arily in terms of insurance paid. It is well known that insur- 
able values have increased tremendously in recent years. In 
many instances they have more than doubled. 


During the year a two-way radio or telephone was installed 
on Ladder 2 stationed at Headquarters. Provision has already 
been made for similar installations on Engines 1, 2, and 6. 
These two-way sets are of great value. By means of them it is 
possible to communicate with apparatus on its way to the fire 
and return it to quarters when it is apparent that the apparatus 
is not needed. Fire equipment back in quarters without hav- 
ing to make the full run in response to the alarm is immediately 
available in the event of one or more other alarms ringing in 
while the first alarm is being answered. There is also a sub- 
stantial saving in wear and tear on the apparatus. 


The total personnel in the Department at the close of the 
year was 138. Five appointments were made during the year 
to fill vacancies caused by retirements and resignations. The 
following is a list of the three members of the Department who 
retired on pensions in 1948:

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REPORT OF THE BUILDING DEPARTMENT 


January 7, 1949. 
To the Board of Selectmen, 


Brookline, Massachusetts. 


Gentlemen: — 1 submit herewith the fifty-ninth annual re- 
port of the Building Department for the year ending Decem- 
ber 31, 1948. 


The volume of building construction shows a continued in- 
crease. The estimated value of building operations for the 
year 1948 is approximately $4,000,000.00; exceeding the cost 
of 1947 building by over $1,000,000.00. 


Not alone in dollar value is the degree of local building 
activity indicated but in the increased number of permits 
issued and in the number of living units provided for through 
the 1948 operations. The family accommodations provided 
during the year just ending is 200 — an increase of 83 over 
1947. This is exclusive of the units of the Hancock Village 
project which were included in previous reports. 

This year has seen the virtual completion of the additional 
egresses and safety installations in the large number of lodg- 
ing houses which are located in Brookline. This year has 
also seen the completion of the work of installation of emer- 
gency egresses and emergency lighting serving all places of 
public assembly including restaurants and common victuallers 
licensed by your Board. 

The program of renovation and maintenance of public 
buildings has continued under the supervision of this depart- 
ment and the results have been gratifying and have merited 
the expressed commendation of municipal departments whose 
facilities and plants have had our attention. Notable im- 
provements have been carried out in the Public Library, 
American Legion and Veterans of Foreign Wars Headquarters, 
Park Department Service Building and Recreation Depart- 
ment facilities. Complete renovation of the Winthrop Rec- 
reation Center has been effected greatly enhancing the utility 
of this important agency. This planned progression of main- 
tenance will be continued in 1949. 

The department has been zealous in its efforts to prevent 
illegal installations and alterations and has prosecuted a num- 
ber of such cases in the municipal court. 

The number of cases coming before the Board of Appeal has 
greatly increased as have appeals to the Emergency Housing 
Commission from decisions of the local Board of Appeal. The 
tendency at state level has been one of permitting variances 
from the local law to permit increased occupancies owing to 
the existing housing shortage. The State Board in its de- 
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cisions has permitted variances in perpetuity and without 
the filing of bonds. To offset this potentially dangerous 
practice the local Board of Appeal has adopted a practice of 
permitting variances for limited periods only and requiring 
the filing of a bond to insure the return of the property to its 
existing status and occupancy at the expiration of the stated 
period. This appears to be a much sounder policy than the 
state plan and tends to retain and maintain the character of 
neighborhoods in accordance with accepted and recommended 
zoning procedure. 

The department continues to operate with diminished per- 
sonnel, some of it necessarily temporary. Civil service ex- 
aminations have been held to provide eligibles to fill existing 
vacancies but the number of persons seeking such employment 
is negligible. Until increased compensation is provided for 
these positions requiring technical skills which is commensu- 
rable with that paid in private employment and comparable 
to the wages established by the State Department of Labor 
and Industries as the minimum which can be paid to mechanics 
on municipal projects this unfortunate and serious situation 
will obtain. 

The preparation of new Building and Zoning By-Laws has 
continued throughout the year. The Zoning By-Law is sub- 
stantially completed and ready for the required public hear- 
ings to be held by the Planning Board prior to its submission 
for adoption by the town. The comprehensive Building Code 
preparation will require several more months of work before 
it can be published and hearings held thereon. 

The Building Commissioner has appeared before several 
state agencies representing the Town in matters in which it 
was concerned.

1,045 inspections were made of plumbing, for which permits 
were granted. A total of 163 water tests were applied to 
plumbing systems. 


The estimated cost of plumbing installations for which per- 
mits were issued was $510,520.00. 


The total number of plumbing fixtures to be installed, for 
which permits were issued, was 3,156. These fixtures include 
toilets, lavatories, baths, sinks, wash trays, heaters and other 
various fixtures.

The Walnut Hills Cemetery has received its usual care 
throughout the year. 

The work of resurfacing the gravel drives in the cemetery 
with hard macadam surface, a section of which was done 
annually up to 1941, was omitted for the seventh consecutive 
year.

Mr. Henry Ware resigned October 25, 1948, after serving 
thirteen years on the Board of Trustees and they take this 
opportunity of expressing their grateful appreciation of his 
faithful and conscientious service to the Town. 

A complete report of the receipts and expenditures of this 
department will be found in the report of the Accountant and 
Treasurer.

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REPORT OF DEPARTMENT OF VETERANS’ SERVICES 


January 10, 1949. 
Honorable Board of Selectmen, 
Brookline, Massachusetts. 


Gentlemen: — 1 submit herewith the report of the Depart- 
ment of Veterans’ Services for the year ending December en 
1948. 

During the past year this department has exhausted every 
effort to comply with the Laws governing Veterans’ Benefits 
and has rendered service of every description in accordance 
with it. 

It is a matter of great satisfaction to be in a position and 
come to the assistance of veterans who are in financial diffi- 
culty through no fault of their own (illness) in many cases 
caused by.the war, loss of job and various other reasons, too 
numerous to mention. 

The veteran may be hospitalized at the expense of the gov- 
ernment but his wife and children and possibly his dependent 
parents, who may also be in needy circumstances must be 
taken care of. Fifty per cent of the monies expended is reim- 
bursed by the State. 

In the past twelve months, there has been a decided increase 
in the demand for hospitalization. Veterans of World War I 
seem to be breaking down and those of World War II are dis- 
covering many ailments that need surgery. I have been 
_ afforded excellent ee anion and assistance from all Veterans’ 
Facilities. 

Housing for veterans continued to be of major importance, 
some apartments have been obtained and through our listing 
of room accommodations we were able to help many people. 

Other services rendered by this department included, (a) 
educational counselling, (b) job placement, (c) advice on G. I. 
loans, insurance, pension, personal and family problems. 

I would like at this time as the Director of Veterans’ Services 
to express to your Honorable Board the sincere gratitude of the 
families of the repatriated dead, in making it possible for an 
Honor Guard to receive the bodies of our heros on arrival, and 
who also served as Guard of Honor on the day of interment. In 
most cases the veterans who participated are employees of the 
various town departments. _ 

I further want to thank the Veterans’ Organizations and 
heads of departments for their cooperation during the past 
year.

Foreword 


The Engineering Department renders services covering 
design, supervision of construction of municipal projects, 
photostating, multilith printing, etc., to the various town 
departments throughout the year. Because of the broad scope 
and great number of these services, 1t is only possible to men-- 
tion the most important in this report. 


Services To: 


Town Planning. Any municipality must depend upon 
sound planning in order to attain well ordered and regulated 
development of its social, economic and physical phases. The 
Planning Board has spent many hours in careful study of the 
problems arising from the natural growth and development of 
the town. 


The Town Engineer is Secretary and Engineer of the Plan- 
ning Board. Assistance is provided by the Engineering De- 
partment to all departments, boards and commissions for the 
formulation of a sound and coordinated program for the future 
development of the Town. 


_ Lraffic. The Town Engineer is the Secretary of the Brook- 
line Traffic Committee. 


The flow of traffic is constantly increasing over many inade- 
quate streets, thus adding to the complexity of the problem of 
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proper traffic regulations. Many remedial measures have been 
proposed by the Committee during the year and adopted with 
favorable results. 


The Worcester Turnpike continues to be one of the major 
traffic problems in Brookline. The Engineering Department, 
in conjunction with the Planning Board, has prepared a re- 
study for the reconstruction of Boylston Street, from Singletree 
Hill westerly to the Newton line. The general plan for the 
reconstruction of Boylston Street has been approved by the 
Maguire Associates in their report upon Metropolitan High- 
ways. 


The length of the ‘“Turnpike”’ in Brookline, which it is pro- 
posed to reconstruct, is 2.75 miles or only about 3% of the 
total mileage of streets in the Town. Approximately 30% of 
all the automobile accidents in Brookline occur upon this short 
stretch of highway. This fact, together with the constantly 
increasing volume of vehicular traffic, makes it very important 
that this section of highway be reconstructed by the State at 
the earliest possible date in order to remedy a serious traffic 
hazard. 


Cypress Street, from Washington Street to Searle Avenue, 
_ was altered and widened in connection with the Chapter 90 
project for the resurfacing of Washington Street. The work on 
Cypress Street is a part of the proposed plan for the alteration 
and widening of the street from Davis Avenue to Washington 
Street. Cypress Street is an important link in the cross-town 
throughway from Jamaica Pond to Commonwealth Avenue 
_ via Cypress, School and St. Paul Streets. The remainder of the 
proposed widening should be carried out as soon as possible. 
The entire cost of the Cypress Street widening was paid by the 
Town. 

In conjunction with the Maguire Associates’ Report on the 
proposed Metropolitan Highway System, the Engineering 
Department prepared three studies for a belt line highway in 
the Longwood District. 


Among the projects for which preliminary or construction 
plans have been made during the year, which would greatly 
improve traffic conditions, are the following: 

Boylston Street (Worcester Turnpike) restudy from Singletree 

Hill to Newton Line 
Restudy for the widening of Aspinwall Avenue and St. Paul 

Street 
Cottage Street; restudy for widening 
Three Studies for Belt Line in Longwood District

Survey of Stores 


The annual survey of vacant stores throughout the town, to 
determine whether there should be further expansion of busi- 
ness zones, has been conducted and the results tabulated. 


The Town Engineer is the Vice President of the Massachu- 
setts Safety Council and has attended many meetings and 
conferences held by the Council throughout the year. 


On July 30 he visited the cities of Newport and Warwick, 
R. [., for the purpose of inspecting incinerator plants located 
there. 

He attended a two-day conference of the Massachusetts 
Federation of Planning Boards at Northampton, Mass., on 
October 22 and 23, and also the Public Works Congress held at 
the Hotel Statler, Boston, on October 18, 19 and 20. 


In last year’s report it was mentioned that, due to the build- 
ing program of Boston University, Ashby Street, in Boston, 
was to be abandoned. This necessitated the reconstruction in a 
new location, of an 84’ x 89" combined sewer and surface 
water drain. This drainage structure provides for the outflow 
from the entire area east of Harvard Street. On September 2 
bids were canvassed by the Metropolitan District Commission, 
and on October 18 the Selectmen of Brookline, jointly with the 
Trustees of Boston University and the Metropolitan District 
Commission, signed a contract with Marinucci Brothers Co., 
Inc., the lowest bidder, for construction of this project. The 
work is now being carried on in a satisfactory manner. 

A Zoning Map and Ordinance, especially tailored to meet the 
needs of Brookline, and to make certain that no hardships be 
created for individual property owners, was prepared. Mr. 
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Philip Nichols, an attorney, was retained by the Town to draft 
the ordinance. A zoning ordinance is not essentially a legal 
problem, but a complex planning task, with many ramifica- 
tions, which requires exhaustive studies and sound judgment, 
based on practical experience. The drafting of the ordinance 
required the assistance of legal and engineering talent, and 
also assistance on architectural, economic and social considera- 
tions, from experts who understood the practical problems of 
building, designing and construction. 


This task was entrusted to the “‘Committee to Revise the 
Building Code,” of which the Town Engineer is Chairman. 
Much assistance was rendered by the Engineering Depart- 
ment. Twenty meetings of the Committee were held over a 
period of five months. The drafting of the ordinance has been 
completed and a public hearing will be held on the question of 
its adoption on January 4, 1949, by the Planning Board. 


Regulations Governing Subdivision of Land. The subdivision 
regulations now in effect were adopted by the Board of Survey, 
predecessor of the Planning Board, in 1937. These regulations 
are now not truly suitable for the changing requirements of the 
Town and are not fully effective in accomplishing all that up- 
to-date subdivision regulations are capable of contributing to 
a desirable development of Brookline. 

A great deal of time has been given by the Engineering 
Department to the revision of the present subdivision regula- 
tions. The Department was assisted in preparing the revision 
_ by Philip Nichols, an authority on all laws pertaining to sub- 
‘division control. 

The revised regulations provide for harmonious develop- 
ment of the Town. Provision is made for coordination of 
streets and other ways, within the subdivided land, with exist- 
ing or previously planned streets and conformance to the 
Master Plan or official map. Provision is made for adequate 
Open spaces, spaces for traffic, utilities, recreation, light and 
air, and for avoiding congestion of population. 

The regulations include requirements as to the extent and 
manner in which streets and other ways shall be graded and 
improved. Asa condition precedent to the approval of a sub- 
division, water, sewer and other utility mains, together with 
service connections and other facilities, shall be installed. 


Contracts 


Contract plans and specifications, as prepared by the Engi- 
neering Department, make clear to the bidder the obstacles to 
be encountered. It is possible, therefore, for the contractors to 
bid with a clear understanding of the difficulties to be met in 
carrying on the work. Bids received, which are based on com- 
plete information, are found to be intelligent and fair. 
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Sewers and Drains 


On January 12 a contract was awarded to B. F. Quimby & 
Sons, Inc., for the construction of Bellingham Road, between 
Grove Street and West Roxbury Parkway. A large part of this 
contract consisted of constructing the sewer and surface water 
drainage structures for the street. It was also necessary to 
excavate a large amount of peat and mud, and refill with gravel, 
in order to provide a stable foundation for the street and under- 
ground structures. The contract was completed September 30. 
Due to the great depth of filling, it was deemed advisable by 
the Town and abutters to delay the laying of the road surface 
until 1949, when the filling will be better consolidated. 


A contract was awarded on April 29 to the Raymond Con- 
crete Pile Co., for wash borings along the locations of several 
proposed projects. This work was completed on June 23. 


The contract awarded on May 6 to Anthony D’Alessandro 
& Co., for a sewer and surface water drain in Veterans of 
Foreign Wars Parkway, a surface water drain in St. Paul 
Street, a sewer in Newton Street, and catch basins in various 
streets, was extended to include an unforeseen sewer and sur- 
face water drain in Sargent Crossway and the laying of a drain 
across Hammond Street. This work was completed August 
23; 


A contract was awarded to P. De Cristofaro Co., Inc., on 
August 9, for the Extension of Saw Mull Brook Covered 
Channel, a sewer, surface water drain and water pipe to serve 
the proposed incinerator plant off Newton Street, and con- 
struction of drainage for the area west of the incinerator loca- 
tion which is to be used for the disposal of the residue from the 
plant. The work is in progress but will not be completed until 
1949. 


A contract was awarded October 25 to Charles Capone Co., 
Inc., for sewer and surface water drain construction in a right 
of way from Hall’s Pond to Beacon Street and westerly in 
Beacon Street to Pleasant Street, and also for a drainage outlet 
in Beacon Street and Beacon Playground to Village Brook 
Channel in the Kilsyth Road District. Due to a delay in ob- 
taining reinforcing steel and steel shells for the concrete piles, 
the work was not started until late in December and will not be 
completed until the fall of 1949. 


Under an agreement with the Greek Archdiocese Theological 
Institute, Inc., by which the Institute agreed to pay the full 
cost, in lieu of which the Town waived the sewer assessment 
charges, a sewer was constructed in Cottage Street. Plans, 
contract and specifications and supervision of construction 
were supplied by the Engineering Department. The Contrac- 
tor was Fred L. Love. 
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On November 8 a contract was awarded to the Walter Reed 
Corporation for reconstruction of the sewer and surface water 
drain in a part of Griggs Road and Griggs Playground. The 
existing structure was badly cracked and in danger of collapse 
due to settlement. The new structure will be built upon a con- 
crete pile foundation. The work is in progress but will not be 
completed before the early summer of 1949. 

A contract was awarded on December 6 to Frederick L. 
Love, for the construction of approximately twenty-five (25) 
feet of sewer and surface water drain in Ackers Avenue. The 
work was completed December 17. 

There have been 650 inquiries regarding sewer assessments, 
and reports submitted. 

One hundred nine (109) buildings were connected with the 
public sewers and one hundred fifteen (115) buildings with the 
surface water drains. 

One hundred sixteen (116) permits for house connections 
were issued to licensed drain layers as follows:

Four (4) of the above permits were for repairs of stoppages 
caused by tree roots. 


The recording sewer gauges have been in operation through- 
out the year, without any major repairs being necessary. 


Approximately twenty-five (25) complaints from property 
owners regarding drainage problems have been investigated 
and reports rendered. 


For several years, as mentioned as far back as the annual 
report of 1933, it has been recognized that portions of the 72’’ 
x 85’ main sewer, located in the right of way along the Boston 
& Albany Railroad tracks, between Aspinwall Avenue and 
Longwood Avenue, were cracked and badly deformed, due to 
settlement of the structure. Measurements have been taken 
from time to time and until recently it appeared that the de- 
formities had been generally stabilized. At the present time, 
however, probably due to increased speeds and weight of 
equipment used on the railroad, the pressure has caused de- 
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formation to a point where it appears to be wise to reconstruct 
the part affected. The Boston & Albany Railroad authorities 
have been requested to reduce the speed of their trains at this 
location and they have acceded to the request. Preliminary 
plans and estimates have been prepared for the reconstruction 
of certain sections of the structure and the work should be 
carried out in 1949. 

A contract plan, specifications and a contract have been 
prepared for the improvement of the east branch of Saw Mill 
Brook, from the Boston Line to Gerry Road, in the rear of the 
Baker School. Bids will be canvassed January 17, 1949, and the 
work will be completed by June 1, 1949. 


Preliminary plans and estimates have been prepared for 
sewer and surface water drain construction in Pleasant Street, 
between Beacon Street and Commonwealth Avenue. This 
work will complete the necessary drainage for the street prior 
to its proposed widening and reconstruction. 


Streets 


The subgrading of Bellingham Road, between Grove Street 
and West Roxbury Parkway, was included in the contract for 
sewer, surface water drain and water pipe, which was awarded 
to B. F. Quimby & Son on January 12, and the work was com- 
pleted on September 30. A contract for surfacing the street 
will be let in the spring of 1949. 


The alteration and widening of the intersection of Eliot 
Street and Crafts Road, mentioned in last year’s report, was 
included in the contract awarded to Walter Reed Co. on 
November 8, as mentioned under the heading of Sewers and 
Drains, for the Griggs Road and Griggs Field project. The 
combining of these projects was in the interest of economy. 
Due to the lateness of the season, this work will not be com- 
pleted until 1949. 


Griggs Terrace and a part of Griggs Road will be recon- 
structed under the above mentioned contract with the Walter 
Reed Co. 


Preliminary plans and estimates have been prepared for the 
reconstruction of the north roadway of Beacon Street, from 
opposite Hawes Street to James Street. It is recommended 
that this work be carried out in 1949, following the construc- 
tion of the surface water drain for which a contract is now in 
force with Charles Capone Co., Inc. 


The widening and channelization of Lee Street, between 
Boylston Street and Dudley Way, should be done in the imme- 
diate future. Preliminary plans and estimates have been pre- 
pared for this project and also studies have been made for 
continuation of this work to Warren Street. 
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The alteration and widening of Cypress Street, between 
Searle Avenue and Washington Street, was included in the 
contract let by the Mass. Dept. of Public Works, under Chap- 
ter 90 of the General Laws, for the resurfacing of Washington 
Street, between Harvard Street and Park Street. The work on 
Cypress Street has been completed and is a great improvement 
over the previous narrow approach to Washington Street. 


The widening of South Street, from Grove Street to the 
Veterans of Foreign Wars Parkway, has been under considera- 
tion for several years. South Street is at present very narrow, 
the traveled way in many places being less than 20 feet wide. 
There are steep grades and no sidewalks along a substantial 
part of the street. This is a main route for trucks to and from 
West Roxbury and points south. There are seven (7) inter- 
secting streets and parking along the street is steadily increas- 
ing. This widening should be carried out in the near future. 


Pleasant Street, between Beacon Street and Commonwealth 
Avenue, is only 40 feet wide for the greater part of its length. 
The street is a very important link between two heavily 
traveled traffic arteries. Pleasant Street should be widened and 
reconstructed to a width of 60 feet as soon as possible. 


_ Forty-two (42) lines and grades were furnished to private 
owners for the construction of steps, walks, drives, grading, 
walls, etc. 


_ Nine (9) stone bounds were set, locating changes in direction 
in street lines. 


Highway Department 


Fourteen (14) lines and grades were given for setting curb- 
stones, twenty-five (25) lines and grades for sidewalk construc- 
tion, and six (6) for other purposes. 


Twenty-one (21) measurements of sidewalk construction 
and nine (9) measurements of street repairs were made during 
the year. 


Four (4) reports were made to the Superintendent of Streets 
concerning the encroachment upon public ways of existing 
walls, driveways, walks, fences, buildings, etc. 


The Engineering Department prepared a contract and speci- 
fications, and made a canvass of bids and analyzed the specifi- 
cations of the various parking meters, prior to the recent pur- 
chase and installation of the meters. Previous to this, the 
Department prepared plans for the location of the meters 
throughout the Town. These plans were approved by the 
Mass. Dept. of Public Works, and the locations marked upon 
the ground. 
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Assessors Department 


Eight (8) buildings were measured and their cubical contents 
computed for use as evidence in tax appeal cases. Thirty-three 
(33) photographs were taken in connection with these cases. 


One hundred twenty-three (123) new buildings and 66 al- 
terations have been measured and placed upon the Assessors 
Plans. The first floor areas of these buildings, computed from 
field measurements, have been furnished to the Assessors. 


Eleven hundred ninety-seven (1,197) real estate transfers 
were received from the Norfolk Registry of Deeds, noted upon 
the Assessors Plans, and filed. 


Twenty-one (21) changes in lot lines were received from the 
Registry, plotted upon the Assessors Plans, and filed. 


Tax tables were prepared for the year. 


Forty (40) bound and 14 unbound: copies of the annual 
Brookline Atlas were purchased and paid for by the Engineer- 
ing Department, and distributed as follows:

The general use of 
these atlases by the various town departments more than 
justifies their cost. 


Apportionment of street and sewer betterments were made 
for four (4) parcels of land. 


A schedule of final betterments for the construction of that 
part of Independence Drive, from Grove Street approximately 
150 feet southwesterly, which was built under the ‘Betterment 
Act,”’ was prepared for commitment. 
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Building Department 


One hundred sixteen (116) buildings were checked as to 
their locations in relation to street and lot lines, to determine 
whether they complied with the zoning regulations. 

The Town Engineer is Chairman of a Committee to Revise 
the Building Code of the Town. Much time has been spent 
upon this work and a great deal of progress has been made. 


Veterans Housing Authority 


The Department has worked in close cooperation with the 
Brookline Veterans Housing Authority. Reports were made 
upon six tentative sites. These reports were in detail and 
covered area, valuation, topography, soil conditions, zoning 
restrictions, transportation facilities, schools and churches, 
erc, 

After the Authority had approved two of these sites, a set of 
plans and reports were prepared to be submitted to the State 
Authority for final approval. The State Authority approved 
the two locations submitted, and this Department has since 
prepared land plans, surveys, topographical plans, and sug- 
gested arrangements for the sites. 

Preliminary plans and estimates have been made for neces- 
sary utility extensions and street construction at the locations 
of the proposed housing projects. 


Town Clerk 


Tally sheets have been prepared for recording the vote of all 
elections during the year. 


The limits inside of which political literature may not be 
distributed were marked at the 12 polling places throughout 
the Town.

Order of Taking plans were made for a relocation and widen- 
ing of part of Edgehill Road; a passageway off Addington 
Road; surface water drain location, Hall’s Pond to Beacon 
Street; sewer and surface water drain location in Jand of the 
John Hancock Mutual Life Insurance Company adjacent to 
Veterans of Foreign Wars Parkway; Independence Drive, 
between part accepted November 26, 1946,and the town line. 

A zoning map was compiled showing all changes made in 
zoning to date. A book has been prepared showing all changes 
and amendments to the Zoning By-law up to the present time.

The contract awarded June 3, 1947, to the Wes Construction 
Co. for the construction of parts of Devotion Playground, 
Brookline Field and Eliot Playground, was completed July 30. 

On July 8a contract was awarded to the Adams Asphalt Con, 
for resurfacing the playground and drives at the Driscoll 

‘School, and resurfacing the tennis courts at the Margaret 
Robinson Playground. This contract was extended to include — 
miscellaneous driveway repairs, etc., at the Heath and Baldwin 
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‘Schools, Eliot Playground and Brookline Field. The work was 
completed August 11. 

A plan and estimate were prepared for alterations to the 
recreation building at Eliot Playground and for enlarging the 
tennis court area at the Baker School. 


Town Treasurer 


Six hundred and fifty (650) reports were made in response to 
inquiries regarding sewer assessments and municipal liens. 


Town Counsel 


Eighty-three (83) photographs were taken for evidence in 
cases where claims have been instituted against the Town. 


Three (3) reports have been made to the Town Counsel 
where rights of the Town might be affected concerning peti- 
tions of property owners to have their property registered in 
the Land Court.

School Department 


A pupil distribution map and land use map on a scale of 800 
feet to the inch were prepared in connection with a report 
issued by the School Department. 

Approximately 4,000 sheets of students’ records were photo- 
stated for the High School. 

Sketches were prepared for enclosing the stair wells at the 
Heath School and for a partition in the basement at the High 
School. 

Plans, estimates and specifications were prepared for drain- 
age, grading and replacing exterior stairs at the Lincoln School. 

Plans, estimates and a contract were made for covering the 
exterior stairs with planks at the Lincoln School. 

Specifications and a contract were prepared for water- 
proofing the walls at the Lawrence and Driscoll Schools. 

A structural analysis was made of a portion of the Manual 
Training building. 

Prints, sketches, maps, information and supervision of repair 
work were furnished to the School Department when requested. 


Police Department 
An accident spot map, on a scale of 400 feet to an inch, was 
prepared showing the accident record for 1947. 
A patrol route map was made for the Police Department. 


Fire Department 

Sketches and preliminary estimates were prepared for pro- 
posed overhead doors at Fire Station No. 4 on Boylston Street, 
at Reservoir Road. 

Cemetery Trustees 

The contract awarded to Baker & Co., for surface water 
drainage in Walnut Hills Cemetery, on September 30, 1947, 
was completed on April 8. 
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A contract plan, specifications and a contract were prepared 
for the construction of burial areas and driveways in Walnut 
Hills Cemetery. Bids were canvassed for this work on June 21 
and on June 28 the contract was awarded to Wes Construction 
Co. The contract will be completed early in the spring of 1949. 

Under an agreement with Baker & Co., a small amount of 
Type I asphalt road surface was laid to repair certain of the 
drives in Walnut Hills Cemetery. 

Burial lots were staked out as requested. 


Information Desk 

Through the medium of an information counter which is 
maintained in the Engineering Department it is possible for 
the assistants to give prompt, concise and courteous service in 
response to the many and varied inquiries of the public. The 
expeditious dispersal of this information is aided materially by 
the system of cross-indexing in use in the Department. 

Inquiries and applications during the past year were as 
follows:

Many telephone queries of a general nature are answered 
each day. 

Approximately 7,050 land plans of separate properties in the 
Town are on file in the Engineering Department. 


General 
Filling. During the year approximately 40,000 cubic yards 
of filling have been obtained, without cost, from the various 
construction projects in Brookline and the surrounding area. 
This filling has been used to fill low areas at the Baker, Amory 
and Griggs Playgrounds. The obtaining of this material has 
resulted in a saving to the Town of approximately $40,000. 


Inventory. An inventory of the property belonging to the 
Town, in the possession-of the Engineering Department, is on 
file as required by the Town By-laws. 


House Numbers. A canvass of house numbers covering the 
entire Town was made during the year. The purpose of this 
canvass was to ascertain whether the correct street numbers 
were properly affixed to each building. In cases where the 
numbers are missing the owners will be notified to conform 
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with the Town By-law, which requires property owners to 
affix the assigned street number to their buildings. 


Equipment. The ‘‘Ozalid Dry Process’ printing machine 
which replaced the obsolete blueprinting equipment four years 
ago is proving very satisfactory. There is a great saving of 
valuable time over the old method of making prints. 

Two hundred fifty-four thousand, five hundred seventy-one 
(254,571) pages have been printed on the Multilith Printing 
Machine. This work consists of billheads, budget reports, 
office stationery, forms, schedules, etc., for the various de- 
partments. 

. One thousand four hundred seventy (1,470) copies of honor- 
able discharges from the Armed Forces have been reproduced 
with the ‘‘Photostat’’ equipment. In addition to the dis- 
charges, 3,550 copies of important documents, sketches, maps 
and plans have been made. Much valuable drafting time has 
been. saved by this equipment. The ‘‘Pako”’ dryer, acquired 
four years ago, has been a valuable asset in its use with the 
photostat machine for the drying of prints after the developing 
process. ; : 


Automobiles. The Engineering Department has in its pos- 

session 3 Ford station wagons and 2 For-door Ford sedans. 
These cars range in age from 2 years to 2% years. It would be 
impossible to carry out the assignments of the Department, 
such as investigation of complaints, inspection of sewer con- 
nections and various types of construction, and the work of the 
survey parties without the use of these cars. Experience has 
proven that station wagons are the proper type for transport- 
ing the field parties. 
Due to the large amount of construction work in progress 
and planned for the future, one additional automobile is neces- 
sary to carry out the inspectional functions and other duties of 
the Department. 


Meteorological Equipment. The Engineering Department 
maintains meteorological equipment by use of which a com- 
plete 24-hour record is kept of local weather conditions. This 
equipment consists of a recording barometer, a recording ther- 
mometer, wind direction and velocity instrument and a re- 
cording rain gauge. A chart showing daily weather conditions 
for the past year is on file in the Department. 


Underground System. The policy of placing all wires and 
cables underground and installing all house services to the 
exterior lines of the street has been followed in the construction 
of new streets. This is a great improvement over the former 
unsightly poles and overhead wires. 

‘Some progress has been made towards having a complete 
Master Plan showing type, size and location of all underground 
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structures in the Town. It is regretted that more time is not 
available for the completion of this project. 

There are approximately 1,000 public utility drawings. on 
file, which have been furnished by the utility companies. These 
plans are very valuable in assigning locations for new utility 
lines and conduits in our highways. 


Borings. Wash borings were taken in locations of propgsed 
new construction in Griggs Road, Griggs Playground, Beacon 
Street, between Hall’s Pond and St. Paul Street, Stedman 
Street and Devotion Playground and along the site of the 
sewer and drain outlets from the proposed incinerator plant off 
Newton Street. 


Tables. ‘Tables relating to streets, sewers and drains, and 
1948 contracts are appended to this report. 


Photography. Three hundred fifty-eight (358) photographs 
have been taken during the year, developed and prints made. 
Many enlargements were made with equipment in pekeceeileu 
of the Department. 


Miscellaneous. Booklets illustrating the various articles of 
the warrants were prepared for the use of the town meeting 
members at the Annual March Town Meeting, and the Special 
Meeting held June 22. These booklets are more economical 
and much more satisfactory than the old method of Jarge scale 
display plans. 2 : 

Health and Safety Commutiee. The Town Engineer is Chair- 
man of this Committee and 23 meetings were held during the year. 


Administration 


I feel unbounded admiration for the Town’s fine official leader- 
ship on the various boards, commissions and departments, and 
the accomplishments obtained through official cooperation and 
coordination, where diversified talents are brought into har- 
monious teamwork with loyalty and a readiness ‘to work 
together for the Town's welfare and advancement. ss 

It has been the earnest endeavor of your Town Engineer to 
carry out the work with economy and to the best interests of 
the citizens. The assistants of the Engineering Department 
have, in accepting their responsibility of public service, edu- 
cated themselves in engineering technique and have been 
sympathetic to and harmonious with the public and contrac- 
tors. They have been appreciative and understanding of ‘the 
legal and administrative questions that arise in municipal 
work. They regard their service as a career. I take this 
opportunity to express appreciation for the cooperation shown 
by my assistants, by the various boards, portale ‘and de- 
partments.

At the Annual Town Meeting in March, 1948, a new pay 
plan, with regulations governing vacations and sick leave, was 
voted. All salaries were established according to the classifica- 
tions adopted on October 14, 1947, and were increased to in- 
clude a large percentage of the former cost-of-living bonus, 
plus a small percentage as a cushion to fluctuate with the 
existing cost-of-living index. Under this plan all employees 
with ten years’ service or more, receive four weeks’ vacation. 
Another advantage is that pensions are now computed on the 
entire compensation (base and additional) rather than on the 
base pay alone as has been the case since the bonus was origi- 
nally granted in 1942. This will prove a great benefit to those 
retiring in the future; however, there still exists a hardship for 
those wishing to retire now and whose pensions must still be 
reckoned on the base salary of the past five years, which was 
conceded to be not a living wage. 

A five-day week was granted to all employees in the labor 
service of the department for the period from July 1 through 
September 4, and was greatly appreciated by all concerned. 

I regret to report the death of five pensioners during 1948. 
Seven employees were pensioned, making a total of thirty- 
eight on the list, two more than on January 1, 1948. 


Street Cleaning 


A Wayne mechanical street sweeper and a Hough loading 
shovel, purchased during the current year, have added greatly 
to the efficiency of street cleaning. The problem of parked 
cars continue to be the most serious obstacle in keeping the 
streets clean, and more stringent enforcement of the regulation 
which prohibits all-night parking is strongly recommended. 


Removal of Snow and Ice 


The total amount of snow during 1948, as recorded by the 
Blue Hills Observatory, was as follows:

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The above figures show 1948 to be one of the most severe 
winters experienced in many years. Snow was on the ground 
continuously from December 23, 1948, until late in March, and 
required constant labor and trucking and extensive sanding of 
roads and sidewalks. . During the latter part of January and 
February the amount of snow was so excessive that, in many. 
places, the department was forced to discontinue the plowing of 
sidewalks. The experimental use of rock salt on roadways of 
excessive grades proved very satisfactory and will be continued. 

Snow removed from business areas and churches was dumped 
in the Kent Street Yard, the Amory Playground, the Inciner- 
ator Lot on Hammond Street, and the Storey-Cabot land on 
Chestnut Street. These snow ‘dumps are a constant source of 
protest from citizens living in their vicinity. The department 
is aware of the annoyance and sympathetic with the com- 
plaints, but, in the interest of economy, it is essential to 
minimize the length of haul by using the nearest available land. 
The question of charging for removing snow from in front of 
filling stations is under consideration. , 

During the storm of December 19, 1948, the new Sno Go | 
shovel loader proved itself a very valuable piece of equipment. ’ 
It can be used not only for loading snow onto trucks for re-— 
moval, but also for blowing the snow off the roadway onto’ 
adjoining vacant land; for example, it was used to blow the 
snow from Cottage Street onto the abutting vacant land of the ~ 
Sargent estate. Plans are being considered to use this machine 
to blow snow in such locations as from Beacon Street onto the 
bridle path, from Linden Street and Place onto the park tri- 
angle, from Beech Road onto the mall, and in other locations 
where conditions are suitable. 

On the recommendation of the Traffic Committee séveral 
streets were designated as ‘One Way” during snow emergen- 
cies. This should do much to prevent traffic tie-ups. (See 
paragraph on Traffic Control for list of streets.) VSV¥: 4 


Roadways 


Owing to the prolonged icy condition with continuous plow- 
ing and use of chains, the roads suffered severely and pot holes 
were very prevalent after the severe winter. The usual patch- 
ing was started early in the spring and an extensive resurfacing 
program was carried on until late fall. The following streets 
were resurfaced by Warren Brothers Roads Company: the 
southerly roadway of Beacon Street from the westerly town 
line to Dean Road, Dean Road between Beacon Street and — 
Clinton Road, and Winthrop Road between Garrison Road 
and Colbourne Crescent, with sheet asphalt; and Babcock 
Street, Manchester Road, and Thayer Place with Type I pave- 
ment. Extensive patching with sheet asphalt was done on 
Beacon Street from Dean Road to Washington Square, and 
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from Webster Street to Harvard Street. The following streets 
were flushcoated by town forces: Lee Street, Clyde Street, parts 
of Hammond Street, the entire length of Chestnut Hill Avenue, 
Jefferson, Carey, and Randolph Roads, School Street, Chapel 
Street, and a section of Longwood Avene St: Paul Street 
south of Beacon Street, and part of Colchester Street. This 
flushcoating consisted of a surface application of 144 to % 
gallon of asphalt and 20 to 25 pounds of \% inch stone per 
square yard.

_ The contract awarded in 1947 under Chapter 90 to the John 
P. Condon Corporation for resurfacing Harvard Street between 
Beacon Street and the town line, was completed July 1, 1948, 
and included rebuilding portions of sidewalks, resetting curb, 
and improving the drainage. 


On October 11, 1948, a contract was signed with the John 
P. Condon Corporation under provisions of Chapter 90, for 
resurfacing Washington Street between Harvard Square and 
Park Street, and for widening and resurfacing Cypress Street 
from Washington Street to a point opposite Searle Avenue. 
Because of traffic congestion augmented by the opening in 
November of a new Super Market at the northeast corner of 
Washington and Cypress Streets, work-on the widening was 
started immediately and is now completed, but work on Wash- 
ington Street was necessarily postponed until the spring of 
1949. 


Traffic Control 


The Traffic Committee held frequent meetings through the 
year, acting in an advisory capacity only, submitting recom- 
mendations to the Selectmen on all matters pertaining to 
traffic.

At the Annual Town Meeting in 1948, the sum of $50,000 
was appropriated for the purchase of parking meters, and on 
November 8, 1948, the contract was awarded to the Magee- 
Hale Park-O-Meter Company of Oklahoma City for 560 meters 
at a total cost of $34,440. The writer was appointed Agent of 
the Board of Selectmen in charge of the care and maintenance 
of parking meters. Traffic Regulations were amended accord- 
ingly on December 20, 1948, locations were approved, and the 
following fees were established: one cent for each twelve minute 
period up to one hour at curb locations, and a flat rate of five 
cents for one hour on the Beacon Street bridle path. Since that 
date the standards have been erected and the necessary work 
connected with installation is now in progress. It is expected 


that the meters will be in operation at an early date in January, 
1949. 
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After advertising for competitive bids the contract for 
servicing traffic signals during 1949 was awarded to the Muni- 
cipal Signal and Supply Company. Time clocks were installed 
on signals in Washington Square, and the necessary under- 
ground work has been completed for proposed signals on 
Harvard Street at Williams Street and at Verndale Street. 

A parking area was constructed by this department on the 
Pierce Street side of the American Legion Grounds at 50 
Harvard Street, and the cost charged to the Contingency 
account. 

Garage 

All town cars except those of the Highway, Park, Water, and 
Fire Deparments, are garaged and serviced at 637 Washington 
Street. The cost per mile was $.06 during 1948, as against 
$.0539 in 1947. 

After competitive bidding, the following contracts were 
awarded: gasoline to the Lapham-Brown Corporation, to be 
dispensed from filling stations located on Washington Street 
at Walter Avenue, and on Boylston Street at Reservoir Road; 
motor oils to the Gulf Oil Company; and tires and tubes to the 
Lapham-Brown Corporation. 

A new lease is being negotiated for garage space at 637 
Washington Street after a canvass of the town failed to dis- 
close more satisfactory quarters.

A plan is being formulated whereby sign cheer a will be 
covered by insurance carried by the town rather than by in- 
dividual surety bonds furnished by the proprietors. This will 
prove more efficacious and will save much unnecessary clerical 
work. 

Bridges | 

For purpose of record, I report that on October 25, 1948, the 
Selectmen approved the transfer to the State of the care, con- 
trol, and maintenance of that portion of the bridge over the 
Boston and Albany railroad tracks at the corner of Common- 
wealth Avenue and Essex Street, formerly under the control of 
the Town of Brookline, in accordance with Chapter 482 of 
the Acts of 1948. | 


Sidewalks 


The following number of petitions for sidewalk construction 
were granted: fifty-four for driveway entrances including five 
for filling stations, twenty-one for granolithic sidewalks, and 
seven for curbing. The owners pay in advance one-half the 
cost of granolithic and curbing, and the full cost of driveways. 
In an effort to prevent further destruction of tree lawns by 
improper parking, approximately 7,000 linear feet of curbing 
were set without charge to the abutters, on Brington Road, 
University Road, Thorndike and Fairbanks Streets, and por- 
tions of Kenwood Street and Glen Road. 


Many sidewalks throughout the town are very old and in 
need of replacement. To keep the public sidewalks in safe con- 
dition is one of the most important problems of the depart- 
ment and is reflected in the fewer number of claims received 
for personal injuries caused by falls. In line with this program, 
6,353 square yards of asphalt sidewalk was replaced in the 
Fisher Hill district, and on parts of Davis Avenue, Brington 
Road, Oakland Road, Walnut Street and Boylston Street at 
Milton Road, and 36,412 square feet of granolithic was re- 
placed. There still remains a great deal of this work to be done 
and it is proposed to carry on a similar program next year. 
Following my policy of reducing the number of plank walks, 
approximately 2,000 linear feet was removed from Heath 
Street between Glenland Road and the Newton line and re- 
placed with asphalt. In connection with the installation of 
parking meters about 500 feet of curb was set on the Beacon 
Street bridle path east of Pleasant Street. This work will be 
completed before January 15, 1949. 

At the Special Town Meeting held in October, 1948,‘it was 
voted to widen the circle at the southerly terminus of Edgehill 
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Road. This work was done with town labor and the cost 
charged to the regular maintenance account. 


Care of Sewers 


On December 15, 1948, a report was made to the Selectmen 
describing a defective condition of the main sewer adjoining the 
railroad tracks east of Kent Street opposite Huntington Field, 
and requesting that a special appropriation of $225,000 be in- 
cluded in the warrant for the next Annual Town Meeting. 
From Longwood Avenue southerly for a’ distance of seventy 
feet in the rear of 259 Kent Street the bottom of the structure 
has broken from the side walls and has settled ten inches; from 
this point southerly to Brook Street there are longitudinal 
cracks, the roof is cracked and settled, and the side walls have 
spread and settled. This is a very serious condition and must 
be repaired immediately. 


The open ditches in the southerly part of the town were 
thoroughly cleaned both in the spring and fall, 2,486 catch- 
basins were cleaned on regular schedule during the year, and 
the portion of the main sewer described above was cleaned. 


Collection of Ashes and Paper 


The Newton Street dump has been maintained in good 
condition with few complaints from near-by residents. The 
filling of this land is nearly completed and this location cannot 
be used as a town dump much longer. However, as soon as the 
drainage and roadway for the proposed incinerator are com- 
pleted there will be a large adjacent area available for dumping 
clean, non-combustible material. 


During the past year the price of mixed paper dropped so 
low that payments to the town by the contractor were automa- 
tically eliminated and no revenue was received from the opera- 
tion of the incinerator. On June 28, 1948, the contract was 
amended so that now payments by the contractor stop when 
the price of paper goes below $14 a ton, and the town pays the 
contractor a pre-determined weekly sum, which amounted to 
$7,400 for the period from June 1, to December 31, 1948. 


The use of drums as receptacles for ashes and rubbish has 
always been prohibited but, during the war, leniency was 
shown with the result that their use has become so prevalent 
that in November notices were distributed stating that ma- 
terial put out for collection in drums would not be taken. This 
regulation is now strictly enforced and I am glad to report that 
householders are cooperating well.

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Collection of Garbage 


Because of the lower market price of hogs the contract with 
Garelick Brothers was cancelled at their request on August 28, 
1948, and a new contract awarded to Walter F. Murphy, 
whereby the town receives $4.58 a ton for garbage delivered at 
his piggery in Woburn. All accidents involving garbage trucks 
have been satisfactorily taken care of through the town insur- 
ance agent. 

The total amount of garbage collected during 1948 was 4,642 
tons, a decrease of 561 tons from 1947. 


Street Lighting 


The five-year contract with the Welsbach Caisorstink for 
furnishing gas street lighting expired on January 1, 1949. A 
new contract has been negotiated with this same company and 
will be ratified at the next Annual Town Meeting. The new 
rates are considerably higher, viz: from $26.13 per lamp per 
year to $33.26. It isa general trend to replace gas with electri- 
city for lighting public streets, and I recommend that ten per- 
cent of existing gas lamps be replaced each year until the town 
is eventually uniformly lighted by electricity. I propose to 
start this program in 1949 with that section of the town 
bounded by Harvard Street, School Street, Cypress Street, and 
Davis Avenue. 

Much study is being given to the subject of street lighting. 
The experimental installation made last year on Princeton 
Road is still under observation. It is planned to experiment 
further by using longer brackets to bring the lights farther out 
over the roadway in order to overcome the shade of roadside 
trees. 

A most satisfactory lighting installation was made on Har- 
vard Street between Beacon Street and the town line, in con- 
nection with the resurfacing work. The total cost of this 
installation, amounting to $9,000 was borne by the Edison 
Company, the town paying only the increased annual service 
charge amounting to $1,500. 

Deliveries on electric light posts and materials are still slow 
and the only other major installations completed in 1948 were on 
Green Street, Weybridge Road and Somerset Road. Several 
installations authorized during the past year, including Wash- 
ington Street, Seaver Street and Buckminster Road, and the 

streets in the vicinity of the High School, are scheduled for 
completion early next year.

On June 23 Mr. Theodore Lyman resigned as a member of 
the Committee having served continuously since 1933 and was 
Chairman from 1942 to the date of his resignation. Mr. Ly- 
man rendered invaluable service to the town, possessing as he 
did most excellent judgment and a high sense of civic re- 
sponsibility. 

Mr. Roger Ernst was elected on July 12 for the unexpired 
term of Mr. Lyman. 
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The work of the department in addition to planting trees 
consists of pruning, removing dead trees and suppression of 
injurious insects to trees. 


During the month of July the Laboratory Scouts from the 
University of Massachusetts discovered the Dutch Elm Disease 
had definitely infested our American elm trees. A detailed 
inspection has since been made both on private and town 
property. This has resulted in discovery that 9 trees have been 
killed by the disease. The diseased trees and those found to be 
sickly and susceptible to the disease, number 47, have been 
removed. 


It is gratifying to report the Board of Selectmen and Ad- 
visory Committee co-operated to the fullest extent by fur- 
nishing $5,000 to enable the Committee to proceed immedi- 
ately with the removal work and to systematically organize the 
scouting work. 


With D. D. T. and arsenate of lead spraying for Japanese 
beetle, tent caterpillar, leaf ‘‘minors,’’ elm leaf beetle and 
willow beetle were carried on during the early summer in a 
most vigorous manner with very good results. 


The Horace James Circle and Island on Washington Street 
at Brookline Avenue were maintained satisfactorily and con- 
tinue to be appreciated by the passing motorist.

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FRANCIS PARKMAN DENNY 


With the death of Dr. Francis Parkman Denny on Septem- 
ber 6th, 1948, the Town of Brookline and the Health Depart- 
ment lost a valued and faithful citizen and public servant. 
Francis Parkman Denny was born in Brookline, Massachusetts, 
January 2, 1869. He graduated from the Harvard Medical 
School in 1895. He started working for the Board of Health 
in 1899 being the first director of the bacteriologic laboratory 
which was the first in Massachusetts outside Boston. He 
became Health Officer in 1914 and retired in November 1945. 


Among Dr. Denny’s outstanding contributions to Brook- 
line and to the field of public health was the establishment 
of the tuberculosis pavilion as part of the Brookline Conta- 
gious Hospital in 1914 and the organization of the dental clinics 
for school children and pre-school infants in 1915. While 
he was Health Officer, Brookline was three times the winner 
of a health conservation contest sponsored by the American 
Public Health Association and the United States Chamber 
of Commerce. 


Dr. Denny was at one time a member of the Harvard Medi- 
cal School faculty, member of the New England Pediatric 
Society, American Public Health Association, Massachusetts 
Medical Society, American Medical Association, member 
of the Executive Committee and honorary Vice President 
of the Massachusetts Tuberculosis League, past President 
of the Massachusetts Public Health Association, the Norfolk 
District Medical Society and the Brookline Anti-tuberculosis 
Society. He died at his summer home in New London, New 
Hampshire.

ADMINISTRATION 


General Comments 


The year 1948 was one of growth and consolidation for the 
Health Department. As indicated in the Annual Report — 
for 1947 this was a time for the integration of the several new 
activities inaugurated in 1947. 


In March 1948, the Department published a special pictorial 
issue of the Health Bulletin. This was extremely well re- 
ceived by the community and the Department received many 
letters of approval from citizens. Requests for copies have 
been received from all over the United States as well as from 
a few foreign countries. Although nearly 300 extra copies 
were originally printed, the supply has been entirely exhausted. 
es cost of this special issue of 16,000 copies was slightly over 

1,000. 


The Special Committee on Public Health Nursing with 
representation from the School Department, the Brookline 
Friendly Society and the Health Department has met six 
times during the year. The study of the Public Health Nurs- 
ing program of the Town conducted by the Harvard School ~ 
of Public Health has been completed but the report has not 
been received, as yet, by the Committee. Although it is un- 
certain what action, if any, the Committee will take, the 
meetings of representatives from the three agencies has been 
beneficial in clarifying many common problems. | 


At the present time the Department in cooperation with 
the Harvard School of Public Health is conducting a study of 
whooping cough and the effectiveness of vaccination. The 
study is being done by Dr. Herbert R. Domke, a Research 
Fellow at Harvard, who expects to submit this study for his 
Doctorate in Public Health. 
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The Division of Sanitation has intensified the rodent con- 
trol program during the year. Several areas were studied 
for rat harborages and recommendations made to the owners 
of property. This is a long-term program whose results will 
depend directly on the amount of effort devoted to it. Al- 
though every effort is made to keep the Newton Street dump 
in a clean, sanitary condition with a minimum of rodent and 
insect infestation, obviously, the ultimate solution of the 
problem is the building of an incinerator. An open dump is 
not consonant with a high-grade residential area. 


Attention needs to be called to the excellent cooperation 
which the Health Department receives from the Brookline 
Friendly Society. The Health Center Department of that 
organization carries a good part of the Town’s public health 
program. The work is extremely well done by qualified per- 
sonnel and the working relationships between the two agencies 
are close and mutually satisfactory. 


Plans for 1949 


Brookline needs a Community Health Council. Just as 
the Recreation Advisory Council is proving of value to the 
citizens of the Town, there needs to be a coordination of the 
health activities of the many official and voluntary health 
organizations., A key to the establishment of such a health 
council are the services of a health educator. It is planned 
to employ such a person during the coming year. 


Brookline was one of the first communities in this area to 
organize a program for mosquito control nearly thirty years 
ago. During recent years many of the communities neighbor- 
ing Brookline have undertaken this work on a cooperative 
basis. There are nine communities, namely: Arlington, Bel- 
mont, Cambridge, Lexington, Newton, Waltham, Watertown, 
Wellesley and Weston which carry out their mosquito control 
work as a group project called the East Middlesex Mosquito 
Control Project. The quality of the work of this organization 
has been excellent. The Health Department is planning to 
join this group for mosquito control and carry out this activity 
on an ‘‘area’’ basis rather than as a separate program. 


The Health Department is planning to adjust its Public 
Health Nursing Program to conform to the decisions of the 
Committee studying the problem. 


The need of hospital facilities for our elderly citizens con- 
tinues. The matter of the Train Fund bequest is still before 
the courts but it is expected that a decision will be reached 
during 1949. The idea of employing the unused facilities at 
the Health Department Hospital for this purpose becomes 
more attractive. This would be even more so if the Train 
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Fund bequest can be used to rehabilitate the buildings at the 
Health Department Hospital.

DIVISION OF SANITATION . 
Administration and Personnel 


The Sanitation Division which is responsible for all matters 
pertaining to environmental sanitation isin charge of a Sanitary 
Engineer, responsible to the Director of Public: Health. 
There are seven sanitary inspectors and two clerks. Two of 
the sanitary inspectors are assigned full time to the Health 
and Safety Committee of the Town of Brookline. 


Activities ; 
The activities of the Sanitation Division during 1949 were 
as follows: 


Water Supply. Collection of samples of water from various 
points on the town water supply system for bacteriological 
examination. This was done weekly during 1948. 


Sewage Disposal. Inspection and abatement of nuisances 
incident to operation of cesspools and septic tanks. Super- 
vision of construction and maintenance of temporary privy 
installations in connection with building operations. 


Housing. A major part of the complaints received by the 
Division are concerned with housing. Many of these com- 
plaints have little or no health basis. Many also refer to 
conditions which are beyond the authority of the Department. 
However all complaints are investigated and if reasonable 
the Division takes action within the limits of its authority, 
or makes recommendations for correction to the responsible 
person or informs the complainant of the proper agency and 
action to be taken. The most common complaints relate to 
lack of heat, garbage and refuse disposal, lighting, plumbing 
defects, maintenance and cleanliness of dwellings, smoke 
nuisances, fire hazards and insect and rodent infestations. 
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The services of one full-time inspector were required for the 
investigation of the estimated 3,500 complaints received in 
1948, many of which required more than one inspection. 


Eating and Drinking Establishments. Approximately eight 
sanitary inspections of each of the more than 100 eating and 
drinking establishments were made during the year. In 
addition about eight inspections of each place were made for 
the purpose of taking bacterial swab samples from cups, 
glasses, spoons, etc., as a check on the efficiency of steriliza- 
tion and storage facilities. Where high bacterial counts were 
obtained reinspections were made to determine the cause and 
recommendations for correction were made. Ratings of each 
eating and drinking establishment, based on the above in- 
spections, were compiled and published quarterly in the 
Health Bulletin. There were both upward and downward 
changes in ratings of individual establishments but the general 
trend was to improve sanitation. The Division, at the re- 
quest of the School Department, also regularly inspected the 
school cafeterias during the school year. 


The education program for the training of food handlers, 
‘sponsored by the Brookline Food Dispensers Sanitation Com- 
mittee in conjunction with the Brookline Health Department, 
was brought to a successful completion. The Committee 
consists of Thomas E. Flynn, Chairman, Stanley Chin, Joseph 
Cohen, Kenneth Crossman, Oliver Grant, Robert B. Hopkins, 
T. Roger Keane, Frank Novak, Theodore N. Rosenthal, 
Charles S. Shufro, Frank B. Tallino, Phillip Wernich and 
Cecil D. Worden. 


Eighteen complete courses in food sanitation were given. 
Each course consisted of three one-hour classes held in the 
Public Library and dealt with food borne diseases and bacteri- 
ology, dishwashing and personnel hygiene, and housekeeping. 
Individual attention was given to drug store and fountain 
establishments, and restaurants, delicatessen, hotel and 
catering establishments. Classes were held in the morning, 
afternoon, and evening over a period of six weeks to make it 
possible for each person to attend. Individual certificates 
Were issued to everyone completing the three sessions and 
certificates of cooperation to each establishment who had a 
major portion of their personnel complete a course. These 
certificates are on display in many of our food establishments. 


Attendance at the courses was entirely voluntary. Eighty- 
eight percent of the food dispensing establishments in Brook- 
line were awarded a certificate of cooperation. Seven hundred 
and twenty-three people attended one or more sessions. Six 
hundred and fifty-seven or more than eighty-five percent of 
the registered personnel completed the three session course. 
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These figures show an active interest in improving the already 
high standard of sanitation in Brookline. 

Since the completion of the sanitation courses the Health 
Department has discussed with the Committee the formula- 
tion of new food regulations. A preliminary draft has been. 
developed and it is hoped to complete the regulations in 1949. 
Another course in food sanitation is contemplated for the 
Spring of 1949. This Committee or a similar one will act in 
an advisory capacity to the Health Department in all matters 
pertaining to food handling establishments. 

Considerable time has been given to food establishment 
owners or their representatives whenever major changes in 
structure or facilities have been contemplated. Detail plans 
of new establishments are studied, the premises inspected 
and recommendations made on which the approval of the 
Department is contingent. 


Markets and other Food Stores. All bakeries and bakery 
sales stores were inspected at least once each month during 
the year. These inspections are based on state and local 
sanitation regulations. Several new bakeries were opened 
during the year. Since a Health Department permit is re- 
quired the plans and equipment of new bakeries are subject 
to approval of the Division. About 200 pounds of insect con- 
taminated flour, nuts and other ingredients were condemned 
and seized during 1948. Routine inspections of markets 
and other food stores were made during the year. These in-— 
spections are based on the general sanitation of the establish- 
ment with particular emphasis on storage and display of 
perishable foods. 


Milk, Ice Cream and Other Dairy Products. The milk in- 
spection program for the year 1948 was carried out in the 
same manner as it has been since 1946. This program calls 
for quarterly inspections of all up-country receiving stations, 
city milk plants and ice cream plants. In conjunction with 
up-country inspections all questionable producers’ milk is 
subjected to microscopical examination at the collecting 
stations and if the milk is contaminated by poor production 
methods, cow infections, or subjected to inadequate cooling, 
a farm inspection is made to correct this situation. During — 
1948 two milk companies requested approval of new supplies — 
and as a result inspections were made of 121 dairy farms in 
line with the Division’s policy of inspecting new supplies. 
Of these dairies 59 were approved, 58 were not approved © 
pending corrections and 4 were excluded for reason of insani- — 
tary conditions. | 

The 28 city milk plants supplying Brookline were inspected — 
quarterly. In addition 25 reinspections were made to check | 
on violations found during regular inspections. The 26 up-

country receiving stations were inspected at least twice, eight 
of which received three regular inspections and there were 14 
reinspections where conditions requiring immediate correction 
were found. 


Weekly samples of milk, cream and ice cream are collected 
in stores and from delivery wagons and are analyzed bacterio- 
logically and chemically. Milk companies are required to 
submit twice monthly bacteriological counts of milk from all 
producers. If individual producer counts are in excess of the 
standards the producer is excluded until such time as the 
conditions affecting the count are eliminated. 


The 31 ice cream plants supplying Brookline with frozen 
desserts were inspected four times during 1948 with 21 re- 
inspections to check correction of unsatisfactory conditions 
found during the previous inspections. During the year 
two ice cream companies were excluded from making deliver- 
ies in Brookline because of insanitary plant conditions or use 
of improper ingredients. 

Twelve complaints concerning dairy products were received 
and investigated during the year. Three complaints were 
received in the producer area concerning violation of dairy 
laws. 


Insect and Rodent Control. ‘The mosquito control program 
as accomplished during 1948 included the following: 


1. The spraying of catch basins throughout the town was 
continued. Two methods were used. In the southern part 
of the town a 5% residual DDT solution was used for 
spraying. It was necessary to repeat this treatment only 
once every 5 to 6 weeks. A motorcycle sprayer, operated 
by one man, was used for this work. In the remainder of the 
town catch basins were sprayed by hand with No. 2 fuel oil 
once every 10 days. A truck and three men were used for this 
work. In this section of the town traffic and other conditions 
were such as to make motorcycle spraying with DDT a less 
efficient procedure. 


2. The spraying of swamps, streams and ditches. Be- 
cause it does not damage vegetation New Jersey Mosquito 
Larvacide was used for most of this work and whenever possi- 
ble a truck mounted power sprayer was utilized. These areas 
were sprayed at 10 day intervals. 

3. Investigation of complaints. Recommendations and 
control measures were taken if the condition warranted it. 

4. The Lost Pond area was again sprayed by airplane as 
this area is not susceptible to ordinary control measures. 


In general the mosquito problem was not serious during 1948. 
Wet conditions in the spring were not conducive to mosquito 
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breeding because the lack of frost in the ground allowed good 
drainage into the soil. There has been a gradual improve- 
ment in general conditions due to the filling in of many low 
areas because of new construction and to the construction of 
new drainage systems. An appropriation was available for 
the lowering of the ground water table in the area in the rear 
of the Baker School by ditching but failure of the City of 
Boston to lower a small section of the stream between the 
Newton and Brookline lines made it impossible to do this 
work. 

During 1948 the rodent control program was accelerated, 
particularly in the way of efforts to educate the public to a 
better understanding of the essentials of permanent rodent 
control. All complaints were investigated and recommenda- 
tions made. Where it appeared to be a neighborhood problem 
an effort was made to interest citizens in joint efforts to main- 
tain sanitation methods for control. _ 

The Division continued, during 1948, to provide citizens 
with free baits for rodents. A more toxic type of red squill 
was available and used during the year. 

~The Rodent Control inspector completed a series of special 
inspections of all eating and drinking establishments. 

The Department continued to investigate complaints on 
various type of insects and to identify and make recommenda- 
tions for their control. 


Ragweed and Poison Ivy Control. On receipt of citizen 
complaints or other information, inspections and control 
measures for the eradication of ragweed and posion ivy were 
carried out. Ammonium sulfamate and 2-4—D were used for 
control of poison ivy; ragweed was cut or pulled. 


Barber Shops. Routine quarterly inspections were made 
of all barber shops in the Town. Violations of regulations 
have been minor and have been corrected immediately. 


Nursery Schools. Inspections of nursery schools are made 
in connection with the licensing of the schools by the Health 
Department. At least one inspection of each school was made 
during 1948. 


Massage and Vapor Bath. Inspections of premises used 
for practicing massage or giving vapor baths were made in 
connection with licensing of such establishments. All es- 
tablishments were inspected in 1948. 


Animals and Fowl. Inspections were made during 1948 
of all premises holding permits from the Health Department 
for the keeping of fowl and animals.

At the request of the Commissioner of Agriculture and the 
Director of the Division of Livestock Disease Control for 
Massachusetts, an inspection of all domestic animals on prem- 
ises within the town was made in December. As a result 
of this inspection there was found one animal affected with a 
skin disease, and one suspicious of Bangs disease; the latter 
is isolated and has had one negative blood test, but will not 
be released unless a second blood test proves negative. 


In one stable the floor and drainage was found in a condi- 
tion which needed repairing to make it sanitary. This has 
since been corrected. 


Rabies. There have been no cases of rabies the past year in 
Brookline. There are areas outside of Massachusetts that 
are infected. All transportation companies are required to 
have health certificates for all dogs brought into Massachusetts. 
This requirement has been a great help although it does not 
prevent dogs being brought in by private automobiles. 

There has been a slight decrease in the dog bite cases the 
past year. This is partly due to having the dogs that are 
continually biting destroyed. 


Weights and Measures. The work on weights and measures 
during 1948 is summarized in the following tabulations show-' 
ing the inspections of scales, weights, and measures; the trial 
weighings of commodities sold or put up for sale; and the 
miscellaneous inspections and tests. 

In 1948, 78 weighing or measuring devices were condemned 
where repair to meet legal standards was deemed impossible. 
Forty-five devices were tagged, “‘not sealed”, prohibiting 
their use for trade until the tag is officially removed. 

Trial weighings and measurements of packaged commodi- 
ties showed 424 underweight and 768 overweight of the 6,326 
tested. 

Inspections and tests covered correction of the following: 
insufficiently filled liquid containers, berry baskets and fuel 
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bags, improperly adjusted or worn out filling, measuring, 
counting and carton cutting machines, mislabeling of bread 
and other food and the disapproval of undersized cartons. 
In addition, the inspections included the adjustment or con- 
demnation of defective scales used by peddlers, enforcement 
of the peddler’s license law, delivery of coal without a certi- 
ficate of weight, enforcement of laws governing marking of 
net weight on food packages and elimination of the sale of 
inaccurate clinical thermometers by condemnation and return 
to the manufacturer.

PUBLIC HEALTH NURSING 


Due to the shortage of nursing personnel it has not been 
possible to fill the vacancy in the position of Public Health 
Nurse Supervisor during the year. Two nurses have carried 
the Public Health Nursing program of the department. While 
work in the parochial school health program requires the 
greater part of the nurses’ time, many hours are spent in activ- 
ities related to communicable diseases in the Town. 

The nurses and school physicians hold conferences with the 
teaching sisters at regular intervals in an effort to familiarize 
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the teachers with the school health program. The nurses 
assist in planning for and holding the physical examinations 
given the children which includes conferences with the parents. 


Although it is felt that conferences with the parents at the 
time of the examination will eliminate the necessity for as many 
visits to the homes of the pupils, considerable time is still 
spent in making visits. to absentee pupils and to pupils who 
have defects to encourage the corrections recommended by the 
school physician. The nurses are responsible for the attend- 
ance of the pupils at dental clinics. They make numerous 
quarantine visits and assist at the tuberculosis clinics and 
others held during the year. 


Each reported case of tuberculosis is investigated. Contacts 
of the patient are X-rayed and checked either by the family 
physician or at the tuberculosis dispensary. 

Although food poisoning outbreaks have been of minor 
importance during the year — when and if they occur — the 
nurses assist by visiting the patients concerned and securing 
information necessary for determining the source of the in- 
fection.

HEALTH DEPARTMENT HOSPITAL 


In the 53rd year of its operation the Health Department 
Hospital has continued to serve the citizenry through the 
care of those having tuberculosis. 


Of 35 patients receiving care during the year, 4 died. In 
highlighting this statistical item we wish to call attention to 
the fact that these patients were far advanced in their disease 
before admission to the Hospital. If we may draw a con- 
clusion from this fact it is that early and regular X-Ray 
examination is one answer to the prevention of these family 
tragedies. 


We respectfully dedicate this paragraph to the memory of 
Dr. Francis P. Denny who directed the Hospital for almost 
forty years and who died in September 1948. Because of his 
service to the Hospital, his interest, and his love for the work 
he was very definitely a part of the institution. The hun- 
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dreds of townspeople who were guided by him through good 
moments and bad will serve as his monument. 


Dr. Calvin B. Faunce who served in the capacity of nose 
and throat consultant also died during the year. His service 
in a specialized field was valued and was at all times kindly 
and efficient. Dr. Josiah Quincy has been appointed to fill 
the vacancy left by Dr. Faunce’s death.

CHILD HEALTH REPORT 
1948 


The Child Welfare Service of the Brookline Friendly Society 
has had under its supervision during the year 1948, a total of 
688 infants and preschool children. New admissions during 
the year totalled 287. They have held 89 Well Child Con- 
ferences, with an attendance of 1,957, and 10 Immunization 
Clinics, with an attendance of 670. 


All babies under supervision are given a physical examina- 
tion routinely every six months or oftener if indicated, and 
preschoolers are given a physical three times a year. Two 
well qualified pediatricians are in charge of the conferences, 
one serving the baby conference, and the other the preschool 
conference. Advice is given in regard to feeding and health 
habits of the children and the Child Welfare Nurse visits 
the mother and child in the home regularly to see that the 
doctor’s orders are carried out, and to check up on the child’s 
progress. All sick children are referred to the family physi- 
cian or the nearby hospital clinics. 


There were 1,513 babies under two years of age attending 
the Well Baby Clinic, and 444 children between the ages of 
two and five years under supervision in the Preschool Clinic. 


Most of these children have been immunized during the 
year at either the spring or fall immunization clinics. There 
were 145 babies immunized against whooping cough, diph- 
theria and tetanus, and 120 were vaccinated against small- 
pox. Tuberculin Patch Tests were Gs to 127 preschool 
children. 


When a child is two years old he is given an appointment to 
the Pierce School Dental Clinic, to check up on dentition and 
to accustom him to dental care. From then on until he enters 
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school, he is regularly checked in the clinic, and any necessary © 
prophylactic work is done.

THE HOSPITAL RELIEF FUND 


The sum of $18,846.29 was expended to provide hospital 
care to 78 individuals not receiving welfare aid but in need of 
such care, and unable to pay the hospital charges. This group 
sometimes referred to as ‘‘medically indigent,” are those able 
to provide themselves with food, shelter and clothing, but un- 
able to bear the expense of serious illness, requiring hospital 
care. These patients go in ‘‘on service’ so that there is no 
physician’s fee and the department pays ward rates. The 
hospitals have been co-operative in accepting patients in this 
category. In spite of the general shortage of hospital beds 
during the past few years, seldom has there been any delay in 
admission to a hospital. 


THE DENTAL CLINIC 


The real frontier of dental health begins with children well 
under school age. Even many two year olds suffer from dental 
decay. It is certain that as children’s teeth are destroyed, 
just so much wider becomes the field of dental troubles for 
our future adult population. 

The profession of dentistry fully recognizes that early, 
regular and continuous dental care is the only answer to good 
oral hygiene. Delay, neglect, and procrastination result 
in widespread infection, pain and all'the ills that go with this 
condition. It is appalling to observe the rapid incidence of 
dental decay. It seems almost an impossibility to check it. 
Dentistry as a profession, fully cognizant of the rapid rate of 
dental disease, had decided on another approach to the solu- 
tion of this problem. 

Many investigators. in the field of dental research have 
found that the use of a solution of Sodium Fluoride — 2% — 
has proven effective in reducing the progress of this disease. 
At the Dental Clinic, all children receive topical application 
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of Sodium Fluoride. All defects are corrected. All infected 
teeth are removed. A regular plan of procedure is employed 
in order that each child will receive excellent care. 

Again this year, it is urged that the Medical Advisory Board 
enlarge the Dental Service, so that a greater number of our 
little children will have the advantage of early and regular 
dental care.

THE LABORATORY 


Work in the laboratory is an important part of the total 
public health program. During the last several years there has 
been gradual change from emphasis on clinical diagnosis to 
emphasis on giving assistance to the sanitation division. The 
following statistical report indicates the change. The amount 
of diabetes testing perhaps shows a trend of the future — that 
of detection of non-communicable diseases. 


A total of 4,710 examinations were made during 1948.

VITAL STATISTICS 


Population 


The population of Brookline as of July 1, 1948 is estimated 
as 58,926. This is based on the Massachusetts Census popu- 
lation of January 1, 1945 which gave Brookline a population 
of 56,940 and an annual increment of 662. The latter figure 
is the average increment in population from 1935 to 1945. 


Mortality 


The number of deaths in Brookline from all causes was 573 
of which number 187 were deaths of non-residents in 
various Brookline hospitals. In addition there were 290 
residents of the town who died in other places, mostly in 
Boston hospitals. The total number of Brookline deaths 
corrected for residence was 678 which, with an estimated 
population of 58,926 as of July 1, 1948, gives a mortality rate 
of 11.51 per 1,000 inhabitants as compared with 11.57 in 1947.

The mortality rate of 11.51 is practically unchanged from 
last year’s rate of 11.57. This rate is based on an estimate of 
population and the probable error in the estimate is quite 
likely as great or greater than the change in the death rate. 


Heart disease was the leading cause of death with 283 
deaths, of which number 93 or 33% were due to disease of the 
coronary arteries. 


The number of deaths from diabetes continues to increase 
gradually. In 1936 there were 10 deaths from diabetes, in 
1941, 20 deaths and in 1948, 27 deaths. The increase in 
population is not great enough to account for the increase in 
deaths from diabetes. 


There were 3 deaths as the result of automobile accidents. 
There were no deaths from airplane accidents; no deaths from 
pregnancy and no deaths from childbirth; 1 from appendicitis; 
and 7 deaths from suicides.

Diphtheria. There were two cases of diphtheria in 1948. 
This compares to seven cases in 1947. In view of the number 
of cases in the Greater Boston area sporadic cases in Brookline 
are unavoidable. A sufficiently great number of our children 
are immunized as to make small the possibility of a sizeable 
outbreak. 

Typhoid and Paratyphoid Fever. There were no cases of 
either of these diseases reported in 1948. 

Tuberculosis. It will be recalled that the death rate in 
1946 was 22.57. As was noted last year, with our present 
low tuberculosis rate, a few deaths one way or the other 
markedly affects the death rate. Also, attention needs to be 
called to the fact that two of the neighboring large cities have 
rates of over 50. Tuberculosis is a contagious disease and a 
high rate amongst our neighbors cannot help but affect our

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REPORT OF THE PARK COMMISSIONERS 


The Board of Park Commissioners respectfully submits the 
following report of its operations during the year 1948 with the 
estimate of expenditures for 1949. 


The program of mechanizing the Department’s equipment 
continued throughout the year and we now have in service, 
including the Golf Course equipment, eighteen power mowers 
of various types. With the rising labor costs involved fur- 
ther continuation of this program should, despite the increased 
areas under the Department’s care, permit more satisfactory 
maintenance at the same or less cost. 


Co-operation between this Department, the Recreation 
Commission, the School Department, the Engineering De- 
partment and the Highway Department and their respective 
staffs has been a particularly notable achievement during this 
year. It is hoped this will continue for the general benefit of 
the town. This has been particularly noticeable in connection 
with the development of the new recreational areas now under 
construction. 


The Eliot Street Playground, including the hockey rink with 
overhead lighting and new boards, was completed during the 
year and gives the town for the first time an absolutely top- 
notch ‘Playfield.’” The Devotion School development was 
delayed because of negotiations with the abutting owners but 
with appropriation of funds for the third stage in 1949 this 
very much needed development in the area north of Beacon 
Street should be complete. 


During the year more than 25,000 cubic yards of fill has been 
made available to this Department from construction activities 
at various locations including even the Boston University 
building on Bay State Road. Had we attempted to purchase 
this fill for needed use at Amory Street and Baker School 
particularly, it would have cost the town at least a dollar a 
yard. We are very grateful to the various persons who have 
helped in arranging for us to have this material. 


The small tractor acquired a year ago has more than paid for 
itself in use at the Amory Street and Baker School extensions. 
The fill, however, became so heavy and voluminous that to 
handle it adequately made it clearly desirable to acquire a 
heavy 15-ton Allis-Chalmers Bulldozer which was acquired at 
the end of the year with funds originally appropriated for labor. 
This piece of modern equipment which will be available for all 
Departments should easily pay for itself in 1949 as we can fore- 
see a minimum of 150 days of use for that tractor which, if we 
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had to rent one, would cost the town at least $100 a day. The 
developments in which this tractor is assisting at Baker School 
and Amory Street are most essential and will permit when 
completed, particularly at Amory Street, full use of areas 
owned by the town for some considerable time but in the past 
completely undeveloped. Completion of this program in the 
course of the next two or three years will not only give full 
utilization of land now owned by the town but will also materi- 
ally increase the attractions of living in Brookline. We, there- 
fore, earnestly hope that the Town Meeting will continue to 
make the minimum appropriations necessary to complete 
these developments. 


Municipal Golf Course 


Receipts from season permits from both residents and non- 
residents of the town almost doubled over 1947 so that, omit- 
ting capital expenditures of approximately $2,600, the Golf 
Course on a purely operating basis can be said to have shown a 
profit to the town of nearly $1,500. This is the best year in the 
history of the Course with the possible exception of 1946 when 
the situation was about the same. The Course was open from 
April 17 to November 28 with total play as follows:

During this first year of Mr. Daniel W. Warren, Jr.’s super- 
intendency we should like to note the numerous unsolicited 
letters which we have received from other departments of the 
town and individuals with respect to the excellent care and 
maintenance which the areas under the charge of this Depart- 
ment are receiving. Mr. Warren’s care and thoughtfulness in 
planting open areas on the school grounds and in various 
squares have added materially to the beauty of the town, parti- 
cularly in the spring and summer and he deserves a real com- 
mendation for having continued this program at the same time 
that the Department has been so busy with major maintenance 
and construction problems which have been going forward with 
the co-operation of all departments of the town to whom we 
here respectfully tender our thanks.

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REPORT OF THE WATER BOARD 


The Water Board herewith submits its seventy-third annual 
report, for the year ending December 31, 1948. 


At the annual election held on March 9, 1948, Francis W. 
Hamilton, Esq., was re-elected a Water Commissioner for a 
period of three years, until 1951. The Board organized ‘on 
March 12, 1948, electing Timothy J. Burke as Chairman for 
his twenty-fourth consecutive year. This year marks the 
Chairman’s forty-eighth on the Board. The Board appointed 
Lawrence E. Hanson, Registrar and Clerk of the Water Board, 
and Walter B. Bushway, Superintendent of Works, and Ken- 
neth W. Robie, Assistant Superintendent of Works, for the 
ensuing year. 


_ The inter-relationship of the Town with the Metropolitan 
District Commission, for the ultimate taking of the Town’s 
entire water supply from MDC sources, required much con- 
tinued study by the Board and the Staff, throughout the year. 


Under authorizations of Town Meeting votes, the Water 
Board has gone ahead with purchases of materials which will 
be required for the establishment of inter-connections with 
MDC. Portions of the materials commenced arriving toward 
the year’s end, so that the Town Treasurer has been requested 
to raise a part of the sums hitherto authorized, with the 
balance to await requisitions as required, so as not to subject 
the Town to outlay for interest payable on unused balances. 


It has been the Board’s pleasure to have conferred with in- 
terested local organizations, with the Board of Selectmen, and 
MDC officials, on numerous aspects of the MDC matters. In 
January, 1948, a conference with the Selectmen and the 
Chairman of the Metropolitan District Commission was at- 
tended, looking to the Town’s determination to apply at once 
for its whole supply from MDC, so as to procure the advan- 
tage of a $40 per million gallons water rate from MDC prior 
to legislation for a higher rate for communities which did not 
declare their intention to take all their supplies from MDC 
before the legislation as proposed could be put into effect. 
To that end, the Selectmen appointed a special committee to 
study the matter and render a report. The committee com- 
prised Messrs. William J. Hickey, Jr., as Chairman, Francis. 
W. Hamilton, Walter B. Bushway, Lucius T. Hill, and Daniel 
G. Rollins. 

Meanwhile an opinion of the Attorney General arrived, giv- 
ing his opinion that assessments might be made by the State 
Treasurer, under Section 26b, of Chapter 587, of the Acts of 
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1945, for curing deficits in the sinking fund of the Metropoli- 
tan Water System, a point which this Board had brought out 
at the beginning, when the law went into effect. 

Early in March the Special Committee on MDC Water 
recommended to the Board of Selectmen that Town Counsel 
be authorized to prepare a formal application for the entry of 
Brookline into the Metropolitan Water System as a total user. 
Later, during the summer, the Superintendent had numerous 
conferences with MDC officials on engineering problems in- 
volved in the conversion of the Town’s supply of water wholly 
to MDC sources. During the extreme drought of August, 
1948, however, with protracted, hot, dry weather, the demand 
for water for pools, air-conditioning, lawn and garden uses, 
etc., in addition to newly created multiple units built in the 
Boston area, as well as in Brookline itself, during the past 
year, far exceeded the capacity of all water works combined; 
i.e., of our own supply and what MDC could give us. The 
draft on MDC sources was so great that we were requested 
by them to ease off our demands on their system until their 
supply sources were somewhat relieved. Our Superintendent 
thereupon issued immediate orders for the curtailment of 
water for all but ordinary domestic uses, by radio and press 
and police notifications to all residents of the Town. Thus, 
there was established beyond doubt the clear limitations of 
the physical plant which, with our own, was to have otherwise 
supplied the Town with all the water required. This Board 
took the position, at its first meeting in September, 1948, 
having in mind health and fire hazards, it did not consider it 
prudent to now abandon its own source of supply and to rely 
wholly upon MDC, for the reason that had the pumps of 
MDC not continued to function at maximum capacity, or had 
anything happened to those pumps on which such reliance 
was made, conditions could quickly have become utterly 
serious. This Board did not consider abandonment of its 
own supply sources as called for, under circumstances where 
it was demonstrably not possible, in complete certainty, to 
know in advance that the capacity of that which would have 
been substituted was more than adequate under any and all 
known conditions. The Board felt that the MDC supply, as 
a stand-by supply (as at present) could, at best, but augment 
the Town’s own supply until the time should have come when 
MDC’s pressure aqueduct were put into operation in substi- 
tution for the present inadequate pumping station operated 
by MDC at Chestnut Hill, and it was accordingly VOTED, 
as a matter of adopted policy by this Board, to abandon 
nothing under these critical circumstances, but to continue 
the operation of its own supply sources indefinitely. 

Originally, it was taken as a fact that MDC intended to 
take over certain of the physical properties of this Depart- 
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ment, and that substantial allowance would be given the Town 
as credit against annual charges for water supplied by MDC. 
It has apparently developed that MDC will not acquire the 
High Service Reservoir properties, because it is impossible to 
separate the physical connections of their low-low service 
from our distribution system. Thus, a substantial difference 
may result, in the future annual credits to the Town for 
annual MDC assessments. It appears now that the difference 
is apt to be so substantial as to make smaller reductions by 
way of credits for properties acquired by MDC, when that 
time comes, than anyone had supposed likely, unless they 
change their plans meanwhile. 


Early in September this Board decided that it was clearly 
unwise to abandon the Town’s own water supply sources, 
under the known facts as to MDC’s inability to supply us, 
and themselves, under all conceivable circumstances. The 
Board considered the condition of the well-fields and of the 
pumping stations, and immediately instructed the Super- 
intendent to canvass the whole of the problem, so as to lay 
out the most needed of the maintenance work in order that 
further operations at the pumping station might be con- 
tinued for an unknown period into the future. 


‘What expenditures shall now have to be made to keep the 
well-field in further production, or what will be required for 
the pumping station, are not known in full, at the close of the 
year. Certain apparent things immediately suggest them- 
selves, however: such as re-tubing the boilers, repairs to the 
pumping engines, and the pumps themselves. The Superin- 
tendent, with the Chairman, called these matters to the 
specific attention of the Board of Selectmen, when, in con- 
ference with the Selectmen, a communication from the Chair- 
man of the Metropolitan District Commission was read, stat- 
ing that MDC would not recommend that the Town as yet 
abandon its own source of supply, as ‘‘we feel it would be un- 
wise for us to assume the responsibility of furnishing Brook- 
line its entire water supply until we are in a position to pump 
a larger volume of water at our Chestnut Hill Pumping Sta- 
tions or until the Pressure Aqueduct is completed. . . .” 


The enforced, and quite involuntary change in the Town's 
requisite action with respect to MDC water, was given all 
possible publicity at local level, and items have been included 
in the 1949 Departmental budget which would not have ap- 
peared there, but for the facts related above. 


During the year one employee was retired: PATRICK 
KEVILLE, to whom was sent the good wishes of the Board, 
and of his fellow-employees, and the gratitude of the Town 
for the service ungrudgingly given by him.

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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


Brookline, Mass., 
December 31, 1948. 
To the Brookline Water Board: 


Gentlemen: — | have the pleasure of submitting the seventy- 
third report of the Superintendent for the year ending De- 
cember 31, 1948. 


Briefly summarized the work of the Department may be 
found in the following data and statistics. 


Supply 
All of the tubular and gravel packed wells were tested and 
those that had failed were shut off. During the last two years 
very little work has been done on the wells, canals, or ditches 
in the Dedham well field because it was our intention to 
abandon our local supply in 1949 when the pipe work for 
connecting to the MDC supply was to have been completed. 


However in view of our experience with the MDC supply 
on August 27th, it will now be necessary to maintain every- 
thing pertaining to our local supply at top condition as has 
been our custom. 


Late in August the excessive hot and dry spell of weather 
increased our consumption demands 200% to 300% and the 
ground water table in the well fields had dropped so low that 
our suction lift averaged 24 feet. Under such a condition our 
output into the system averaged 4.2 million gallons per day 
and following our usual practice the deficits were made up by 
taking water from the MDC system. | 


On August 27th, the MDC was furnishing water to the 
district at the maximum capacity of its plants and it became 
apparent, very soon, that immediate steps should be taken 
to curtail the use of water. Accordingly notices were sent 
out by radio stations and the Police Department to all water 
takers requesting that they refrain from watering lawns and 
gardens, filling swimming pools, and other non-essential uses 
until the weather changed for the better. With all munici- 
palities in the district cooperating the desired results soon 
became evident. 


This situation will occur again in view of the increased build- 
ing activities and the Water Board was of the opinion that 
we should continue our local supply in Dedham and West 
Roxbury until such time that the MDC Tunnel work has 
been completed and thoroughly tried out. This will prob- 
ably occur in 1951. In the meantime pipe and accessories for 
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making the necessary changes and installations are under 
contract and the work will proceed as rapidly as possible as 
materials are available, so that, when the time comes to sub- 
stitute our supply for that of the MDC, the opening of sev- 
eral gate valves will complete our full conversion into the 
MDC supply system. 

Considerable work will be necessary next year in the well 
fields on the wells, canals, and ditches. 4 


During the last six years it has been noted that there has 
been a slower recovery of and a gradual shrinkage in the 
ground water table at the well intakes, a condition no doubt 
due to the increase in ground flow friction. 


Filters 


The work of scraping and washing filter sand has been 
maintained at regular intervals and’ during the fall the coke 
in the aeration tanks was washed. 


Filter No. 6 was resanded to the coarse gravel bed, a depth 
of 24 inches. The open filters were scraped last spring. 


Filters continue to yield the same high quality of untreated 
water as in the past. | 


Regular analyses by the Town and State Health Depart- 
ments have shown no changes in the character of our water | 


Pumping Stations 


During the past two years the pumping stations have been 
kept in satisfactory conditions with only a bare minimum of 
repairs and replacements in anticipation of abandonment in 
1949. 

In view of the MDC supply situation which is outlined 
above, some major repairs will be necessary, to wit: retubing 
of two boilers, overhauling the steam end of Skinner No. 1 
unit, repairing furnaces and boiler settings, and miscellaneous 
items at the Low Service Station. At the High Service Sta- 
tion work on the Moore condenser and vacuum pump will be 
necessary, including the re-lining of two boiler furnaces. 


During the heavy consumption periods it was necessary to 
use the auxiliary pumping on Reservoir Road to augment the 
pumping capacity of the High Service Station. 


Reports by the Chief Engineers of the stations may be 
found with the report of the Assistant Superintendent. 


The 1948-1949 coal contract for the Low Service Station was 
awarded to the Snider Fuel Corporation at $12.45 per net 
ton, they being the lowest bidders. 
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Reservoirs 


The reservoirs, gauge houses, and grounds at Fisher Hill 
and Single Tree Hill have received the usual maintenance 
care. 


Distribution 


During the year a considerable increase in service pipe in- 
stallations was necessary. Several large multiple apartment 
units were constructed, replacing single units on the same 
lots. This type of construction is becoming general within 
certained zoned areas and its effect on the capacities of our 
mains is being carefully watched. It is apparent that addi- 
tional and larger feeder mains will be necessary in the future 
as the demands increase. 


At the end of the year the Brookline section of Hancock 
Village was nearly completed and occupied. The impact of 
increased consumption demands by over 500 family units 
here alone was soon felt, especially during the months of 
August and September. 


During the summer the dead ends on Corey Hill at Mason 
Terrace, Jordan Road, and Jenness Road were eliminated by 
the installation of 8-inch circumferential mains which were 
laid in private property easements and takings near the Town 
line. The completion of the work has made a substantial 
contribution toward increasing the pressures on the hill for 
fire and domestic uses. 


On August 9, Westbourne Terrace was converted from Low 
Service to High Service from Beacon Street to the Town line, 
and on September 22, Welch Road and Warren Streets be- 
tween Dudley and Cottage Streets were likewise converted 
to High Service. In each case no difficulties were experienced 
and an average of 55# increase in pressure resulted, thus 
eliminating many of the complaints of the past, especially 
with reference to Welch Road and the upper end of West- 
bourne Terrace where pressures as low as 19# had been re- 
corded. Fire lines were laid to the following premises: 


6” 26 Villa Lane 

8’’ Lawrence School 

6’ Baldwin School 

6’ 940 Commonwealth Avenue 
6’’ 400 Washington Street 

6’’ 81 Boylston Street 

6” 101 Harvard Street 


In addition to the hydrants which were installed in new 
streets which were under construction, 8 new hydrants were 
set on locations which required reinforcement because of the 
increased fire risks. 
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On Single Tree Hill the old 12’’ force main which was laid 
through private property, off Heath Street, was.removed in 
accordance with the terms of the deed, and salvaged for 
future use. This main was replaced by a 16” main in 1947, 
laid in Single Tree Road from Heath Street to the reservoir 
property line. 

Taking advantage of new sewer and drain construction 
work in Griggs Road it was decided to relay the 6” street 
main with an 8” in the sidewalk so as to avoid further leaks 
by settlement of the sub-soil. 

Late in the year the 12’’ main was extended in Arlington 
Road from the end near Craftsland Road to the new 6’ fire 
line to the proposed Town incinerator. 

Installation of new mains was completed in Bellingham 
Road from Grove Street to the West Roxbury Parkway and 
the two dead ends in the east side of.the West Roxbury Park- 
way were connected to the Bellingham Road main at the 
same time. 

The 10’ High Service force main opposite 686 Hammond 
Street was raised to allow clearance for a new storm drain. 


During the summer several water takers were deprived of 
water for a short time because small fresh water fish from 
MDC supply lines had plugged the corporation cocks, a fre- 
quent experience in water works. The situations were quickly 
corrected, however, by compressed air forced backward from 
the house end of the pipe. 

During the year 9 hydrants were broken by motor vehicles 
and the costs of replacements were paid by the responsible 
parties apprehended. : 

Leak inspections were conducted at regular intervals by 
our inspector. His work is augmented by reports of the 
meter readers and the Police Department which has always 
been very prompt in reporting to us. 

The heavy snows of last January and February required 
considerable vigilance by the field men especially so when it 
was difficult to find hydrants under snow banks 10 feet and 
12 feet in height. In certain locations many of the hydrant 
markers were buried. However, this year we have placed 
luminous bands well up on the nearest trees, designating the 
distance from the tree to the hydrant. 

During the year all hydrants were tested, serviced, and 
painted. 

Demands for new services increased 26% over the year 1947. 
Cast iron and wrought iron pipe and fittings have been ex- 
ceedingly slow in delivery and we were fortunate that our 
reserve stock was available, thus making it possible to meet 
all requirements. 
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At the close of the year deliveries of cast iron pipe, special 
castings, and valves for the MDC conversion work were re- 
ceived and it is proposed to start laying pipe next spring. 
The completion of this work should materially improve the 
pressure conditions along Beacon Street around Corey Road 
and Dean Road, because much of this installation will be put 
to use before the connections with the MDC system are 
completed. 

The contract for aPaihing cast iron pipe and special cast- 
ings was awarded to the U. S. Pipe and Foundry Company 
at $98.00 per ton for pipe and $212 to $222 for the special 
castings. 


ie Ne Shops 
Meter Shop 
Meters requiring renewal of the working parts were tested, 
repaired and returned to service with the exception of such 
meters as were so old that replacement parts were unavailable. 


Most of the iron body meters or so called “Victory Meters” 
which were installed during the war have been removed and 
where possible refitted with bronze casings. 


Meters are removed from service when, in our opinion they 
have reached maximum duty. They are tested, new gears 
and parts installed, the recordings checked, and the meters 
shelved for future service. 


Service Shop 


Service men are on duty 24 hours of the day on three eight- 
hour shifts during which time they :are required to respond 
to emergency calls, read reservoir gauges, and service the 
rolling stock. Most of our automobile Kepatt work is done 
here. 


In addition to the machine and éatpentier shops, stk. rooms 
containing small fittings and emergengy Seca are He 
larly inventoried. 


During the winter months trucks and compressors were 
serviced and painted. 


Pipe Shop 


Materials for service pipes, gate valves, nyaralit parts, 
pumping units, and blocking are kept in this shop. In the 
winter wrought iron service pipes are lined ona a aude! 
machine with Rosendale cement. 


General 


Last spring we purchased a new ie Roi 105 cubic foot. air 
compressor, trailer mounted, and it has required no attention 
after almost constant daily usage. Also, a combination crane 
and dump truck, mounted on a Ford chassis, was ordered to 
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replace ‘crane truck No. 2 which was purchased in 1940 and 
after hard usage has outlived its usefulness to the Department. 
The crane is power operated with a 24-foot boom and will 
serve not only to unload pipe from the freight cars to the pipe 
yard, but will also fill a definite need for placing pipe in the 
trenches over piles of excavated material. 

In the near future it will be advisable to erect a 2-million 
gallon storage tank on one of the hills in the southern part 
of the town. Evidence of decreased pressure in the Walnut 
Hill area has been noted during periods of heavy draft. This 
tank will provide additional pressures on such occasions by 
additional storage built up by slack time pumping. 

During the year we lost three valuable and competent men, 
two by death; Vartan Tatiosian and Patrick J. McLaughlin, 
also one by retirement because of illness, Patrick J. Keville, 
steam fireman at the Low Service Pumping Station. 

Attached hereto may be found a statistical report by the 
Assistant Superintendent.

As part of the report there follows statistics relative to the 
distribution system and consumption of water for the year. 
These data and statistics are in the form recommended by 
the N.E.W.W.A. to facilitate uniform reporting and compari- 
son of different water works systems. ; 

Further studies have been made as time permitted of flows 
in the distribution system, and of the possibility of increasing 
the storage capacity of the system. Flow tests were taken at 
the end of Mason Terrace after the new mains were laid con- 
necting the dead ends and the flow was found to have tripled. 

The writer was delegated to attend the N.E.W.W.A. annual 
convention held in New York in September and there learned 
of new and economical methods and materials for water works 
construction and maintenance. Reappointment as Chairman 
of the Finance Committee of this association was accepted for 
another year.

Gentlemen: —1 hereby submit the annual report of the 
Chief Engineer of the Low Service Pumping Station for the 
year ending December 31, 1948. 


Rainfall 


Total rainfall for the year was 39.58 inches which was far 
below the normal 10-year average for this district. Minimum 
precipitation was during the month of September, 0.47 inches 
and the maximum was during the month of May, 5.55 inches. 


Engines 

Number 3 and 4 main pumping engines are in good order. 
Most of the pumping this year was done by engine No. 4, 
which was operated a total of 7,021 hours. No. 3 was op- 
erated a total of 1,763 hours; this engine is 56 years old and 
has required considerable patching and repairing, but it is 
now in good order and will last for many more years without 
abnormal expensive repairs. 

Uniflow engines No. 1 and No. 2 are in good order and were 
alternated in supplying water from the well system to the 
_ filters. They required only the usual care and repairs. All 
replacement parts were made in our own shop. 


Boilers 

No. 1 and No. 2 boilers were fitted with the new type 
Gardner grates in the first part of the year. They have proved 
very satisfactory. 

No. 3 and No. 4 boilers have had their fireboxes relined and 
the inside walls of the settings replaced. It is recommended 
that No. 1 and No. 4 be re-tubed, as the rear ends of the old 
tubes are burning out as occurred in No. 2 and No. 3 two 
years ago. 

The total amount of water pumped was 1,475,315,123 
gallons. Pumping records are appended.

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HEATING AND LIGHTING PLANT 


Report of the Selectmen’s Agent 


December 31, 1948. 
The Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


Gentlemen: — I am pleased to submit the annual report of 
the Selectmen’s Agent for the year ending December 31, 1948. 

The cold and damp weather, which continued generally until 
June 10th, caused considerable concern with reference to our 
fuel oil appropriation, however, the mild fall and winter 
months reduced the apprehension and additional funds were 
not required. . 

Late in the year it was necessary to complete relining the 
refractory walls on the right side of #3 furnace and to replace 
the baffle pier. This is routine work and several other fur- 
naces must be given the same attention. 

The water end of #1 Davidson feed water pump was over- 
hauled. 

Considerable machine shop work was done on the steam 
chest of the American Ball engine, at the same time three of 
the large main line steam valves were reseated. 

Early in December the price of Bunker ‘‘C’’ fuel oil was 
reduced to $3.550 per barrel. It is interesting to note that 
this is the first cut in the price of fuel oil since 1941 when we 
were paying $1.85 per barrel. | 

At the close of the year the station and equipment are in 
good condition. Next year it will be necessary to overhaul 
the steam end of #2 fuel oil pump and replace several of the 
boiler blow-down pipes according to the requirements of the 
boiler inspector. 

The proposed new High School wing will increase our oil 
consumption by approximately 18% over the present average 
demand by the School Department, this making a total assess- 
ment of 58% when the wing is completed. Drying out heat 
will be required for the last two months of 1949. No increase 
in the personnel or equipment will be necessary at the plant to 
meet this additional demand.

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE 
FOR THE YEAR ENDING DECEMBER 31, 1948 


Schools for Brookline Children 


It will be recalled that in 1946 the Town provided $2,500 
to make possible the study of population trends and other 
significant data that will point the way to an intelligent pro- 
gram of school building construction during the years im- 
mediately ahead. This study carried on by Dr. Rexford 
Souder, Assistant Superintendent of Schools, and John K. 
Moulton, mathematics teacher at the High School and re- 
search assistant, was presented to the School Committee in 
~ June and later was released for the information of the public. 
The School Committee is pleased with this report but has not 
adopted it, thinking that 1t would be better to use tt as a work 
of reference and make recommendations from time to time as 
changing conditions and needs warrant. Such a survey report, 
projecting as it does the thinking of the Town into the some- 
what distant future, should be of the utmost value to the 
Town Meeting, the Planning Board, and the School Com- 
mittee, and we believe the time and money used in its prepara- 
tion have been well spent. <A brief summary of this study 
appears as an appendix to this report. ' 


Building Plans 


During the past year working drawings and specifications 
for the North Wing of the High School have been completed 
and approved by the School Committee and the Building 
Commission. About the first of February these plans will be 
made available for contractors, and bids for the construction 
of the North Wing will be invited. These bids will be opened 
about the middle of March so that the Town Meeting will 
have exact rather than estimated figures on which to act. Be- 
cause of the uncertainty as to what the cost of erecting the 
North Wing will be, bids will be received in three ways: (1) 
for the gymnasium and locker rooms, and such offices and 
storage rooms as are adjacent to the gymnasium; (2) in addi- 
tion to (1), the rear half of the top story, containing the rooms 
for orchestra, band and choral instruction; and (3) in addi- 
tion to (1) and (2), the front part of the third story, which 
has provision for additional physical education, science and 
recreational facilities. 

It is the School Committee’s judgment that the entire North 
Wing as planned should be built. It has provided for three 
separate bids so that something less than the full unit may be 
constructed, if the Town in its judgment does not wish to 
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appropriate the cost of the entire unit. There can be no 
question, however, that anything less than the complete 
building will fail to provide for vital needs at the High School. 
Contractors and architects agree that, should the North Wing 
be built partially now and added to later, the cost of the build- 
ing would be greater than if the construction were done at 
one time. 


The Edith C. Baker School on Beverly Road already has 
more pupils than its normal capacity warrants. The number 
of houses in that section of the Town is increasing rapidly, and 
considerable land is available for more houses. It is clear to 
the School Committee that additional school building accom- 
modations must be ready for occupancy not later than Septem- 
ber, 1950. To make this possible an appropriation for prelim- 
inary plans will be asked at the Town Meeting in March, 
and in the near future an appropriation for the erection of 
additional school building accommodations will be requested. 


Under the provisions of Chapter 645, Acts of 1948, General 
Court, the Town may expect to be reimbursed by the State 
to the extent of 20% of the approved cost of these buildings. 


Fire Alarm and Sprinkler Systems 


During the past year, fire alarm connections and automatic 
sprinkler systems were installed in the Baldwin and Lawrence 
Schools for the sum of $34,039. The School Committee will 
now ask for $33,500 to provide similar protection for the 
Lincoln School. This will complete the program which was 
inaugurated as a result of the recommendation of The New 
England Insurance Exchange (now The New England Fire 
Insurance Rating Association) on April 30, 1937. 


The Training of Subnormal Children 


During more than 25 years, the School Committee has been 
required by the laws of the Commonwealth to ascertain the 
number of children three years or more retarded in mental 
development in attendance upon the public schools, or of 
school age and resident therein. The law furthermore re- 
quires that where there are ten or more such children special 
classes: shall be established for their instruction according to 
their mental attainments. We have three such classes: one 
for the youngest children, one for older girls and one for older 
boys. The children in these classes have a mental age of not 
less than five years and an intelligence quotient of not less 
than 50. 

During the past year, the School Committee has been urged 
by certain parents to provide for children of still lower men- 
tality. These parents have stated that some education is 
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possible and has actually been achieved elsewhere. The 
School Committee believes that the number of such children 
in Brookline is very small, but that all who are capable of 
receiving instruction should be enabled to do so. 


The results of an investigation by the Department of Child 
Placement indicated that the training of children with intelli- 
gence quotients below 50 is almost wholly physical in nature 
and must be accomplished on a psychological basis of simple 
conditioning and habit training. This usually takes the form 
of conditioning in bodily habits, in sensory training and large 
muscle training. The report also indicates that because of 
the very short attention and interest span of these children, 
no one child could profit from more than a total of an hour 
or less of such training each day, and the training would have 
to be spaced with not more than five to ten minutes on any 
one activity followed by a period of rest. In short, the larg- 
est part of the time spent in training such children would be 
devoted to simple custodial care. 

The Committee has learned of the work done for such chil- 
dren at the Walter E. Fernald State School in Waverly, 
where classes exist both for resident and day pupils. The 
Fernald School has, at our request, arranged to examine 
Brookline children, and if they are found qualified, to receive 
them in the day classes, three days a week, two hours each 
day. The School Committee has authorized the transporta- 
tion of these children from their homes to the Fernald School 
and return. 

The School Committee’s present policy is to encourage the 
enrolment in the Fernald School of such children as are by 
reason of their mental characteristics not eligible for our re- 
tarded classes, to assist the parents of such pupils in making 
application for admission to the school and to provide for the 
transportation of such pupils, the expense connected there- 
with to be controlled by the School Department. 


While engaged in studying this problem, the School Com- 
mittee has become aware of how limited are the facilities 
available for the instruction of our most severely mentally 
handicapped children. It has, therefore, urged the Governor 
of the Commonwealth, and our Senator and Representatives 
in the State Legislature to support any legislation which may 
come before the General Court looking toward a decided in- 
crease in facilities for the mentally handicapped. 


Chamber Music for the High School 


Generous and public-spirited citizens have provided several 
chamber music concerts each year for the benefit of the High 
School students. These concerts have been presented: by 
Josef Zimbler and other members of the Boston Symphony 
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Orchestra. That such exceptional opportunities for musical 
education may be continued, Mr. and Mrs. Samuel L. Slos- 
berg, with the assistance of music loving friends of the schools 
and through a publicly patronized concert by the Zimbler 
Quartet, raised a substantial sum of money, — enough to 
make certain that the concerts will be continued during the 
next year and probably longer. Such a valuable and volun- 
tary contribution to our schools merits our heartfelt appre- 
ciation. 


For a Better Democracy 


We feel that the Town is greatly indebted to the Hirschel 
L. Gutman Foundation for the Advancement of American 
Ideals for defraying the entire cost of an in-service training 
course for teachers, given under the auspices of the Tyler 
Kepner Memorial Institute. <A full description of this under- 
taking is included in the report of the Superintendent of 
Schools. 


Organization 

At the annual Town election, George V. Brown, Jr., James 
A. Hennessey, and Marian U. Terry were re-elected to serve 
until March, 1951. 

At its organization meeting in March, the School Com- 
mittee re-elected George E. Hills as Chairman, and Helen V. 
O’Brien as Secretary. In addition to the Subcommittees 
which have previously existed, the School Committee has 
appointed a new Subcommittee on Public Relations through 
which it is hoped an increasingly better understanding will 
come of the needs and desires of the people and the plans and 
purposes of the School Committee.

The Budget 


Our total increase for 1949 is less than 4%, whereas many 
comparable communities are increasing their budgets from 
10% to 20%. Our increase is less than 4% in spite of the 
fact that the School Committee has found it necessary to in- 
crease by 25% the per capita allowance for textbooks and by 
20% the per capita allowance for educational supplies. In 
comparing the 1949 budget with that of the previous year, 
it is necessary to take into account the fact that the sum of 
$74,863 is added to the 1948 appropriation to provide for a 
new plan of compensation, approved by the Town Meeting, 
which was in effect only nine months during the past year. 
By this plan a substantial salary payment, ordinarily $680 
for each employee, heretofore made from the extra emergency 
compensation appropriation has, since April 1, been made 
from the regular appropriation.

SUMMARY OF “SCHOOLS FOR 
BROOKLINE CHILDREN” 


(A report made to the School Committee in June, 1948 
by Dr. Rexford Souder, Assistant Superintendent of 
Schools, and John K. Moulton, research specialist.) 


The plan of school facilities for Brookline must recognize 
present and future developments in the educational program. 
Each school plant and the total system of schools must be 
flexible and expansible. 


SCHOOLS FOR BROOKLINE CHILDREN includes data 
concerning the organization of the educational program, the 
population trend, the housing trend, the possible develop- 
ment of vacant land, the topography, the birth rate trend 
and the existing school facilities. The effect of these factors 
on the type, location and extent of school facilities needed in 
Brookline is evaluated. Recommendations are made with 
reference to long-term needs as well as short-term needs. 


Many of Brookline’s ten elementary school plants (consist- 
ing of 21 buildings) suffer acutely from lack of facilities. When 
_ checked against a theoretically perfect building, most of the 
Brookline elementary schools rated lowest in special class- 
rooms and administrative facilities. The older the building, 
the poorer the score. Five of the buildings were erected be- 
fore 1900, and 12 before 1915. Many subjects requiring spe- 
cialized facilities are now taught in the elementary schools. 
Inadequacy of office facilities is due to the increase in parent- 
school consultation and cooperation, and the pupil records 
needed in the schools’ guidance program. 

The Town’s population is increasing. Births to Brookline 
parents increased from 431 in 1936 to 887 in 1946. The birth 
rate turned slightly downward in 1947 and is expected to 
continue to decline, leveling off at a point just above the low 
mark of 1936. 

There will be more housing in Brookline with the major 
growth in the southwest half of the Town. Building permits 
for two units were issued in 1945. In 1946, there were permits 
for 565 units including 530 at Hancock Village. Building per- 
mits for 117 units were issued in 1947 and for 314 units in 1948. 


Brookline’s land is zoned. Multiple-family dwellings are in 
Zone 3 and single-family dwellings are in Zone 4. These are 
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in turn subdivided as follows: 3A, no requirements except 
building law; 3B, maximum five stories; 3C, maximum three 
stories; 3D, maximum two and one-half stories; 4D, minimum 
lot area 7,500 square feet; 4E, minimum 15,000 square feet; 
4F, minimum 25,000 square feet; 4G, minimum 40,000 square 
feet. 


A very large amount of Brookline’s land area is in 4G, which 
is occupied by a relatively small number of estates. At 
present, the contribution of this land to school membership is 
small. These estates may, in the course of time, be sub- 
divided and provide for many additional families. 


Another large amount of land is vacant or not fully de- 
veloped. This land is located mainly in the southwest sec- 
tion of the Town, which is served by the Heath, Baldwin and 
Baker Schools. The major possibilities for future building 
and consequent increase in school membership occur here. 


The elementary schools are not large enough to serve all of 
the pupils expected in the years immediately ahead.. The 
Baker, Runkle, Driscoll and Devotion Schools are already 
overcrowded. By the school year 1956-57 it is expected that 
the other elementary schools will be at capacity. Overcrowd- 
ing at one school can be relieved only temporarily by trans- 
ferring pupils to neighboring schools. 


The birth rate trend, the housing trend and the potentiali- 
ties for additional housing make it important to develop a 
flexible plan for future elementary school buildings. Con- 
struction in accordance with the plan should be undertaken 
only when school membership actually increases. | 


The High School membership will be affected by these 
trends. The present school plant can provide for 2,150 stu- 
dents. When the ‘North Wing” is added, the capacity will 
be increased to 2,320. The membership is now 1,955. When 
the children born during World War II reach high school, the 
membership is expected to increase to 2,800. As housing is 
built in the Town this membership will be further increased. 
It is expected that, with normal birth rates, there will be at 
least 3,000 high school students in the future. © 


Should Brookline have one high school with a membership 
of 3,000 or more students? It is increasingly difficult to pro- 
vide an outstanding educational program as a school becomes 
excessively large. Furthermore, there is little, if any, economy 
in the operation of a school of this size. Already, the present 
site is inadequate, and its expansion would be difficult and 
expensive. It is recommended, therefore, that Brookline pro- 
vide for part of the future high school membership at some 
other site or sites. 3 : DB aE 
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In view of the postwar building trend and recent high birth 
rates, construction of facilities for a minimum of 1,500 pupils 
in the immediate future will be necessary. The anticipated 
decline in future birth rates makes it essential to avoid con- 
struction in excess of future needs in any one area of the Town. 


The recommended plan will hold construction to a mini- 
mum, gradually shift school districts in conformity with the 
direction of population shifts and improve present facilities. 


The following building changes may be needed in the im- 
mediate future: 


Increase Baker School facilities from two rooms to a grade to 
three rooms to a grade. 

Increase Devotion School facilities by replacing the six-room 
primary building with a fifteen-classroom building. When the 
membership trend permits, remodel the remaining buildings to 
enlarge the gymnasium, relocate and enlarge the shower and 
locker rooms, relocate and enlarge the administrative and health 
facilities, provide toilet. rooms on each floor, improve special 
classrooms for art, science, industrial arts, homemaking, music 
and audio-visual education, and enlarge the cafeteria dining room. 

Construct in the southwest half of the Town a building to ac- 
commodate at least 700 high school students and capable of 
being expanded to provide for 1,500 students. 

Construct an elementary school adjacent to the Eliot Play- 
ground to provide for two rooms to a grade from kindergarten 
through the sixth grade and three rooms to a grade at the seventh- 
and eighth-grade level. 


The following projects may be undertaken when the mem- 
bership peak resulting from the recent high birth rates has 
passed : 


Reorganize the “South Wing”’ of the High School to provide 
for a two-rooms-to-the-grade elementary school. 

Discontinue the Pierce School, which is our least adequate ele- 
mentary school building. This would eliminate the cost of mod- 
ernizing the existing building. Pupils from the district would 
attend the Lincoln, Lawrence and ‘South Wing”’ Schools. 

Reduce the Driscoll School district to the area north of Beacon 
Street. Pupils living south of Beacon Street would attend the 
“South Wing” School. The old building could be razed to pro- 
vide needed playground area. This would eliminate the cost of 
an addition and modernization of the existing building. 

Discontinue the Runkle and Heath Schools, where the build- 
ings are nearly as unsatisfactory as those of the Pierce School. 
Pupils from these districts would attend the ‘South Wing” and 
“Eliot’” Schools. 


As land is rezoned and housing is increased, particularly in 
the southwest half of the Town, other school facilities may be 
necessary : 


Relocate the Baldwin School to a site near Woodland Road 
between Hammond and Heath Streets, expanding it to include 
all elementary grades. The present four-classroom building 
would be continued in use until it becomes obsolete or is needed 
for other public purposes. 
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Build a new elementary school near Newton Street, northeast of 
Allendale Road, when vacant and idle land in the vicinity is 
developed. 

Build a new elementary school near Dudley Street, between 
Sears Road and Warren Street, when the district is developed and 
occupied. This would facilitate discontinuance of the Sewall 
School, built in 1892, which would be the oldest and least ade- 
quate of our elementary schools remaining after the recommended 
changes have taken place. 


- There should be a continuing study of the factors which 
create a need for school facilities — such changing aspects of 
the problem as the birth rate, land use, trends in private- 
public school enrolment and trends in educational services 
and programs. Changes in the structure of Brookline’s 
evolving population and changes in general socio-economic 
conditions will affect directly each of these basic factors. The 
need for continuing study is especially important during the 
years immediately ahead. If the birth rate fails to decline 
as assumed in the study, the peak membership (and its dura- 
tion) will increase above that estimated. The same increases 
will occur if residential housing increases more rapidly than 
anticipated. 
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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 
For the Year Ending December 31, 1948 


The State of Education 


At the end of 1948 we find ourselves living in a divided 
world, troubled about international misunderstandings and 
uncertain whether the discoveries of our atomic age will be 
used for or against us. We are troubled because, in spite of 
our size, our resources, and our intellectual heritage, we wonder 
whether during the next twenty years our country is going to 
be a fit place for our children to live. And we wonder — some 
of us a little bitterly —at times, what good has come from 
our wealth, our systems of education and our inventive genius. 
Have they made us safe? Have they made us happy? Have 
they made us useful — to others as well as to ourselves? 


And if the answer to these questions is ‘“‘No,”’ or even ‘‘We 
don’t know,” then the uncertain ones among us ask other 
questions, such as: ‘‘Why do we make such efforts to achieve 
more wealth, or knowledge, or inventions? Why not cease 
our strivings? They are all so futile.’’ But there are those 
— and they are not few — who reflect upon the sacrifices our 
forefathers have made and the comparative luxuries we en- 
joy in consequence, and who turn their faces resolutely and 
confidently toward the future. 


These are our educated men and women. They have learned 
what history, philosophy and science teach; and they are not 
afraid. They have been enlightened by the education they 
have received from their fathers, and they are determined 
that more and better education shall be the lot of their chil- 
dren. Yet, it seems it must be a different education — not 
only reading, writing and arithmetic (though they are still 
important), not merely a classical education or a vocational 
education, but an education that stirs imagination, arouses 
sympathy, smothers intolerance and enthrones honesty. 

It is in the search for such an education that we find our- 
selves at the end of 1948. Brookline, beause of its longstand- 
ing position of leadership, has an exceptional responsibility 
for the undertaking. 


The Tyler Kepner Memorial Institute 


One step in the search for this new type of education has 
resulted from a desire of the community to do something 
specific to perpetuate the ideals represented by the life and 
teaching of the late Tyler Kepner, from 1923 to 1947 teacher 
and Director of Social Studies in the Brookline Schools. The 
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Community Relations Committee, appointed by the Board of 
Selectmen in 1946, and the School Committee, after earnest 
thought, agreed to enter into a joint sponsorship of a new edu- 
cational medium, to be known as the Tyler Kepner Memorial 
Institute, to emphasize the democratic ideas in: the further- 
ance of which Tyler Kepner’s work chiefly lay, and through 
that Institute to make available during the current school 
year a course for teachers (principally but not exclusively 
those of Brookline) who desired the best training obtainable 
that they might more adequately perform their task of pro- 
moting understanding and practical good will among those 
who come under their influence. This is a new kind of teach- 
ing, for which the conventional methods of the classroom are 
generally inadequate and better techniques must soon be 
invented. 

Ninety-three Brookline teachers and a few others have en- 
rolled in the course, which is under the direction of the Har- 
vard-Boston University Extension Courses. Fourteen class 
meetings with lectures and discussions have brought to Brook- 
line such distinguished instructors as: 


Dr. Gordon Allport of Harvard; Dr. Ethel Alpenfels 
of the Bureau of Intercultural Education; Dr. 
Thomas H. Briggs, Director of the Consumer Edu- 
cation Study of the National Education Association; 
Dr. Stanley E. Dimond, Director of the Detroit 
Civic Education Study; Prof. Albert Morris of Bos- 
ton University; J. Vey Merrill, Principal of the 
Practice School of Westfield State Teachers College; 
Dr. Henry W. Holmes and Dr. John J. Mahoney, 
Directors of the Civic Education Project and pion- 
eers in Education for Democracy; and Miss Doris 
Boyd, Charles C. Buell and Kenneth Sheldon of the 
Civic Education Project, under the Chairmanship 
of Dr. Jesse B. Davis, formerly Dean of the Boston 
University School of Education. 


The financing of this course has been accomplished through 
the generosity of the Hirschel L. Gutman Foundation for the 
Advancement of American Ideals. Paul Simons, Chairman 
of the Community Relations Committee, is also President of 
the Foundation. | 

It now becomes necessary to discover other means of in- 
creasing the usefulness of our educational program. 


The Education of Adults 


The Town began its adult education program through the 
establishment of an evening school in 1870. Two years later 
a Subcommittee of the School Committee reported that the 
wisdom of establishing such a school had been fully shown, 
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and in 1886 the School Committee’s Committee on Evening 
Schools noted: ‘‘The most of the pupils have been consistent 
in their attendance and many of them have made marked im- 
provement, but not until the evening school is considered a 
part of the common school system will it fully accomplish the 
object for which it is established.”” The adult education pro- 
gram of the Brookline Schools has continued its service to the 
community with a temporary interruption during the diff- 
cult years of World War II. 


The Adult School is now in.its third year of postwar serv- 
ice, and the interest of the community has increased con- 
stantly throughout this period. In the fall term of 1946 there 
- was an average of 382 hours of attendance each week. By 
1947 the average had increased to 1,962, and by 1948 the 
average was 3,589. In 1948 more than 2,000 persons enrolled 
in one or more classes, and the average attendance during the 
fall session was 1,252. This interest has made it necessary 
to provide additional sections for many of the classes and to 
provide additional courses. Classes are now held on Monday, 
Tuesday, Wednesday and Thursday evenings. 


The education of adults will always be a fundamental con- 
cern of a democratic society. Public schools and many other 
public and private agencies share this challenging task. A 
number of conditions have converged to give an unprecedented 
prominence to adult education. 


In the first place, former doubts about the educability of 
adults have been removed by an accumulating body of scien- 
tific data and experience. Age is no longer considered a 
barrier to learning. An adult may acquire new skills, facts, 
ideas and appreciations as long as he possesses the normal 
use of his sensory capacities. Many of Brookline’s older resi- 
dents profit from the varied activities in the Adult School. 
The provision of adequate outlets for the interests and abili- 
ties of such people in the face of constantly reduced employ- 
ment opportunities and increased longevity represents one of 
the great challenges to the American community. 


In the second place, American adults are more and more 
prizing education as indispensable for the cultivation of per- 
sonal and vocational competence. The homemaker studies 
clothing, foods, applied fine arts and practical and decora- 
tive home arts in order to develop a happier and more health- 
ful home life. The organization leader devotes his leisure 
hours to training in public speaking or studies history or 
English in order to increase the effectiveness of his service. 
The office worker studies stenography, typing, bookkeeping 
and office machine operation as an aid to advancement. 


In the third place, the bewildering tempo of the modern 
world has created an enormous appetite for understanding 
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local, national and international affairs. Propaganda through 
the mass media of communication is reaping a harvest of 
doubt, indecision, instability and suspicion that augurs ill for 
the continuance of the democratic principles and practices 
which traditionally we as a people have held dear. It is 
clear that the amount of learning which is accumulated dur- 
ing the period of formal schooling is small when compared 
with the enormous fund of available knowledge. This learn- 
ing also falls into obsolescence unless continually renewed 
with the advances in the many fields of human endeavor. If 
the individual is to fulfill the privilege and responsibility of 
citizenship and carry his own personal load, education will 
be needed throughout life. The most promising method of 
fulfilling this need lies in increased opportunities for free dis- 
cussion organized and controlled by the people themselves. 
When this need is met fully and citizens are able to partici- 
pate understandingly in the myriad complex decisions of the 
day, then the United States will be better able to compose 
constructively its domestic differences and to speak com- 
pellingly in the international arena. 

During the past year the program of. high school courses 
which may be taken for diploma credit and the program for 
non-citizens have been given careful attention. The students 
who are taking courses for diploma credit include veterans 
who entered the service without being graduated from high 
school and a number of young people who found it impossible 
to complete the regular high school program. With the 
passage of legislation designed to permit the immigration of 
many displaced persons, the need for careful training in basic 
English and citizenship will be further increased. - 

The Adult School is under the general direction of Dr. 
Rexford Souder, Assistant Superintendent of Schools, who is 
assisted by four Coordinators: Paul H. Beauchemin, Industrial _ 
Arts Division and Distributive Education Division; Jane 
Berriman, Business Education Division; Marguerite A. Hil, 
Home Arts and Arts and Crafts Division; Wendell F. Smith, 
General Education Division. 


New Ventures in Music 


Our program of music under the scintillating leadership of 
Augustus D. Zanzig, Director of Music, has been making a 
vital contribution to the type of education we are now seek- 
ing, especially in stirring imagination and arousing sympathies. 

The most impressive musical developments of the year were 
the growth of the High School Band to an active membership 
of 68, the beginning of a band in each elementary school and 
the formation and weekly practice in the spring, of an All- 
Elementary School Band of over 100 players. In addition to 
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the stirring experience given to the individual players, the 
chief virtue of the All-Elementary School Band was not its 
bigness but its intermingling of boys and girls from all sections 
of the community in an enthusiastically and indispensably 
cooperative and workmanlike undertaking. In the fall, this 
became the musically more wieldy Junior Band of 65, com- 
posed of the most faithful and competent elementary school 
players. The remaining pupils continue to play in their local 
school bands. They regard membership in an all-Brookline 
band as something to be highly desired. The large attendance 
at a Christmas vacation rehearsal of the elementary and the 
High School bands was only an indication of the interest and 
loyalty of the group. This musical development has resulted 
mainly from the free group instruction in the upper elemen- 
tary grades. Of the 145 children in last year’s band-instru- 
ment classes, 35 are now in the High School Band, and most 
of these and others, comprising a group of 47, are receiving 
individual or small-group instruction at low cost at the Brook- 
line Music School. Almost all of the remaining 65 are con- 
tinuing to receive the free large-group instruction, which has 
enlisted 40 more recruits this year. The 85 band instruments 
provided from Town funds for school purposes are in constant 
use. The Brookline Music School's first summer session of 
six weeks for band instruction this year was a success. 


Of equal importance to the band development, althongh not 
yet quite so impressive, is the progress of our school orches- 
tras. The progress in string-instrument playing is necessarily 
slower, and the free group instruction begun mainly in grades 
four and five, will not affect the High School Orchestra until 
two or three years hence. The number continuing from last 
year in the Jarge-group instruction, plus 15 who are now re- 
ceiving individual instruction at the Brookline Music School, 
is gratifying. An additional 64 have enlisted in the classes 
this year. Real preparatory progress is being made. 


It is indeed noteworthy that 300 boys and girls are learning 
to play an orchestra or band instrument in our schools, and, 
as a result, are gaining many musical and social advantages. 
Our 6,000 pupils, including these 300, each of whom possesses 
that most ready and directly expressive of musical instru- 
ments — the human voice — may enter into the rich personal 
and social experiences of participation in music by being po- 
tentially effective in group, if not solo, performance. Progress 
in singing is not so much to be stated in numbers or in im- 
pressiveness of technical performance, although in the High 
School the number of students in choruses is 50% greater 
than in 1947 and there has been considerably more assembly 
singing. Singing is an almost daily activity for all the chil- 
dren in the elementary schools. The main progress to be 
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striven for in any school music activity, which is in the quality 
and scope of each pupil’s experience of music and of group 
expression of it, is, in singing, very nearly the whole show, 
yet it is often not plainly visible. Progress is being made. 
Outstanding in High School vocal accomplishment were the 
two performances of the MIKADO, and the Thanksgiving and 
Christmas-Chanukah double-assembly programs. 

Five members of the advanced chorus have given volunteer 
musical service at a settlement house or at the Children’s 
Hospital in Boston. Student performances were given for 
the Kiwanis Club and the Brookline Women’s Club, and a 
meeting of the Driscoll Parent-Teacher Association was de- 
voted to a discussion and demonstration of music in the school 
and home. 

With a beginning of the acquisition of adequate phono- 
graphic equipment, the development of a comprehensive pro- 
gram of training in appreciative listening to music can be 
expected in 1949. 

In the Adult School, a community orchestra and a course 
in opera appreciation were started, the former with an enrol- 
ment of 34 players at the end of the first term in December. 
The chorus and the course in general music appreciation, 
offered last year, were continued this year. The chorus gave 
a creditable performance at the close of the fall term. 


The Changed Status of High School Graduates 


During the war years it was not uncommon for all gradu- 
ates to be found in the armed forces, in college, or at work 
within a short time after graduation. Large numbers, in fact, 
were in such positions as early as April 1. These conditions 
have now changed. The armed forces no longer demand large 
numbers of our graduates, employment of graduates has 
reached a plateau, and only in the college placement area — 
have percentages increased. 


In 1948 graduates of the Business Department were classi- 
fied into three groups: (1) stenographic, (2) clerical, and (3) 
general office graduates. Among the stenographic graduates, 
eight were placed in Brookline businesses and four in other 
Greater Boston businesses. Six have continued. their educa- 
tion, two desired placement in September, and one moved 
out of the State. Among the clerical graduates, eight were 
placed in Brookline and four were placed in Boston. Three 
desired advanced schooling. Among the general office grad- 
uates, three were placed in Brookline and 11 in Greater 
Boston. The average weekly wage of all classes of graduates 
was between $26 and $27. All graduates of the Business 
Department who desired positions were gainfully employed 
as of October 1. 
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Entrance to College 


Graduates who hoped for college were again delighted to 
find a minimum of difficulty in gaining acceptance. This was 
due to the efforts of the Headmaster, the Guidance Counselor 
and many members of the High School staff. Stxty-three per 
cent, or 266 pupils, of a graduating class of 422 were admitted 
to advanced schools and colleges. Seventeen colleges ap- 
peared in the list for the first time since 1944. Other schools 
increased the number who were accepted, the most notable 
being Harvard College, which increased its acceptances from 
eight to twelve over the previous year, Boston University 
General College from three to ten, Mt. Ida Junior College 
from nine to fifteen, Smith College from four to seven, Syra- 
cuse University from five to nine and Wellesley College from 
three to six. 


Honors Accorded Our High School Students 


From sources outside our school system have come many 
honors to students in Brookline High School. 

The Pepsi-Cola Scholarship Board, in March, awarded 
Nancy Wolper an area prize in recognition of her achievement 
as one of the 12 outstanding contestants for Massachusetts 
in the National Pepsi-Cola Scholarship Contest. Eight other 
students qualified for ‘Certificates of Distinguished Per- 
formances’’ by scoring in the top 10 per cent of a national 
group of 46,000 seniors. | 

On March 6, Rosamond Drooker and Carolyn Grund ap- 
peared by invitation with the Massachusetts All-State High 
School Orchestra at Symphony Hall. Miss Drooker was 
recognized for her excellence on the viola and Miss Grund for 
her excellence on the violincello. 

Winners of awards for exceptional art work in the exhibit 
of the National Scholastic Art Contest were Cynthia Adam- 
son (water color), Roberta Wolf (oil painting), Harry Stoia 
(water color) and John Willis (block print). Their work was 
shown in April at the National Art Show, Carnegie Hall, 
Pittsburgh. 

During the year Jean Low represented the High School and 
the Massachusetts Future Homemakers of America group at 
the National Convention of the Future Homemakers of 
America held in Kansas City, Missouri. As National Vice- 
President, she attended the executive council meeting in Mil- 
waukee, Wisconsin, in December. In November, she was a 
guest speaker at the National Grange Convention held in 
Portland, Maine. Barbara Kelley serves as a state officer in 
the same organization. 

Robert Rubin and David Silverman represented the High 
School Student Council at the National Convention of Stu- 
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dent Council Representatives in Washington, D. C., under 
the auspices of the National Association of Secondary-School 
Principals.

The Girls’ League — Our High School Service 
Organization 

Training for service being one of the most worthy objec- 
tives of our schools, J am glad to commend the activities of 
our High School Girls’ League, an organization having a con- 
tinuous existence during more than 30 years under the leader- 
ship of Mary W. Sawyer, Dean of Girls. The membership of 
900 girls is divided into house groups and all-school commit- 
tees and under the immediate leadership of selected women 
staff members. The members of each house function as a 
unit and as such take charge of specific league meetings, 
mothers’ teas, and as many other smaller projects as each 
group wishes. Several special meetings such as the Annual 
Party for Eighth-Grade Girls, the Christmas Formal Dance 
and the Annual Supper Meeting, are traditions of the High 
School. The numerous committees offer opportunities to all 
girls who wish to find a place for service in their school life. 

At the present time a Service Committee (successor to the 
Girls’ Auxiliary of the war years) is the directing group for all 
volunteer service. During 1948, approximately 125 senior 
girls served as advisers to freshmen. Others served as hos- 
tesses at the Annual Tea for Teachers, as directors and par- 
ticipants in the Lost and Found project, in job placement and 
similar activities. Mothers often call on this group for baby- 
sitters. 

A new committee, labeled the ‘‘Lookout Committee,” is 
engaged in finding ways and means to improve the physical 
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appearance of the lunchroom. A vocational committee or- 
ganizes several trips each year to selected colleges where the 
girls may meet admissions officers. A subcommittee also 
furnished secretaries to the Housemasters and a well-organized 
corps of kindergarten helpers for the three kindergarten 
groups. 

Service outside the school is varied. During the year a 
large corps of girls was trained by the head nurses at Beth 
Israel Hospital to be nurses’ aides. At the Children’s Hospi- 
tal, there are numerous volunteers who spend time each day 
with children who need companionship while convalescing. 
Another group of girls reports regularly to the Peabody 
Settlement House to serve in the same capacity as their col- 
leagues in our kindergartens. The North End Union receives 
the same service. 


Each year the League sponsors a League Workshop where 
dolls are dressed, oilcloth animals are made, scores of stock- 
ings are filled and broken toys are repaired. These are sent 
to the Home for Little Wanderers and the Brookline Friendly 
Society for distribution to needy children. 


Our Flexible System of School Admission 


For 16 years the Department of Child Placement has 
carried on a many-sided program of service and supervision, 
the educational, social and financial values of which have 
been explained in previous reports. Several phases of the 
work which have been of particular significance during the 
past year merit special mention. 


The flexible system of admission of underage children to 
kindergarten and grade one based upon mental maturity and 
readiness has been in operation in Brookline during the en- 
tire 16 years with only slight modification of qualifications 
and requirements. The present plan permits the admission 
of all children to kindergarten who are at least four years 
nine months of age on October 1. Children within six months 
of this age may be admitted on trial, provided they can 
demonstrate by psychological examination, administered in 
the Department of Child Placement, a mental maturity and 
readiness equal to that of the average child five years two 
months of age, which is the average chronological age of all 
children entering the Brookline kindergartens. Underage 
children found mentally eligible for trial admission must also 
have the approval of the Medical Director following examina- 
tion by him. The requirements for admission to grade one 
are one year higher in every instance. 


During the current school year 121 of the 223, or about 
54% of the underage candidates for kindergarten, have been 
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admitted, while 24 of 50, or 48% of underage candidates for 
first grade have been admitted. This is normal, as the per- 
centage of admissions for any given year is approximately 
50% of those examined. 

Comprehensive reports of the later school progress of under- 
age children originally admitted to school by test have been 
submitted to the School Committee in 1938 and 1944. The 
slight modifications made by the School Committee from 
time to time have been based upon this continuing research. 
These studies have shown the consistent superiority of this 
picked group of underage children over the other children in 
the grade for each grade each year above the kindergarten as 
measured both by the teachers’ marks and by standardized 
achievement test results. These studies also showed that 
their margin of superiority increased as each underage group 
originally admitted by test progressed through school. 

The two major benefits accruing from the elastic system 
of school admission in operation in Brookline are, first, the 
initial provision for individual differences which it makes 
possible, and second, the saving of a year for the bright child 
without any extensive plan for double promotion or skipping 
a grade with the resulting break in the continuity of the edu- 
cative process. The fact that all underage children admitted 
under this plan are within six months of the age at which all 
children may be admitted prevents the social, physical, and 
emotional dislocations and maladjustments which may develop 
in situations in which a child is two or three years younger 
than the average child in his class. 


Remedial Teaching in Reading 


Remedial teaching in reading has been provided for second- 
and third-grade children in need of it since 1934 when Irene 
Varrell began this work at the Lincoln School. Since that 
time this assistance has been extended to all schools, and 
second- and third-grade children receiving help are given three 
lessons per week in nearly every instance. As time and 
schedules permitted remedial teaching has been extended in 
particularly needy cases to boys and girls in the middle and 
upper grades. 


During the first and last months of the school year Alice 
N. Jameson, Virginia Seavey and Irene Varrell, teachers in 
the Department of Child Placement, assist in carrying out the 
every-pupil program of measurement and evaluation in the 
elementary schools. The remedial reading program is carried 
on during the remaining eight months of the school year. 

The every-pupil achievement test records of the previous 
spring are scanned and pupils in possible need of individual 
assistance are noted. In addition, the names of possible re- 
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cipients of assistance are suggested by teachers and principals. 
All candidates are given an individual reading analysis and a 
test of learning ability. In general a child is considered in 
need of individual specialized reading help if his reading age 
is a year or more below his mental age. Those with reading 
disabilities or deficiencies of lesser magnitude can and should 
be adequately served by the classroom teacher through group- 
ing procedures and differentiation within the class. 


Individual written reports containing analysis and recom- 
mendations for every child examined, whether selected for 
remedial instruction or not, are sent to the teacher and school 
principal concerned. A similar examination is made and re- 
port written at the end of the period of remedial instruction. 
These analytical reports, together with frequent conferences 
between the remedial and classroom teachers, serve to har- 
monize the work of the two teachers in instructing the child. 


A summary of the yearly reports presented by the three 
teachers in June, 1948, reveals some very interesting facts. 
A total of 112 boys as compared with 58 girls received remedial 
help during the year. This reflects the fact that from two to 
three times as many boys have real difficulty in learning to 
read as do girls. 

The number of lessons received by each child ranged from 
five, in the case of a child who entered near the end of the 
year, to 74, in the cases of children enroJled from the begin- 
ning and present at every class session. The average number 
of lessons received by each child was about 50. 


Since manual and visual dominance are generally con- 
sidered to have some relationship to difficulty in learning to 
read, the statistics in regard to these traits are of interest. 
One hundred and seven of the 170 pupils enrolled, were right- 
handed and right-eyed, the dominance combination con- 
sidered most conducive to ease in learning to read. Eight 
children were left-handed and left-eyed. Fifty-five children 
were right-handed and left-eyed or left-handed and right-eyed, 
the mixed dominance conditions often blamed as contributing 
factors in reading difficulty. The fact that 32% of the group 
selected for remedial assistance in reading had mixed domi- 
nance and that this percentage is two or three times as great as 
that in the general school population lends some credence to 
this assumption. | 

Intelligence test data regarding children in remedial read- 
ing classes show that children of all levels of mentality may 
have difficulty in learning to read well. Intelligence quotients 
ranged from 72 to 142 with an average of 98, which is of 
course normal. 

The gains made in reading ability by these 170 children 
during the year, as measured by the every-pupil achievement 
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tests, ranged from three months for children enrolled late in 
the year to as much as 21 months. The average gain was 
nearly one full year. The average gains varied in accordance 
with the mental level and learning ability of the various groups 
ranging from eight months for some groups to one year one 
month for others. Such average gains are to be expected in 
the cases of normal children who have experienced no diffi- 
culty; but in the cases of children who were all seriously defi- 
cient in reading achievement to begin with, as well as having 
the attitude toward reading created by previous failure and 
defeat, it is a notable and praiseworthy accomplishment. 


Combatting Speech Defects 


For years there has been a need for individual speech in- 
struction in the elementary schools for pupils with speech de- 
fects so marked as'‘to be beyond the power of the classroom 
teacher to deal with. Speech defect surveys were made by 
the Department of Child Placement in 1936 and again in 
1944. Following the survey in 1936; experimental afternoon 
classes in speech correction were carried on for a time. Re- 
medial instruction in speech has been provided in the High 
School since the Survey of 1944 and the establishment of a 
Department of Speech Arts. Until the spring of 1948, how- 
ever, elementary school boys and girls in need of individual 
speech correction were referred to private agencies, if their 
parents expressed a desire for this type of service, or were en- 
rolled in Boston Public School speech classes held in the after- 
noon. In such cases the Town of Brookline paid the tuition, 
and the parents assumed the responsibility for transportation. 


In April we were able to secure the services of Ruby V. 
Wispe, a well-trained speech specialist with wide and success- 
ful experience in speech instruction and correction. Speech 
Correction classes were organized on an experimental basis in 
grades four through eight for the remainder of the school year. 
These classes were so successful in the opinion of everybody 
concerned that speech classes were organized in September for 
children in kindergarten through grade eight. The children 
most in need of remedial speech instruction in each school 
were selected by Mrs. Wispe after individual examinations of 
all children referred to her by teachers and principals. At the 
present time 57 pupils are receiving corrective speech instruc- 
tion either individually or in small groups twice each week. 
Periodic conferences with the parents of these children are 
held both to inform parents of what is being done and to en- 
list their cooperation in dealing with the child’s speech problem 
at home. 
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Other Developments in Child Placement 


The whole program of measurement and evaluation de- 
veloped by the Department of Child Placement over the past 
years has been designed to provide teachers and principals 
with additional and objective information about their pupils 
individually and by classes as a basis for increased understand- 
ing of the children whose instruction they carry on or super- 
vise and for increased provision for individual differences dis- 
closed. During the past year, two additional steps have been 
taken in the development of this program. The Brookline 
Personality Profile for kindergarten children, an individual 
instrument developed by a committee of kindergarten teach- 
ers, first-grade teachers, and nurses under the chairmanship 
of the Director of Child Placement, has been placed in opera- 
tion in the kindergarten with the individual records being 
passed on to the first-grade teachers in September as a means 
of enabling them to understand the children under their care 
more fully and more quickly. 


In addition, the Class Analysis Charts in use in grades two 
through eight prior to World War II have been revised, im- 
proved, and placed in operation in order to furnish each class- 
room teacher early in the year with an objective description 
and summary of the individual and class strengths and weak- 
nesses in the fundamental tools of learning. 


The supplementary but vital information supplied teachers 
and principals, the remedial assistance in reading furnished in 
grades two and three, and the superior teaching and attention 
to the individual child given by the classroom teachers them- 
selves have been the chief factors in the notable reduction in 
child failure and repetition of grades which has taken place 
during the past two decades. Whereas in June, 1930, 343 or 
8% of the elementary school children enrolled were assigned 
to repeat the grade the following year, in June, 1948, only 76 
or 1.84% of the elementary school children enrolled were 
assigned to repeat the grade. This is a new low for failures 
in Brookline although the average for the previous three-year 
period has been under 2.5%. 


That this is a bona fide reduction in failure accomplished 
without any lowering of standards is verified by the results of 
the nationally standardized objective achievement tests ad- 
ministered annually to all elementary school pupils beginning 
in 1935. The levels of achievement in the various grades rose 
slightly until about 1939, since which time they have remained 
constant from year to year. Brookline levels of achieve- 
ment, incidentally, have always been from five to ten months 
above national norms in the various grades. During the past 
year, when a revised form of the achievement tests standard- 
ized for the first time on a nationally representative school 
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population was used, average Brookline performance ran as 
much as two years above national norms in some grades. 
With a difference of such magnitude, expressing the perform- 
ance of Brookline children in terms of national norms became 
relatively meaningless. Consequently Town-wide norms in 
each grade were established for the first time in the case of 
achievement tests, a clerical and statistical task taking many 
weeks of concentrated work. Henceforth, the achievement 
test performance of Brookline boys and girls each spring will 
be expressed in terms of what the average Brookline boy and 
girl in each grade has proved capable of doing. 


There are many other important activities carried on by 
the Department of Child Placement. The mere mention of 
some of these may serve to picture to the readers of this report 
the many-sidedness of a program of education in a modern 
public school system. Under the aegis of this Department 
come the investigation and possible admission of qualified 
non-residents in accordance with current policy upon the pay- 
ment of tuition, the granting of permission for residents of the 
Town to enroll in schools outside the Town at the Town’s ex- 
pense, and the supervision of all ungraded and adjustment 
classes. In addition, the Department has charge of the place- 
ment testing of hundreds of pupils who transfer to the Brook- 
line Public Schools from other schools each year, home in- 
struction of ill or physically handicapped children, guidance 
tests in grade eight as a preliminary to guidance units taught 
in the social studies program, conferences with pupils, parents, 
and teachers regarding problems of maladjustment of many 
varieties, and supervision of school attendance through the 
Supervisor of Attendance, who also has charge of issuing 
working permits and taking the annual school census as re- 
quired by law. In addition, this Department conducts con- 
tinuous and special research upon a wide variety of subjects, 
develops record forms as needed, acts as consultant to prin- 
cipals, directors, and department heads on many types of 
problems, and cooperates with various hospitals, family wel- 
fare, and child guidance agencies, as well as with private 
physicians and psychiatrists in the exchange of pertinent in- 
formation. 


The Teachers 


Forty-eight new teachers began service in our schools in 
1948, about three times the usual number in prewar days. 
This large turnover results from the country-wide teacher 
shortage, since for a number of years there has been an inade- 
quate supply of newly trained teachers and more and more 
reliance has been placed on married women who have re- 
turned to teaching after years of absence and on those who 
are teaching temporarily while their husbands are studying 
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in the medical schools, Jaw schools, and in other professional 
preparation which had been interrupted or postponed by the 
circumstances of war service. These are often excellent 
teachers, but they remain with us two or three years rather 
than the twenty to thirty years to which we have been accus- 
tomed. In addition, the supply will be depleted, if not ex- 
hausted, very soon. 

A survey made by the Metropolitan School Study Council, 
affiliated with Teachers College, Columbia University, in the 
New York and New Jersey area, has revealed that only six 
per cent of the top ranking senior high school students intend 
to enter the teaching profession. If this is typical of the 
country, the report said, the future supply of teachers will be 
insufficient to fill the vacancies caused by those teachers who 
have left the profession, to say nothing of increasing public 
school enrolment, reduction in the size of classes, or the re- 
placement of “‘emergency”’ teachers. 


Salaries and working conditions throughout the country have 
much to do with the present unfortunate situation. Brook- 
line’s average salary of $4,000 for teachers and principals is 
good compared with the $2,650 which the National Education 
Association estimates is the present average for the country 
as a whole. Yet, when it is remembered that Brookline’s 
$4,000 average has a purchasing power in prewar dollars of 
only $2,292, the comparison with Brookline’s prewar average 
salary of $2,500 is not favorable. 


Most communities now employ teachers without previous 
experience (except their apprentice training) and compete 
among themselves for the best the training institutions are 
presenting each year. Such a practice has some justification, 
but cannot provide enough trained teachers for all the schools 
until the total supply of new teachers each year at least equals 
the demand.

Barbara C. Mackay, of the Devotion School, is teaching 
during 1948-49 in the Lapstone Road Boys’ School, Millom, 
Cumberland, England; and Fanny Stable has come from the 
same English school to teach in the third grade of our Baker 
School. This exchange was arranged by the United States 
Office of Education in Washington and is Brookline’s first 
exchange of a teacher with one from another country.

tural and engineering fees connected therewith and to be exclusive of furni- 
ture, furnishings and equipment. 


VOTED, That the Treasurer be authorized, when so directed by the 
Selectmen to borrow seven hundred sixteen thousand, five hundred dollars 
($716,500) of the amount appropriated by the preceding vote for the con- 
struction, on land of the Town at the corner of Greenough Street and Lowell 
Road, of a north wing of the High School, such wing to contain physical 
education and other facilities, said appropriated amount being inclusive 
of all architectural and engineering fees connected therewith and exclusive 
of furniture, furnishings and equipment. Bonds or notes shall be issued 
therefor, signed by the Treasurer, countersigned by a majority at least of 
the Selectmen and certified by a National Bank or Trust Company desig- 
nated by the Selectmen. Such bonds or notes shall bear interest payable 
semi-annually at a rate not exceeding two per cent per annum and shall 
be made payable in such annual payments beginning not later than one 
year after the date thereof as will extinguish the same within ten (10) years 
from their date. The balance of the amount appropriated by the preced- 
ing vote, i.e. thirty-three thousand, five hundred dollars ($33,500), shall 
be taken from any money in the Treasury not otherwise appropriated and 
available for the purpose. 


VOTED, To appropriate the sum of ninety-six thousand dollars ($96,- 
000) to be expended by the Water Board for constructing and laying water 
mains and appurtenances preparatory to the taking of the entire supply 
of water for the town from the Metropolitan District Commission water 
supply. 


VOTED, That the Treasurer be authorized, when so directed by the 
Water Board, to borrow outside the debt limit a sum not exceeding ninety 
thousand dollars ($90,000) appropriated at this meeting for construction 
and laying water mains of not less than six (6) inches in diameter, and 
appurtenances preparatory to the taking of the entire supply of water for 
the town from the Metropolitan District Commission water supply. Bonds 
or notes shall be issued therefor, signed by the Treasurer, countersigned by 
a majority at least of the Selectmen and certified by a National Bank or 
Trust Company designated by the Selectmen. Such bonds or notes shall 
bear interest, payable semi-annually at a rate not exceeding two per cent 
per annum and shall be made payable in such annual payments beginning 
not later than one year after the date thereof as will extinguish the same 
within ten years from their date; the balance of the amount appropriated 
by the preceding vote, i.e., six thousand dollars ($6,000), shall be taken 
from any money in the Treasury not otherwise appropriated and available 
for the purpose. 


VOTED, To appropriate the sum of fourteen thousand dollars ($14,000) 
to be expended by the Water Board for constructing and laying water 
mains connecting with the Metropolitan District Commission water mains 
at Fisher Avenue and at such other locations as said Board may deem 
necessary. 


VOTED, That the Treasurer be authorized, when so directed by the 
Water Board, to borrow outside the debt limit a sum not exceeding fourteen 
thousand dollars ($14,000) appropriated at this meeting for construction 
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and laying water mains of not less than six (6) inches in diameter, connect- 
ing with the Metropolitan District Commission water mains at Fisher 
Avenue and at such other locations as said Board may deem necessary. 
Bonds or notes shall be issued therefor, signed by the Treasurer, counter- 
signed by a majority at least of the Selectmen and certified by a National 
Bank or Trust Company designated by the Selectmen. Such bonds or 
notes shall bear interest, payable semi-annually at a rate not exceeding 
two per cent per annum and shall be made payable in such annual payments 
beginning not later than one year after the date thereof as will extinguish 
the same within ten years from their date. 

At the Annual Town Meeting on March 23, 1948, the above votes were 
amended as follows: 


VOTED, To amend the second vote under the Fourth Article of the 
warrant for the special town meeting of October 14, 1947, authorizing the 
treasurer to borrow a sum of money for the construction of the north wing 
of the High School, by striking out in the third sentence of said vote the 
words: “‘ten (10) years,” and inserting in their place the words: “twenty (20) 
years,” so that said sentence as amended shall read: ‘‘Such bonds or notes 
shall bear interest payable semi-annually at a rate not exceeding two per 
cent per annum and shall be made payable in such annual payments be- 
ginning not later than one year after the date thereof as will extinguish the 
same within twenty (20) years from their date.”’ : 


VOTED, To amend the second vote under the Sixteenth Article of the 
warrant for the special town meeting of October 14, 1947, authorizing the 
treasurer to borrow a sum of money for constructing and laying water 
mains and appurtenances preparatory to the taking of the entire water 
supply for the town from the Metropolitan District Commission water 
supply, by striking out, in the third sentence, the words: “‘ten years,’’ and 
inserting in their place the words: “‘fifteen years,” so that said sentence, as 
amended, shall read: ‘“‘Such bonds or notes shall bear interest payable 
semi-annually at a rate not exceeding two per cent per annum and shall be 
made payable in such annual payments beginning not later than one year 
after the date thereof as will extinguish the same within fifteen years from 
their date.’’ 


VOTED, To amend the second vote under the Seventeenth Article of the 
warrant for the special town meeting of October 14, 1947, authorizing the 
Treasurer to borrow a sum of money for constructing and laying water 
mains connecting with the Metropolitan District Commission water mains 
at Fisher Avenue and at such other locations as said board may deem neces- 
sary, by striking out, in the third sentence, the words: “ten years,’ and 
inserting in their place the words: “fourteen years,” so that said sentence 
as amended shall read: ‘“‘Such bonds or notes shall bear interest payable 
semi-annually at a rate not exceeding two per cent per annum and shall be 
made payable in such annual payments beginning not later than one year 
after the date thereof as will extinguish the same within fourteen years 
from their date.’ 

Nothing has been borrowed under these votes. 


VOTED, That the Treasurer be authorized when so directed by the 
Selectmen, to borrow three hundred eighty-seven thousand dollars ($387,- 
000) of the amount appropriated by the preceding vote for the construction 
of a surface water drain and a sewer.

Such bonds or notes shall 
bear interest payable semi-annually at a rate not exceeding three per cent 
per annum and shall be made payable in such annual payments beginning 
not later than one year after the date thereof as will extinguish the same 
within thirty years from their date. 


VOTED, That the Treasurer be authorized when so directed by the 
Selectmen, to borrow forty-five thousand dollars ($45,000) appropriated by 
the preceding vote under this article for the construction of a part of the 
town’s main combined sewer and surface water drain in a right of way 
belonging to the town between Commonwealth Avenue and Charles River 
in the City of Boston. Bonds or notes shall be issued therefor, signed by 
the Treasurer, countersigned by a majority at least of the Selectmen and 
certified by a National Bank or Trust Company designated by the Select- 
men. Such bonds or notes shal] bear interest payable semi-annually at a 
rate not exceeding three per cent per annum and shall be made payable in 
such annual payments beginning not later than one year after the date 
thereof, as will extinguish the same within thirty years from their date. 


August 9, 1948 ($739,000) was borrowed on joint bid of Bankers Trust 
Co. of New York, Harris Trust and Savings Bank of Chicago and W. H.

At 
the last town election, Scott McNeilly was elected for three

Board. 


The net amount to be raised by taxation was $458,116.40 
more than in 1946. 


The total valuation of the town was increased by $5,212,100.
